HEROES SACRIFICE 

LIVES IN VAIM 

Entrance of Mine Sealed Up 
and No Hope of Rescue 
Is Left 



CHERRY, 111., .N'ov. 13.— Mine offi- 
cials of the St. Puul Coul i-onipiiiiy's 
mine, where an explosion occuni'il to- 
day, say that four hundred men .aro 
dead In the mine. 

Twelve bodies have been taken out. 
Si.\ of ttit'.so were Imroes not employed 
In the iiiino, uiio pravo tliuir lives in <i 
futile effort to save llie imprisoned 
worlccr.'^. Mine. .SiiptrintPiulent James 
.Strelo (leclareil five lionr.s after the 
explosion that It was almost lnii)os.sll)le 
tluit any of the miners still inii)rlsoncd 
could escape death. 

Tiie mine had a day shift of 4S-1 men. 
Of these fifty left the mine at noon, 
and twt'nty-five or more escaped after 
tlie fire broke out. The others are be- 
lieved to ho dead. 

The entrance to tiio mine lias been 
sealed up In the hope of checking tlie 
flames. The building ahovo' the pit 
entrance. was blown up to permit this. 
Despite tSe frantic efforts of officials 
rind tho Scores of volunteers in the 
little town of Cherry, it seemed as- 
sured at six o'clock that only bodies 
ef the dead would bo taken from the 
mine. Until tomorrow mornlnp, wlien 
tlie covering; will be removed, to allow 
men to i)enetrate the smoke and gas 
choked t^hatt and veins, tlie I'ale of 
tho inmates cannot l)e learned. 

TIio five causlnf^ the explosion had 
an origin alnio.^t trivial. A pile of hay 
allowiMi to .smoulder too lonK finally 
iRiiited rlie tiniln-rs of the mine, and 
l)efore the worker.s realized their dan- 
ger, the tnlnQ \v;as filled .with sfnoke, 
nasos tlnd Stlames, and all exit •ftraa Im- 
possible. Heroism silch as Is rarely 
exhibited, was shown by officials of 
the mine and tho resldontH of tho town 
of Cherry. These men, wlio were out- 
side tile mine when tho fire originated, 
lontriluiled five to the list of twelve 
known dead. 

Alexander XorherR. a 7)ltman, stand- 
infr at tho bottom of the shaft, car- 
ried tho bodies of four Into the cage, 
liio only way of escape. .As the last 
Vas carried in, he fell across the bod- 
ies. He was dea:l, as wore all his 
companions when tlie cacro was llfteil 
to the lop. Those who liad j^one into 
the pit with him were John Bundy, 
the mine sui)«?rlntendunt, Jolin J'Mood 
and Isaac Lewis, a merchant of Cherry, 
and Dominio Funenti, Dr. W. Howe, a 
physician of this city, who had sought 
tr) go with men when they descended 
in the cage had been thrust out„by 
Hundy, who exclaimed: "They will 
need you at tho top It wo get anyone 
out. No use risking your life down 
there." The physician vainly sought 
to revive tho men when they were car- 
ried to liini a few minutes later. 

At the entrance of the shaft pathetic 
scones were enacted. Hundreds of 
screaming women, weeping children 
and men crowded about the entrance. 
Tiic few survivors declared that there 
v.\as no hope for those still in the mine. 
Almost two hiuidrcd of tho men im- 
prisoned, they say, wore in the third 
vein, almost 600 feet from tho main 
shaft of the pit. 

When the extent of fhe fire was 
realized the officials saw that ordinary 
measures were Ineffectual. The fire 
had burned away the timbers of tlic 
shaft, and the flames soon reached the 



escape' shaft. A few minutes later the 
fan which' supplied olr to the qhaft 
cotlapsed. The fhunes swept on to the 
mouth of tho pit, where llioy were 
carried to tho surface, forcing back all 
who ventured near. Tho officials 
staled that the tire must be eating its 
way liack into tlie shaft, ami tlieii tlie 
measure of sealmg the mouth of the 
pit was ;idopted. 

Tliat those of the men wlio were 
able had retreated to tho furthermost 
ends of the veins v.'as the statement 
of tlie minors on tho surface. They 
might huddle together .gasping wliat 
little" oxyg'oh ■remalrii93p.liv,.the sealed 
and burning mine 'The only men to 
e^eaijc -were -those near the main shaft 
when- tho -fire:- start ed . 
. A. careless miner had thrown a torch 
on a bundle ot-na.v Two miners throw 
the*burning mass on a cart and started 
towards the main shaft. • Before It 
wan rcaehed, n small explosion oc- 
curred. Those nearest the cages' hur- 
ried to them, and were, hoisted to the 
surface. After about four trips, the 
cages ceased to move. > What disaster 
(K'curred during the minutes following 
the escape, of the men near the shaft 
is unknown. 

.•\fter waiting a few minutes at the 
head of the shaft, Mine Superintendent 
Bundy leaped Into the cage, calling 
Norberg and two miners. The latter 
were afraid, and from the small group 
of residents nearby, eager volunteer.s 
came. Flood, Lewis, FomentI and a 
miner named Rubin,skl entered the 
cage and doseendod. Tlie next trip of 
the cage, operated from below, carried 
up tlie bodies^ of six miners. Then the 
cage again descended, tliis time hear- 
ing the unconscious Ijodies of tlin-e of 
the rescuing jiarty. Again it was low- 
ered and the bodies of the last throe 
of the .six, including N'orbcrg, were 
brought up.

NEW YORIC, Nov. 13.— "liehlnd tho 
fights of suffragettism, socialism, land 
taxation and other issues which loom 
so conspicuously In the eyes of the out- 
side world lOngland Is now at grips 
with tho tariff problem," says Lord 
Northcllffo, proprietor of the London 
'rimes, the London Dally Mail and 
other big London newspapers, wlio is 
now- In New York. 

'The Tribune the other morning gave 
some statistics of the number of me- 
clianies and others out of work in Eng- 
land today," he said. ".Some of the 
men are the victims of our so-called 
free ti-ade on which under Cobdon we 
embarked in the full belief that all the 
world would be free trading within 
five years. On the whole. Great Brit- 
ain has done very well out of free 
trade, but as the tariff walls erected 
not only by competitors but iiy our 
own colonies have grown hlgiier and 
higher she has been unable to com- 
pete. So far practically every election 
that has taken place in the last four 
years lias shown a majority of votes 
for a tariff and the party to which is 
long kn6wn as the tariff reform party 
rather confusing to Americans In view 
of their political nomenclature. Some 
of you would do well to begin to watch 
this fight and not pay so much atten- 
tion to the Socialists and suffragettes. 
A British tariff would have An im- 
mense effect on tlio trade rolatloVis of 
Groat Britain and the United States. 
IncidentalUy the question of a Cana- 
dian tariff comes in and also the trade 
agr('(>inent between Canada and 
i'raneo. Tlie main issue Is a' simple 
one, tariff or no tariff."

Nev.'foundlnnd Vessels Suffer Severely

2. It Is \unnecessary to point out 
what tho C. P. R. has done for the 
tourist business of Victoria. AVhat 
will another tranaoontlncntal railway 
do? The more transcontinental rail- 
ways we can get into Victoria, the 
more tourists we shall have.

the way across British Columbia, and 
then hauling It perhaps hundreds of 
miles further for distribution over 
prairie branch lines. 

A short local line would get only 
the profit to be derived from the 
short haul to Victoria.

FOR THE WORKINGMAN. 

""What is there in It for the work- 
iiiBnianV" is a question which has been 
Jjsked on one or two occasions, when 
•iW railway policy has been under dis- 
cussion. Premising that we object 
wholly to that view of things, which 
places the .■■workinginan" apart from 
the rest of the community, and tags 
;lilm ;.wltlj. ;,a._ ,^paijself pf ^^lniet^pT^!t;^,, as 
t'liough he were not interested much 
;'as anyone else In the prosperity of the 
country, Avo shall endeavor to .answer 
the question. It seoms to us that be- 
fore anyone can answer It, the lirst 
tiling to be considered is what there 
can be in .any poUqy^ fdr.'the working- 
man. To ascertain this, we must try 
to ascertain what the workingman 
wants. We are not going to avoid the 
issue by setting up that one man, who 
toils. Is as much a working man • as 
another, whether ho works with pick 
and shovel on the street or at his deyk 
in an oilier, and shall confine what wo 
have to say to those whom the in- 
quirer had in mind when he asked his 
question. 

What do" these workingmen want? 
We think that If we say they want an 

opportunity to earn a fair day's wage 
for a fair day'.s work; iliat they want 
their work to be done under as favor- 
able conditions as possible in respect 
to sanitation arid safety; that they 
■want to derive, if possible, some liene- 
■fit from their woi-k beside.-; the amount 
Of wages paid to them; tliat Ihey Want 
jto have an opportunity of bettering 
their positions; that. If they are mar- 
.ried, tiiey want to give tlieir children 
the advantages of an education, and 
assist th(>ni to make a good start in 
life; thai tliey woul<l like l.i de some- 
thing to lea\-e the eounti'y bettor tlian 
tliey found it; we say that if we men- 
tion these OS some ;it least of the am- 
bitions of ('\-ery work ingiuii n. wc^ eo\ i-r 
the ground jireif. v\c|]. We ,1,, 
snggest tlmt all lliese reasonable 
Wishes can be met by any railway 
policy; but we submit that any policy 
that tends to the development of the 
country tends aiso to advance these 
objects. 

< Several of those objects ni;i.\- be 
considered a little more specifically. 
The worklngmen of Victoria have hud 
no reason of late to complain of the 
lack f)f good work at good ii;iy. Among 
the reasons for tliis vi ry .■^atisl aetor>- 
state of things is that tlie city is 
growing, and is generally more pros- 
perous than it has ever been. The re- 
Kidt is that houses have been built, 
and are being Iniill in gre.-it numbei-s; 
streets aro biilng imiiroved, permanent 
.sidewalks are being laid, extensions to 
tho water, light, and sewer services 
are bi ing larried out, and jjrivate on- 
i< i pt isi s are being enlorgod. If any- 
tliing .'liionh.l li;ippen to arrest this 
jirogress, till' w<'rldiigiiieii would he the 
lirst to feel tho effect; whereas. If 'this 
progress continues, the conditions will 
continue favorable to worklngmen. 
A|)art altogether from the fact that 
till' eoiisti'iii-tiim of llie pi'i>po.--i(l (",in- 
adian Northern Hallway in tliis ]iro- 
^^inoo wlU'elvo omplbymiont to thon- 
'sands of worki'igmon, ft need hardly 
Tie .'dated that the ilevelojinient that

Wo. think wo arojright In paying that 
a majority of ■^lieijRr"^^^^ Vic- 
toria have homes elther'df their own or 
rented, and that in either case they 
have surrounded themselves with more 
or less of those things that make life 
coiTifortable. What wo ttre now going 
'to say will not Jipply to the working- 
man who. is •contenti .to.,.earn his pay 
and spend It on' himself;'' fetit we think 
such men aro in the minority, just as 
they !ire In tlie minority among tltose 
who work in stores and olllces. Most 
of us, wliotlier we work'/wltli our^hands 
out of doors, or in any 'other wnj', are 
endeavoring to get ahead. So M'c 
take the case of the Victoria working- 
man, who has a liome, or who aims to 
have .one; and wJio; at any mtb. Would 
like to ' remain whore 'no 'has friends, 
and, perhaps, a family. To such a 
man', it inu.st lie .self-evident that any- 
thing that will tend to secure pernian- 
ei.cc of enipldymont hero will be ot 
adva/Uage to him. This"' railway con- 
struction, and the rcaultlng devolop- 
inenl of tlie surrounding country 
will certainly do. Mo.sl working- 
men would like to kee[) their 
boys at home, and if they 
have daughters who marry, they would 
like to see them remain here, provid- 
ed tlie prosiieets liere are .as good as 
elsewhere. Hundreds of our lioys and 
girls have left Victoria in times jiast 
because they 'could do better elso- 
w hero, and almost invariably the rea- 
son why tliey could do better else- 
where lias Ijeen 'leeause there was 
greater develoiimelit in jirogress in 
other places thon here. Surely It is plain 
that anything that will tend to tlie in- 
crease and iieriiianenci' of opportuni- 
ties I'or work liere, llial will tend to 
open new eliannels for industrious and 
intelligent men, must be of direct ad- 
vantage to worklngmen. 

Let us consider briefly a third aspect 
of tlie case. Every workingman o ight 
to desire that he shall receive more for 
his labor than bis wiige. 'J'hat is the 
way everyone ought to feel. He ought 
to be animated by the consciousnes 
that some future good will come from 
what he Is doing today. The worklng- 
m.an in a progressive cninnumity can 
always liave that feeling. If, by the 
exercise of tifs franchise' he aids that 
which will promote the general ad- 
vancement of tho community in ■which 
•he lives, he adds to the value of his 
])ositlon as a member of the commuii- 
it.\-. If lie h;ia liei'ii able to make him- 
self a home, ho is adding to ^the value 
of that home. He knows that his day's 
work is a part *f -the general progress 
in which, if ho Is industrious and 
economical, he is bound to share. It 
all depends upon tho man. There are 
people. In every walic in life who fall 
to reap any of the advantages of gen- 
eral prosperity; but-the majority of us 
are not In that class. The majority of 
us enjoy to some extent tlie indirect 
benefits that follow from ;pui;. labor, 
put this phase of the question is a 
theme by itself, and it must -he passed 
by with this brief reference.

•actual fact. The ' Canadian • Pacllie 
maintains a connection, not because 
it Is under any obligation to do so, but 
because it suits its convenience to do 
so. It lias a mall contract, of course, 
iuid this calls for re^■lIU\r dally ser- 
vice; but It could tlirnw ii]) that con- 
tract tomorrow,- if it elmse, and take 
off its steamers altogether it it saw 
lit; and there Is absolutely nothing 
that the iieiipli' of Victoria could do 
to i iiiiipel I lie company to resume tlm 
ser\ ii i . We do not anticipate any 
such action; but such action is within 
the power of the company. By virtue 
of the contniet wliicli the legislature 
will Vie asked to sanction, the Cana- 
dian .\orlliern will be compe'lled Ui 
maintain a tirst-class connection with 
tile Mainland as an integral part of 
its transcontinental service. 

'Pile direct and indirect benellt that 
this will 111 lo \'ietiiria can hardly be 
estimated, but It will be very great. 
\\ liat do tile Oppositlpn olTor us an 
.■Uiernatlve? Only a promise to give i 
aid to certain lines of railwa.v in such j 
a manner that tlie.\- eaiinot point to 
.-my company that will accept I'l "Ud 
build a mile of line. They make no 
pretence that they will secure any 
belter counci'tiiin lielweeii the cit.\- and 
the .Maiiilaiui than we now eii.|o.\-. On 
the contrary, they denounce the plan 
for additional connection,- and assort 
that It will never be anything more 
than a "faki-" and ri "bluff." It is 
amazing iliiit men. who ciugbt to have 
any interest in the welfare of Victoria, 
could be found willing to tf^ko. such a 
position. That they do so shows to 

what length polllieal |iarliz;iiisblp will 
carry some pcojile.

The Liberal candidates In the city, 
u'lth the oxceptloh of John Oliver, ad- 
dressed a meeting at Semples l hall, 
Victoria West, pii Friday evening. 
chair was pccuplod by Jdmes • Tags, 
there being a fair attendance. Be- 
sides the candidates, H. A. Jluiin and 
the chairman, addressed the Ratlioring'. 

Tlie fir.st sp(^aker was R. L. Drur.y, 
wlio stated that with the advent of 
John Oliver to power the Songhee.s 
reserve c/uoHtioti would be settled. Mr. 
Drury pointed out that there were 
four parties interested in this ques- 
tion, namely the Indians, the Domin- 
ion governmcnf, the provincial gov- 
ernment, and tlio city of Victoria. Mr. 
Oliver's .proposal was that the provin- 
cial government should .advance the 
money to but out the Indians and thus 
aeciuire an absolute title to tlie lands. 
Pursuant on this deal the city was 
ti) be givo.n a complete deed of that 
iiortiou of the reserve Intended to be 
eoineyed to them under order in 
council. 

-Mr. Drin-y alluded to the complexity 
of the prol)leni. The Inditiiis were in 
lio.ssession but possessed no fee sim- 
ple. 'I'he provincial government 
claimed that In the event of the In- 
dians dying out, or the tribe moving 
elsewhere, the land reverted to the 
province. The Dominion governmbht 
were the trustees of the Indians. The 
fourth party Interested, namely the city 
of Victoria, had u reversionary inter- 
est in the north and south end.s oi; 
,the reserve which liad been given by 
order In council. The solution ad- 
vanced, 'by Mr. Oliver would.

The government was doing nothing 
with regard to the establishment of a 
nonnal school In Victoria. It was his 
opinion that Premier McBrldo would 
meet his Waterloo on the 26th' Inst. 

A. J. Morloy said tliaJt he 'believed 
that the solution 4t)roposed by- Jehn 
Oliver for. the SqngHeesi' reserve ques- 
tion would create a ' great stir - Ip the 
city. Mr. Oliver .as leader^ of tpe op- 
position eould'not settle this probl^pi 
but he should be placed in power that 
lie might bo able to do so. 

Continuing Mr. Morloy said that 
while ho had joined the Liberal ranks 
lio had lost none of his independence. 
He would support the Liberals as long 
us they acted In the public interests. 
In his opinion the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia was racing down bill into 
the condition from which Mr. Lloydr 
George was trying' to extricate the 
people of Great Britain. Ho considered 
that the railway policy was not meant 
seriously. When ho had been niaypr 
in the city be had been checlfed In 
the reforms which he had endeavored 
to Institute. He now ^eslre^ to secure 
the necessary reforms .In the place 
wliere it was (noBslblor to .ojitefn them. 

Mr. Munn In a" bflet address stated 
his reason tor withdrawing trofn the 
contest. It was to felvo the remaining 
candidates a ibetter chance. Ho urged 
the JLIberals to support Mr. Morley. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The con- 
ilition. of the cotton market is such 
that the Dominion Textile company 
will run on short time next week, and 
the wages of cmjiloyees will bo cut 
down one-llfth. There will be a cur- 
tailment of from 110 to 25 per cent, in 
the iiresent woikiiuv hours of factories, 
which will mean a reduction of more 
th.-iii eleven hours in si.\ty.

'IPhe vessel 
occuiiled Sti days in voyaging from 
Cherbourg to Hobart, Tasmania via 
Cape of Good Mope, and early in 
August soon'ti^fter passing the Cape of 
Good Hope -She encountored'>- a strong 
hurricane, during which thdfbarometer 
foil lower than tlie euptalii' had ever 
been In,. to 57^00. .For £our,.days the 
storm prevailed, and was followed by 
tremendous seas. The cunvfts was 
furled and the vessel drove before tho 
wind under baro polos at great spe^d. 
She rode Well, though, and sustained 
no damage. Capt. Delahay said the 
Gael was not as forttinate. She was 
wrecked, ;ind had to no abandoned at 
sea, the crew escaping In two boats 
and making their way to the Austral- 
ian coast .after many hardships. The

liieni for intelligence work In war time, 
as well as In first aid to the injured. 
It Is considered that there are at least 
5,000 boys of ,"Scout age". in Victoria, 
and ■ that the movement will grow Is 
likely. ■; The .training of the Scout Is 
such as will develop the best.quallties 
of the b^. The units will be six, a 
Scout leader, and five Scouts, and' the 
different units will form Scout patrols 
and companlesi. which, when massed,

Oorieeriiing Kitchener v' 

■The Japanese army miinoeuvres 
wore concluded on \Vednesday'. Lord 
'ICltcliener attended. He was received 
'in' 'Japan with unusual honors, and 
some odd i^e\'k'ws of bis career were 
pulillslied In .liliiiaiiesi; newspapers. 
The Nliipoii's article Is none too Hat- 
terlng to tlie I'Meld Marshal. It says 
th:il thougli .lapan has had many fa- 
mous national guests very few of 
them were soldiers. General Grant, 
Field-Marshal Waldorsee and General 
Kurofmtkin may be counted. .as such 
visitors, but only the first-named ha.s 
I)roved .himseif to be really a great 
soldier, the olliei^s having no oi)])ortu- 
nity to sliou' their abilitks. The jour- 
nal also ri-niarks that though F.ngland 
is essenti.-illy a naval ('(uuitr.N'. there 
'are more personages of world-wide 
renown in its comparatively small 
army than in its great navy, and this 
is attributiHl to llu' rreciuriicy of thti 
land battles fouglit by the British. 
Commenting on tho presoiit British 
army, the JoiJ^nal says: "As the result 
of the Boer war. Lord Roberts Is no\v 
occupying the most Important post in 
the British army, though he is junior 
to General Wolseley. (it is scarcely 
neces.^ary to say that I,(n'd f^oborts is 
not now Commandi'r-ln-Cliief.) Lord 
Roberts was born in India, and was 
Umg engage<l in the dereiice of tho 
deiK'ndency before he was appoiliteil 
( 'oniniander-in- (.'hief of the South Af- 
rican army, and there are no other 
generals in England^ at . present who 
have liad supli an experience ln':>prac- 
lical warfare as he. Hc'ls the General 
Vamagata or the GenenU Oyania of 
lOngland. and Is a strong advocate of 
the conscriiit ion system. To us. lie 
aiipears like a i)iihvark, aiul the man 
on whose sli(5Uldei"s falls tile resiioiisi- 
lillity of tile army of a country on 
whosi! dominion the sun never sets. 
I'nder this nrarshal, Lord Kitchener 
held the. iniiiortant iiosltion of (.'iiiot 
of the staff, and it was he wlio, as 
successor to Lord Roberts, completed 
the victory and put an end of the war 
in South' Africa. His position Is ^■crv 
much like that of our General Kodiima 
■\vith this difference that wherea.s Gen- 
eral Kodama died soon after the war. 
Lord Kitchener Is still in thi.' vigor of 
life and holds a similar position in tho 
arm.v to that held in .Tajian by Oencr;il 
Oku. Therefore Ills fame In England 
is as l)rilli;int as that of our Kodama, 
and his present position is as Impor- 
tiVAt as that of the chief of the general 
staff. Wo cannot tell, however, whe- 
ther he is as great a tactician us Gen- 
eral Moltkc or MacMahon. Lord Kit- 
chener had four hundred- . thousand 
soldiers under his command against 
a force of thirty or forty tliousand 
Boers, and he surrounded the enemy' 
In much the same" manner as wlld'ani- 
mals are. e'nclosedx'Jn n corral, with 



iron fences runnlng-'ovor hundreds of 
miles. Tills Iron cordon was tightened 
Inch bv inch, until the enemy was 
forced to surrender. • In this wo can 
sec no remarkable strategy, and the 
victory may properly pttributed to the 
unlimited amount of moiiey Lord KU- 
cbenor bud under his control. His 
lilan could have been practicable only 
for a country which can afford to ox- 
jiend 2,000 million yen withbut . much 
ado. liowc\'er, wo do not mean, that 
tho task was an easy ' one.- -^To 'havo 
conceived sucb a'glga'jtio plan, and to 
have realized It, needed.' extraordinary 
ability, dogged perseverance, arid far- 
reaching Insight. The.plan was a pre- 
ternatural one, and reciuired a lilgli in- 
telligence to execute it without a hitch. 
In our war with Russia, the general 
attack was an utter faihue. and it was 
only a dogged and slow pursuit tiiat 
gave us the honor of viotory.' Tho 
British, vlptory.. in- South Africa was no 
less brllUanf , than, our , victory at Port 
Arthur. Moreovetij!-7almost--'air victor- 
ies in the annals'^bt theXiBritlsh were 
won by their'ydog'ged pertinacity, des- 
pite their comparatively small and Ir- 
rc'gular troops; ".. and all successful 
I':;ngiish generals have been noted for 
their pertinacity. - In addition to thU 
quality common to Engiisli generals. 
Lord Kitchener has liecn called by 
Lord Rose!)ery a statesmanlike soldier 
and Mr, Balfour culoglnod the general 
as a man of..insight having the ability 
to take in ,tbo whole situation, tiiid 
ulso as a general whose history cov- 
ered the most brilliant phase In tho 
record of the- 'British army. We aro 
not in a iiosltion cither to deny or to 
endorse these statements, but this 
much is certain. Lhat Lord Kitchener"" 
inilltary succiiss lias been as lirlillanl 
as that of our most faniiius gem-rals, 
and ills present position in tin.- army 
is a most important one. We tlien;- 
fore welcome this famous general 
most lieartily, as wo have h-id onlv 
one such famous military visitor be- 
fore him in the memorable person oi 
General Grant, of the United States. 
But our welcome must be something 
more than an drdlnary one, tor Lord 
Kitchener comes to us as the repre- 
sentative of our most honored alley. 
Wo are told, however, that he is 
known throughout his country a.s cne 
«'ho dislikes tho show and pomp of a 
formal welcome, and also as an un- 
sociable man. In India lie was more 
skilful in obtaining the affection of 
'the natives than that of his country- 
men. This projiensity must not be 
caused by mere eccentricity, and we 
ougiit to take this into account •whon. 
we welcome our honored guest." 

It is curious that the NIppon-jin, 
whll<> giving a not very accurate de- 
scrliition of Lord Kitchener's .strategy 
in Soutli Africa, says nothing .-ibou't 
his generalship In Egyjit, where he 
tlr.st won recognition as a great or- 
ganizer, and from which he takes lil.s 
name. Viscount Kitchener of Khar- 
toum.

!yery readily explained^ but; douBtless 'the excel- 
l<?hGe of the approach' to it from the sea and the 
'safe refiige. which it afforded for ships, are rca- 
■__8qns enough! The navigators of the ei^h.eenth 
■ century who ventured in the waters ol tlie I'a- 
cific Northwest had nothing to guide them, 
and when Juan Perez, in 1774. discovered and 
made known to the world that at Xootka there 
\vas a safe haven, it was only natural that 
other sailors should follow the furrows of his 
keel. From that date till tSii, says Edmond 
vS. Meany. professor of history in the I'nix er- 
sily of Washington, '"Xootka was filled with 
the romance of the sea. of the S])anish conqiii- 
sitor. of the explorer, of the liritish and Amer- 
ican trade in furs." Now superficial were the 
i)l)ser\atious of the first explorers ma_\- be 
judged from the ma].), wdiich Quadra iircpared 
to ilhisti"Ue bis \0}-age of 1775, on which the 
continental coast line is shown as witlumi a 
break as far north as ibe doth ];arallel. In 1700 
Capt. .Meai-es [)nblislied a map in l.ondim, 
which bears this legend: "A chart ol" the In- 
terior part of Xortb .\meric:i, ilcmonslr;uing 
the very great probability of an inland Naviga- 
tion from l ludsons' Bay to tlie West Coast." 
This map shows the supposed, track of the 
Sloop Washington in 1789, beginning at the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca and extending in a wide 
sweep easterly, northerly, and then westerly 
until it emerged into the ocean at Dixon's en- 
trance. Eastward of this supposed track, the 
map bears the words: "the sea, the sea," and 
yet further eastward the words '^land seen,"; 
but Xootka Sound is .shown, and also "Berke- 
ley's Sound." I3y the way, it piay be mention- 
ed that Capt. Barkle}',, whose descendants arc 
with us on Vancouvei* Island, visited Kootka 
in 1787. 

Friendly Cove, two pictures of which are 
given in the preceding page, is a small harbor 
at the entrance of the sound, and a point of 
call for the- West Coast steamers. There is a 
general .store here and a Koman Catholic mis- 
sion. The latter is in charge of Father Stearn, 
who enjoys deser\-cdly the love and confidence 
of bis people. In both the pictures there will 
he noticed (311 the right a small valley, in that 
of Nootka of today there will be seen a church. 
This little valley is the i)ieee of ground which 
Capt. .Mears bought in 17S8 from Chief Ma- 
(|uinna for two i)istols. Mere sc\eral ships were 
built, and this little spot is what Quadra pro- 
l)osed should be ceded' to Eiigland in compen- 
sation of her claims on. the Northwest Coast. 

'Pile principde industry of Xootka is that of 
the Xootka marble cpuirrics. The (piarries are 
situated on an excellent harbor near the centre 
of the Sound. .\ marble mill has been erected 
here, and during the past year excellent exam- 
ples of monumental work in blue marble, and 
large blue marble slabs have been manufactur- 
ed and sold to dealers in X'ictoria. X'ancouver 
and Seattle. A Doric column of extra blue 
marble was manufactured at the request of the 
Dominion governmeiu for the .\.Y.P. Exposi- 
tion at Seattle. 'Phis will also be sent to 
r.russels, and alter exhilntion there will be 
returned to Ottaw.a to he placed among the 
permanent exhibits in the Dominion Miisenm. 
A turned shaft and die and a hirgc mai-ble 
slab have also been ])urchased by tlic Doniiii- 
ion Government for tiie Ottawa .\liisenm. 
During the past autumn the comi)any ha, 
been core-drilling in deposits of dark blue, 
\ariegated blue and white, and while marble, 
using for this purpose a four-inch core-drill. 
'Pile cores ha\e been i)olislied dii one side to 
^bow the ipialiiy and l)eauly of the stone. The 
company has nro-i)ccled o\ei- looo acre> of 
marble jjroperty accessible to the mill and har- 
bour, 'i'hcre arc other marble deposits in this 
vicinity. 

The shore line of tlie Sound ;iu;i.Niirc> moi c 
than 100 miles in length. One branch of it 
runs ill an easterly direction about 20 miles to 
Gold river. From (3old river lo Campbell 
river a trail runs through a comitry in no 
place higher than 750 feet above sea le\el and 
any railway passjn;.; from X'ictoria to the north 
of \aiicoii\cr Island will, <iii acconiU of the 
grade, necessarily p;i>s within ;i lew miles of 
.Voolka Sound, .\nolber I )rancli o t the Sound 
extends lujrth about 10 miles to Mead l>a\-. 
where one of the most imporlaiU iron deposits 
in British Columbia is found. 'Phis deposit, 
known as the Mead llav Iron .Mine, is owned 
by Lieut. Governor Dnnsmnir. To the north- 
west an arm extemis al.'out J5 miles and is 
called "Tabssis C;m;il," ojicnin,!; into a naviga- 
ble ebamicl passing through i)ic.lures(|uc scen- 
ery to the ocean on the way to Kyuoquot 
I-'ound. 

'Pbc scenery n\ V,„)tl<;i Sound is |)robabl\ 
the most beautiftvl on the Coast, aiul the 
numerous rivers and fresh water lakes, easily 
accessible from the Sound, afford sport for 
hunter and fisherman. The country sm-rouiid- 
ing the Sound is covered by a dense growth 
of timber, suitable for export trade, and coal 
is found on the b'.stevan I'eiiinsula, 'Pimbei-, 
limestone, marble, irrm and coal are known to 
exist in stiffieient (piantity at .Xootka to war- 
rant the establishment of large industries. 'Phe 
l)urt itself ..is so excellent, so easy of ajiproach 
from the pecan, and , so . central that it is well 
up ill tlic race for" the teVmtnus of .a transcon- 
tinental railway.

■■■'atttliorities in thus unwarrantably seizing Brit- 
ish vessels beeatne known in Great Britain the 
greatest indignation was manifested and war 
l)et\veeu the two coiiiilries was nearly the re- 
sult. .A powerful I'.ritish fleet was i^laeed in 
comniissiou early in 1790, known as ."The 
Spanish Armament." .and an ultimatum sent 
to Spain to immediately restore tile captured 
yessels,V.relcasc tlie. crews, and pay a substan- 
tial indemhity for the injury to' British trade; 
the insult to the British flag. King George's 
crown ami dignity bcin.g also fully considered. 
In view of this material threat the ships and 
crews were released and the indenniily paiti, 
;md to .arrive at an amicable settlement as to 
till' future sovereignly of the couiUrv. t'aiUain 
George Vancouver, on ibe i)art of King George, 
was despatched in 1791 with two vessels, "Dis- 
covery" and "Chatham." with which also to 
examine the Xorlhwest coast of .America, lo 
Xootka. there to meet the Suauish connn.and- 
ant of the place, ;i naval officer, Captain Don 
Juan lM;uicisco d(> l;i I'.ode.g;! y (,.)ii:ulra, the 
representative of the Kin.g I'f Spain.

THE TWO HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 

.A debate in the House of Lords on a full 
dress night wdien the attendance is fair!)' good, 
is a ver)' interesting sight. It talccs phice in a 
very beautiful and inspiring chamber, much 
more beautiful and inspiring than the House 
of Commons. The first impression evet'yone 
gets who visits the Jlouse of Commons is one 
of disa]5poinlment. \X"hat! this small, r.ather 
dingy chamber the seat of that great assembly 
which rules an iCmpire? 'Phe prev.'ilent color 
e\'en of the llotise of Commons is imimprcs- 
si\'c ; it is a dull green, and even the benches 
seem to be worn and shabby. Then the cham- 
ber is much top srnall for the number qf . mem- 
bers "it is suppds'ed to house, and, finally, the. 
glass roof has the effect of making it look 
(Ivvarfed rather than lofty. In the llousc of 
P,ords you find a great hall with a lofty roof, 
with great pictures on gigantic walls, and the 
seals are upholstcrcfl in a rich red, so that you 
have the sense of being in the mighty hall of 
some great ])alace. 

'Phe members are often as interesting as the 
hall. .Ai)art from the great central figures — 
and when these figures were . a .Difiracli or a 
Salisbury you can unclerstand what mighty per- 
sonalities you could see in the Jdousc of Lords 
— apart from the great ecnlral figures, Ihe gen- 
eral crowd is interesting, and largely because 
it is so individual. In tlie Mouse of Commons 
there is a certain monotony even of dress. But 
in the Mouse of Ivords you see men who bqlong 
to a past age both in demeanour, in look, and 
. in costume. Often you ^catch sight of a figure 
that seeins to conic straight from the eigh- 
teenth century : sometimes -.you see |i figilre 
that seems to walk straight out of the pages of 
Thackeray and the other Victorian authors.

■ Gervasc." by iMahol JJennncr: .Macmilhui 
Publishing- Co., Toronto, 
iirs, Dcnrnicr ha.s made of her iicro an ad- 
mirable cliaractcr .study in .spite of his hide- 
bound religious principles. She has conscien- 
tiously shown ho\V prenatal influences and 
early enyironn^ent arc the strongest 'factors iu 
■iformirig- the. character of -a man and that in 
"'^[iite of" his later desires and efforts of will he 
can never shake off his natural proclivities, 
but must be governed by them largely from in- 
iancy to old age. Cicrvasc Allcync, however, 
was no ]n-iggisli saint; his. animal tendencies 
were as strong as his spiritual ones, and the 
result of such an admixture means a strenuous 
Cai-eer to ch . possessor. The plot hinges on the 
fac.t ■hat he f^Us in love with his deceased 
wife's sister, b.ut as his first wife had left him 
on their wedding night, and had never been 
more to him than wife in name, tiicre was no 
legitimate reason why he could not have mar- 
ried the woman of his choice, except for the 
force of example 1'. was impossible to let the 
world know the true facts relating to the separ- 
ation, and he ^vas con\'inced that he would he 
looked tipo\i as an miicasi by the church, lie- 
sides establishing a sinful precedent which 
niai?y others would be glad to follow. How- 
ever, he was ready to sacrifice his conscience 
Ifpr.the sake of love, though she was confessed- 
ly, iirj-eligious.

MILLAN & CO. 

Charles Major's New Novel 

A Gentle Knight of Old Brandenburg, 
Charles Major's latest novel, is published 
(October 0). The scene of the story is laid in 
the court of the father of Prederick the Great. 
In the strange wooing of Princess Wilhelmina 
and in the self-sacrifice of the Margrave of 
Schwedt Mr. Major has found a romantic 
theme admirably adapted to his talent. Ad- 
mirers of Dorothy \'ernoii and When Knight- 
hood Was in Flower will find in this new 
romance of love and adventure the same spirit 
and dash that made the earlier novels so pop- 
ular. 

The Book of Christmas 
The first sign of the aiij-jroacli of Christmas 
is the publication (October ft) by 'Phc .Mac- 
millan Company of The Book of Christmas. 
This charming little volume is both in spirit 
and in form a return to an older fashion. It 
suggests in its general appearance an improve- 
ment upon the Christmas annual which was so 
familiar to our fathers and grandfathers. In 
spirit it suggests the simpler and more whole- 
some Christmas which they celebrated, and 
for which .Mr. Hamilton W. .Mabie picatis so 
earnestiv in the introduction which he has con- 
tributed'. The text of the book, comprising 
the best things that have been written about 
Christmas, its customs, beliefs, spirit and 
sport, is accompanied by a large number of 
striking decorative drawings, the work of 
George Wharton Edwards. There are. in ad- 
dition, reproductions of a number of celebrated 
pictures I)y .great masters, ancient and mod- 
ern. The cover, designed by ]\Ir. Hdwarrls. is 
in keeping with the artistic excellence of bis 
\\-ork and ex-ery detail shou-s the care bestowed 
upon the manufacture of the l)ook. 

■Versailles Through New Eyes 
.\ thorough study from a new point of view 
of the life of Versailles under the "Grand 
Monarque" has been made by Ernest F. Hen- 
derson in A Lady of the Old licgime. I'hc 
lady is the sister-in-law of Louis Xl\^, a wo- 
man, who for forty years, was an inmate of his 
palace and studied him and his court with 
remarkable powers, not only of observation, 
but of expression. The letters which she ha^ 
left form ^the most important portion of the 
book, but Dr. Henderson has supplementerl 
the picture which they present with informa- 
tion derived from all the other available 
sources. There has been so . much written 
about Versailles that at first sight it would 
seem that nothing new can be said. Dr. Hen- 
derson, however, has succeeded in approaching 
the subject, the interest of which never seems 
to flag, from an altogether new standpoint. 
Mr, Riis' Old Home' 
The cpiaintness and charm of old Denmark 
stand out in a vivid light in The Old Town, 
the latest work by Jacob A.. Riis. Readers of 
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Mr. Riis' earlier work's rlo not need to he told 
that The OKI Town is Ribe, the ancient capital 
of the Danish King W'aldemar and the l.)irth- 
place of the autlior. Ribe is rich in historical 
associations, but it is with the luiman side of 
the city. that Mr, Riis deals almost exclusvyely- 
Hij has always been noted foKthe broad sym- 
pathy which he gives to the pleasures and sor- 
rows of those about him. This trait was never 
more noticeable than now. when he is writing 
of his own boyhood and of scenes and people 
'that are no less dear to him because his for- 
tune h.as taken him far' from them. It is a 
very fascinating picture that Mr, Riis gives 
of the city that for many years has stood more 
or less ai)art from the rush of the modern 
world, and the reader does not wonder that 
the author's eyes should turn back to the wind- 
swept plain by the .X'orth Sea. The whole 
spirit of the book has been cau.ght with strik- 
ing success by W. T. Benda in the sixtv pic- 
lures which he conlril)ules. .Altogether, this is 
one of the most original and attractive books 
of description and reminiscence that has ap- 
peared for several years. 

Plays as Literature 
Richard Burton calls attention to the sig- 
nificance of the growiiig tendency to publish 
in book form plays of more than temporary 
importance. To him this means the recogni- 
tion of practical dr.-imatie writing .'is literature, 
and he fiufis an excellent example oi his theory 
in the publication of The Melting Pot by Jsr;iel 
Zaugwill. "It is in every wa}'," he says, "a 
good thing tha,. a play so vital as one listens 
to it in a Theatre should be offered in book 
form so that avc may study it, wdiether as 
students of the drama, or simply intelligent 
play-goers. iM'cry drama worth while should 
make this double a])i)eal. 

"The .Melting Pot .-.lands the test, too. be- 
cause it is a piece of literature as well as a 
sterling mclodr.'ima with ;i nobl\- ]ialriotic 
theme to carry it. It is more than a stage 
product; something to read and jik-ice in one's 
.library. This is 'no surprise, for wb have long 
had a right to expect literary work of a high 
quality fiom the \yriter."

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11 IS instruction was •■.iipcriici.-il. and at the -ii^e 
(H lo iie was ,1 ])i;niisi oi no noiaine accoiii- 
plishment, and a \-iolinist, who was hardly 
even of second rank. He sang well, his voice 
being a pleasing liaritone of no .great volume, 
lie made bis 'Pbiit ;it Drury l.,ane, in Her 
I'M-cisehulz, in ii^-'.v and iu the following ye'ar 
a \vealthy family In-came interested in him 
and took- him to Rome. In the following \'ear, 
.that is when he \\;is iX, he eomp(Tse(l .'i ballet, 
which was produi'ed ;it .Mil.in. lie .■ii)i)eared 
in opera in J'aris in the same year, oidy to fin<l 
hilnself hopelessly otil-classed by a group of 
artists of whom Mmc. Senlag was easily the 
chief, and he returned to Italy, where he ap- 
peared in opera with small success, and com- 
posed many works thai lia\e been f<jrgotten. 
He retui-ned lo b" ii;^ in i,S;,5 aiul pi-oduceil 
his uper;i, "The Sei.ge of Roelielli," wliihc met 
with trcmeiuious success. He became the most 
jiopuhir composer of his day, and he turned 
nut work in lavish fashion. The only one of 
his opera, "'ihe Siege of Rc.liellc," which met 
laril\, is the "Bohemian Girl," which was 
written iu 1844. Balfe's success depended 
U]Kjn his ;i!)ilil_\- to write mtisic of a light and 
almost trivial cliar.'icter, easily rendei-ed .and 
casih- remembered. lie had lit lie creatixe 
genius and mdy a poor coinjirehcnsion of 
music as an art, for his best works are artisti- 
cally crude. Yet he was undoubtedly the most 
successful of iall British composers up to his 
time. He died in 1870. > '

This very serious fact I endeavored to 
])lace vividly before the jjuhlic in my recent 
forecast, "The Invasion of 1910," the publica- 
tion of which, in Germany and in England, 
aroused a storm of indigiiali(_)n against me. 

The governmcut, it will be remembered, 
endcavori-,d to suppress its publication, he- 
caiisc it contained many serious truths, which 
it was deemed best should be withheld from 
the public, and on its publication — in defiance 
of the statements in the House of Commons, 
and the ])ressure brought uj)on me by the 
Prime M blister — I was denounced as a panic- 
moii.ger. 

But have not certain of my warnings al- 
ready been fulfilled? - , 

I have no desire to create undue alarm. 1 
am an Englishman, and, 1 hope, a patriot. 
What I have written in this present volume 
in the form of fiction is based upon serious 
facts within my own personal knowledge. 

That German spies are actively at work in 
Great Britain is well known to the author- 
ities. The number of agents of the German 
Secret Police at this moment working in our 
midst on behalf of the Intelligence Department 
in Berlin are believed to be over five thou- 
sand. To each agent — known as a "fixed- 
jiost" — is allotted the task of discovering some 
secret, or of nothing in a certain district every 
detail which may Idc of advantage to the in- 
vader when he lands. This "fixed-agent" is, 
in turn, controlled by a traveling agent, who 
visits him regularly, allots the work, collects 
his reports, and makes monthly payments, the 
usual stipend varying from £10 to £30 per 
month, accordiii.g to the social position of the 
spy and the work in which he or she may be 
engaged. 

The spies themselves arc not always Ger- 
man. They are often Belgians, Swiss, or 
h'renchmen employed in various trades and 
professions, and each being knowir in the Bu- 
reau of Secret Police by a number only, their 
monthly information being docketed under 
•that" particular number. Every six months an 
"inspection" is held, and monetary rewards 
made to those -^Vhose success has been most 
notcw.orthy. 

The whole bri.gade of sjncs in En.gland is 
controlled Ijy a well-known member of the 
German Secret Police in London, from whom 
the traveling agents take their orders, and iu 
turn transmit them tp the. "fixed-posts," who 
are scattered up and down the country. 

As I write, I have before me a file of amaz-^ 
ing documents, which plainly show the fever- 
ish activity with which this advance guard of 
our enemy is working to secure for their em- 
ployers the most fletailed information. These 
drjcuments have already been placed before the 
I\liiiistcr of War, who returned them without 
comment ! 

He is aw.are of the truth, and cannot iloiiy 
it in face of these incriminating statements. 

It is often said that the Germans do noi 
recpiire to pursue any system of espionage in 
England when they can purchase our Ord- 
nance maps at a shilling each. But do these 
Ordnance maps show the number of horses 
and carts in a district, the st(jres of food and 
fora.ge, the best way in which to destrn)' 
bridges, the lines of telegrai)h and telcphcnie, 
;iud the ])laees with which tliey communicate, 
and such-like matters of vital importance to 
the invader? h'acts such as these, and many 
otJicrs, are being daily conveyed by S])ies in 
their carefully jircpared reports to Berlin, as 
well as the secrets of every detail of our arma- 
ment, our defences, and our newest iiu'cn- 
tioiis. 

l-'uriii.g the last twehe months, aided by a 
well-known detective officer, I ha\^e made [jer- 
sonal iu(piir\- into the presence and work ol 
these s])ies, an iiupnr)- which has entailed a 
great amount of traveling, much watchfulness, 
and often considerable discomfort, for I have 
felt that, in the circumstances, some system 
of contra-cspionagc should be established, as 
has been done in h' ranee. 

1 ha\e refrained from gi\-in.g actual names 
.-ind diites, for ob\-ious reasons, and ha\'e there- 
fore been C(nn])clle(l, even at risk of being 
a.gain denounced as a scaremonger, to present 
the fa'-t.-5 in the form of fiction — fiction which, 
1 trust, will point its own patriotic; moral. 

Colonel Mark Lockvvopd, Member for Ep- 
])ing, sounded a \-ery serious warniiig note in 
the middle of tgo8 when he asked questions 
of the Minister for War, and 'afterwards of 
the I'rime .M iiiis.ter, respecting the |irescnce

W ith true, he declared that this organized 
system of espiona.ge was for one reason alone, 
ii;unely in ])rci)aration for a sudden raid upon 
our shores, for "the Day" — as it is known in 
Germany — the Day of the Invasion of Eng- 
land. ; • ' 

The teplips given by His Majesty's Min- 
sters were colorless; though they both actually 
confessed themselves unable to deal with the. 
situation I 'Undet' .our existing law it seems 
that a foreign spy' is free to go hither and^ 
thither, and plot the downfall ' of ^England, 



while we, ostrich-like, bury our head in the 
sainl at the sign of approaching danger. 

The day has passed when one Englishman 
Avas worth ten foreigners; Modern , science . inv, >s. 
'war'fa^^ has altered all that! All the't'tfle cHtbs ' 
in England could not stop one Gcrmaii bat- 
talion, because the German battalion is traj-nr 
ed and disciplined in the art of war, while our 
rifle clubs are neither disciplined nor trained. 
Were every able-bodied man in the kingdoui 
to join a rifle club we should be jiO nearer 
the problem of beating the German invaders if 
once they landed, sthan if the spectators in all 
the football ,.m9.tches held in Britain mobilized 
against a.fbreign foe. The Territorial idea is 
a delusion; • Seaside cainps for a fortnight a 
year are picnics, not soldiering. The art of 
navigation, the science of engineering, or the 
trade of carpentering cannot be learned in 
fourteen days annually— 'neither can the art 
of war. > 

In response,, we have held up to us th.c , 
strength of our Navy. But is it really what it 
is represented by our rulers to an already de- 
luded public? , 

Only as recently as Alarch 29. 1909, Sir 
h'dward Grey, rc])lying to Mr. Balfour's vote 
of censure in llie Mouse of Commons, \s-as 
compelled to admit that — 

".•\ new situation is created by the German 
programme. When it is completed? Germany, 
a great country close .to our own shores, will 
have a fleet of thirty-three Dreadnoughts, and 
that fleet will be the most powerful which the * 
world has ever yet seen. . It imposes-itppn US. 
the necessity of rebuilding the whole of Our 
fleet. That is the situation." 

GernKui}-- is our friend — for the moment. 
But Prince Buelow now admits that the Kai- 
ser's telegram to President Kruger was no per- 
sonal whim, but the outcome ' of national 
policy !

able, to" converse- with angels. Emanncl at a 
very early age' exhibited similar qualities; but 
he was no mere visionary. Physically he was 
nig-g-ed ; intellectually he was l)rillianl ; as a 
studeiU he \yas ambitious. Natural science 
and engineering had great attractions for him, 
and he readily accepted the post of assessor in 
the Swedish College of Mines, (n 1718 he 
gained distinction and the gratiiiide of his 
country b}' devising means, whereby the Iving 
was enabled, at tlie seige of iM-cderickshall, 
10 transport his boats and galleys overland a 
distance of 14 niiles. (,)n the accession of 
Queen Ulrica he was enoblcd and his name 
dianged from Svcdberg to Swedcnborg. He 
continued his investigations into matters re- 
lating to mining, and for that purpose trav- 
eled quite extensively. Mis transformation 
from a student of physical science to an in- 
vestigation iif the occult seems to have been 
gradual, lie. appears to have always had a 
longing tci comprehend the infinite and the 
spiritual and to gain something like a correct 
idea of the relations between God and man ; 
but it was not until 1744, when he was 50 
vcars of age, that he enjoyed what he called 
' the opening of his s])iritual sight, the mani- 
festation of the l,(ird to him in person, and his 
introduction to the spiritual world." I'revious 
to this, he said he had had remarkable dreams 
and heard mysterious conversations, which 
culminated in the appearance of a Being, who 
said: "I am God the Lord, maker and re- 
deemer of the world. I have chosen thee 10 
unfold the siMritnal sense of the Holy Scrij)- 
tiu-e. I will -Myself dictate to thee what thou 
shah write." lie thereupon abandoned his 
study of science, and devDted himself to be- 
coming lamiliar with the s])irilual woidd. in 
1747 he rcfsigncd his government position, ac- 
cepting half his salary as a pension. He there- 
after devoted himself to his new vocatiim and 
l)roduced his great work, ".\rcana Coclestia," 
in eight volumes, a work which he claiinefj was 
written under the direct insiiiration of the 
Almighty Himself. Me profluced many other 
works devoted to an e.xiiosition of the prin- 
ciples of the New Church, his life being spent 
alternately in Sweden, Holland and England. 
He died in London in i77i2. 

Swedenborg always liad the respect, con- 
fidence and love of his contemporaries, and he 
seems to have richly deserved the esteem in 
which he was held. His habns rjf life were 
simple, his food consisting of liread. milk and 
coffee. Ide made no distinction between day 
and night, sleeping wdien lie felt the need of 
rest. Sometimes he remained in a trance for 
days together; but usually his intercourse 
with spirits was in broad daylight and with all 
his faculties alert. lie does not appear to 
have concerned himself at all about demon- 
strating to others the actuality of his intcr- 
eoin-se with spirits. 

It would be imixissible in the space here 
available to go intd details as Kj the doctrines 
taught by Swedcnborg. The fundamental 
idea seems to be that mankind can only aji- 
preciate the l)-ity in His aspect of a divine 
man, and that jesiis Christ was a manifesta- 
tioii of Mini, the unly mani festalicm nf which 
the finite niind is capable of cdmprohending. 
The Deity Himself is infinite hive; I lis mani- 
festation is infinite wisdom, b'rom ("rod there 
emanates a spiritual sun, and [vum this eman- 
ates the sun of the natural world ; in other 
words, the spiritiuil has its origin directly in 
God, and the physical in the spiritual. The 
spiritual and physical are distinct and yet are 
intinialel\- related b}' substances, laws and 
forces. l'".ach is complete in itself. The caii.-^es 
of all things are m the >])iritual \\(ii-ld; the 
final end is Inund in the I Mviue .Mind. The 
object of Creation i> the conjiniction of man 
with the Creator. 

Swedcnborg taught that there are si)irits 
of evil, and to these he attributed the i.ill oi 
man, from a state which he de>enl)' "con- 
junction with (kxI." lie rejected. the doetiiin 
of the atoneiiifMt, cl;iiniing that the ineani:i- 
tion o| ( '.Md ill C'lirisl was iliiit dixine \<i\v 
might be ui.ide niaiiife^l. Me maintaineil that 
the spiritual life is as real as the |)resent life, 
and taught that marriage is an eternal rela- 
tion. Mc elaiiued to have been a witness of 
the "last judgment," which he said took place 
in 1757 at which dale the Second .Advent of 
Our Lord oecurred. 

The Xew Chnrch. a> il> ;idlierents call it, 
or Swedenborgianism . as it is popidarlv 
l<iiown, is an active organization, althoitgh it 
is not nuiucrically very strong, and is not in- 
creasing very rapidly, if at all. It can hardly 
be called an aggressive organization. It has 
never been the practice on this page to criticize 
the nature of any religious belief or the tenets 
of any reli.giotts organization. It is. however, 
allowable; to sa}- that e\-e!i those, who iind in 
Swedenbor.g's teachings aiul claims wry miu li 
to which it is impossible for them tr) gi\e .i^,- 
sent, admit that "he felt, if he did not adeqttaie- 
ly expound, the harmony of the Universe, the 
fundamental unity of being and thought, of 

; kiiowledge'and will of the divine and tlie hii- 
nian." Many of the greatest tliiidcers h;i\ r 
admitted that his insight into tlu: depth of ilu- 
I'liivei-se was profound; and it may lie .'nhled 
that his theory of the intimate relation of the

firmation from .discoveries' in the latter s])here 
of. ihyestig^tion, mit whichever intellectual

condition of Italy was almost chaotic. Austria 
was exerting- her best efforts to keep discord 
alive so as to secure possession of the region 
around the northern end of the Adriatic; the 
Kingdom of Naples was tottering; the -various 
duchies were uncertain as to their future; the 
States of the Church, as the region over which 
the I'ope reigned was called stood powerless 
amid the contending I'actions, and a republi- 
can movement was disturbing the popular 
mind everywhere. .\tuid all litis confusion 
the House of Savoy alone stood firm and reso- 
lute. "The House of SaA'oy cannot retreat," 
said the Sardinian King, and henceforth it 
became evident that a new ptiwer had arisen, 
that must be reckoned with, liesides the large 
island of that name, the Kingdom of Sardinia 
included the region lyin.g between Swil/.e'-- 
land and the .Mediterranean, the principal part 
of which was the Piediminl. whose inhabitants 
have always been a valorous and soldierly 
race, Victor Emanuel began his reign by 
advancing the reforms which his father had 
inaugurated, the chief of which was the re- 
stricting of rebgiijus corporations, and the 
state ecmtrol of church jiroperty. Therein is 
to be sought the origin of the movement which 
culminated in the deprivation of the Pope of 
all tempon'.I sovereignty. Events moved .slow-, 
ly until 1853, when Cavour became primor min- 
ister. The King recognii:ed his commanding 
talents and his aspirations for a united Italy 
with Rome as its capital, and he was given 
ahiK^sl a free hand. Cavonr's first step was 
to offer the assistance of .Sardinia to Luiglaiid, 
I'rance and Turkey in the war against Russia. 
The offer was accepted, and the Sardinian 
troops distinguished themselves at the battle 
of the Tchcrnaya, in the Crimea. Thus Sar- 
dinia won for herself powerful friends, and 
her soldiers were inspired with the. spirit ne- 
cessary for the struggle, which was soon to be 
prcci])itated. Cavour's next step was to appeal 
to the ]iowcrs against the misrule of the King 
of Nai)les. Great Britain would only promise 
non-interference; but Napoleon IIL, anxious 
to emulate the achievements of his great uncle, 
was ready to further the ambition of the Italian 
king and incidentally achieve a reputation on 
his own account by driving Austria out of the 
Northern Italian provinces, and thu's leaving 
Sardinia free to deal with Napless. Austria 
meanwhile had grown apprehensive and had. 
a])pealed to the powers to compel the dis- 
armament of Sardinia. The answer was a 
(leclai-atioii of war a.gainsl .Austria by France 
and Jtaly. The French army cros,scd the Alps 
early in the summer of 1859, and on June 4 
the battle of Magenta was fought, followed 
on June 24 by the bailie of Solferino, after 
which Napoleon basely deserted his ally and 
made peace \\-ith .\ustria. These battles were 
of iniim-nse importance to Italy notwithstand- 
ing the fiasco of the cain])aign later on, for it 
left liie way clear for Ca\-(Uir to carry out bis 
])lans. They can lie classed in the list of great 
iiattles, and the credit of the victory rested 
with Marshal McMahon, created Duke of 
Magenta by reason of his splendid achieve- 
ment in the first conflict. In the following 
Spring. Sardinia assumed sovereignty over 
Central Italy. The climax, for which Cavour 
hail been prei;);irin.g, had now nri-ix-ed. The 
ati-oeities of the Xeaiiolilaii King goac.led his 
subjects to rebellion, and thereupon Garibaldi, 
emerged from temporary retirement and threw 
himself into the conflict. A few words must 
be s.-iid in jjassing of this remarkable man. 

Guiseppe (jaribaldi was born in 1807. He 
was born at Nice. .Vt the age of 26 he took a 
prominent jiari in the Italian n;ilional move- 
ment. ;ind for his participation therein was 
condemned to death, but not until after he liad 
escqied front the country, l-'or fourteen years 
he led an adventurous sea-faring life, but in 
1848 he served with the Sardinian troops 
ag.iiii'^l .Xitstria, and later joined the revohi- 
linnar\- L;o\ernincnt at Rome and distinguish- 
ed himseli in the defence of that city against 
ilic l'"iencli. Me was compelled once more to 
fl\- I'l-oin llie eountr}-, and he went to Staten 
Islrnid, .\'ew ^'(>rl:, where he hired to a cainlle- 
niaker. lie returned to Italy in 1859, and in 
i860 he invaded Sicily with about a thousand 
patriots and captured that island. He there- 
upon declared himself dictator, but acknowl- 
edged the supremacy of the Sardinian Kin.g, 
whom he regarded as the saviour of Italy. 
He flied in i8Sj. 

X'ictor I'.manuel was careful to disavow 
ri-'-ponsibilit y for the acts of Garibaldi, al- 
though he was in full sympathy with him. He 
realized, however, that, with Austria upon his 
Northeastern frontier and France upon the 
West, it behooved him to be exceedingly cau- 
tious as to how far he countenancccl movo- 
menls which meant territorial aggrandise- 
ment, liitl G;irib;Udi was resolute, and the 
|ieo])le flocked to his siip])orl. The Kingdom 
of .'\'a|)les was soon in his hands, and there- 
upon Victor Emanuel look the only course 
open to him, and with the assent of the Euro- 
pean ])owcrs marched an army across the 
Stales of the Clnircb into Southern. Italy, and| 
accepted from Garibaldi the region over' which 
he ruled as dictator It was not until some 
ye.-irs later thai Ronu: --vas declared to l)e the 
capital of L'liited Italy, but how this came 
about and how tlu! temjtoral power of llie Pope 
became extinguished as one of the conse- 
qiucnc^s of another battle will be told, in due 
c6ur.se. ' 

The ])lacc, which Magenta and Solferino , 



occupy in European histoi-y is important for . 
two reasons, first because they marked a turn- 
ing point in the history of Italy, and secondly' 
because they inspired Napoleon III, with de- 
sires of military glory, wdiicli cost him his 
life. VVe have now reached the beginning of an 
important change in the political history of 
Europe, VVe saw in. the sketch of the House 
of l lapsburg, how that family-.attaitied.to the 
dignity of Holy 'Rotnan "Emperor, which Miad 
come to mean the premier place in the Ger- 
manic federation. We shall in the next arti- 
cle, trace in outline.the steps by which this ex- 
alted placfe passed into the hands of the Hohen- 
zollerns. ' 



FORCE. 

There seems to be a resemblance between 
vegetable force and animal force, as we have 
called them for convenience. Both find ex- 
pression in growth, both set at defiance other 
forces. They resemble each other in so many 
respects, that on the purely physical aide of 
animal life, what was said of vegetable life 
might be repeated in connection with the other. 
There is a close connection between the two. 
Vegetable life takes inorganic materials and 
converts them into food fit for the sustenance 
of animal life, and we fancy this is true even in 
the case of fishes. So Imlc is known of the 
habits of fishes that it is difficult to speak with 
certainly in regard to their food, but in the last 
analysis it would probably be found that, wdiile 
certain species are carnivorous, just as certain 
animals are, the substances which sustain the 
life of fishes at one time passed through the 
vegetable stage. Eliminating the mental and 
moral faculties, there seems to be nothing in 
animal force materiall}' different from vege- 
table force. Hence it seems as if it would be 
right to .speak of life as a force, including both 
the animal and the vegetable in the same clas- 
sification. 

But we are all conscious that there is in ani- 
mal life a force that is absent in an)- other de- 
partment of creation. It may be defined as the 
force of will. In the lower types of animal life 
this will-power may be rudimentar)- ; but it is 
never wholly absent. We take a jelly-fish out 
of the sea'. It looks like animated water. When 
it is in the sea, it is difficult to imagine that it 
possesses the power of decision, that it is ca- 
pable of choosing between alternatives, and yet 
one \\-ould be rash to sa}- that it does not. .As 
^ve ascend higher in the scale of life, the exist- 
ence of the power of decision becomes more 
and more strongly marked, until we find it so 
developed in mankind that one can set no limi- 
tations to it. It'is bi'^fliis that will' be spoken 
of today. ■ ' ' '■ 1 . • . 

AVhat is this wonderful quality inherent in 
animal life that possesses the facultybf decid- 
ing between alternatives? So far as known, all 
living animal organizations have it. The move- 
ments of animalculac in a drop of water seem 
to an observer looking at them through a mic- 
roscope to be i)urposeless, but this is probably 
because of our limited faculty of observation. 
Let us take the case of a living creature built 
on a-scale large enough to bring its movements 
within the "radius of our judgment, say, a 
house-fly, a' butterfly, or a bee. That these are 
able to decide between the courses of action 
equally ope.n to them will be conceded by all 
who give the matter any thought at all. Some 
years ago, a resident of Central. America 
thought that if he look some northern honey 
bees to that land of perennial bloom, he 
w-ould get a hoiiiiliful supply of licncy, because 
the bees would work the twelvemonth through. 
P.ut he was mistaken, the bees after the first 
year, realized that there was no necessity of 
storing up honey, and they abandoned the hab- 
it. This incident has frequently been cited as 
showing how difficult it is to say where reason 
ends and instinct begins; or the case may be 
slated the other way about. The origin of in- 
stinct is a subject over which there has been 
mncli discussion, one school of thinkers sug- 
gesting that it had its origin in intelligence, 
but in the course of time, became a fixed habit, 
almost mechanical in its nature. Another holds 
that it canfe about by necessary evolution. Dr. 
Rom an es^ in his treatise on instinct, says: '.'it 
is quite impossible that any animal can ever 
have kept its eggs w;iriii for the purpose of 
batching out their contents :" but this seems to 
1h" an assumption of the \ ery fact that remains 
to be jjroved. lie says llia't the iiicnhation of 
eggs by hatching is only a variation of the hab- 
it common among cold-blooded animals of car- 
rying their eggs with thein l"or protection. But 
everyone \vlio has kei^t hens knows that the 
l)rotcction of eggs does not seem to be a mat- 
ter of any special concern to a hen until the de- 
sire for incubation is upon her, and he also 
knows that this desire for incubation will be 
manifested in certain hens lor weeks together, 
during wdiich they will not lay eggs. They will 
sit on almost anything. The passion for niatcr- 
nit\', that will lead a hen to sit for weeks on a 
door-knob, can hardly be exiilaincd on the hy- 
I.iothesis that she is trying to protect her eggs. 
During the incubatory period a hen, and doubt- 
less all other 'birds that brood over their eggs, 
develop a local fever, which increases, the tem- 
perature of the breast to the point necessary 
for thp hatching of the eggs. With vital force, 
whether in the animal or vegetable world, there 
seems to co-exist the instinct of re])roduction, 
and the difl'ereiice between an oak tree, en- 
casing within the ;icorn the germ of life from 
which a new tree will be born, and the bird in 
its brariches brooding o\-er the eggs within 
licr nest is in manner rather than in essence. 
This aspect of the question is a point at which 
evolutionists break, down. Realizing the im- 
poteucy of their line of reasoning to lead to 
any definite conclusion, they ask for millions 



,pf centuries for the making out of processes the 
existence' of which they assume. The instinct 
of reproduction is akin to the power of creation, 
and it seems as though one might say that its 
existence in animal and vegetable life is a proof 
that some, intelligent exterior agency to matter 
can alone offervamexplanatidn of'it.' . .v 

...TIIE; SENSE OF PROPORTION. 

We are. all lacking to some extent in : a 
sense of proportion. The things by which we 
are surrounded seem to us to be the greatest 
thir.gs in the world. /A man, who served in the 
engineer's branch of the Royal Navy, once 
said that wdiat the admirars wife did was of 
absolutely no consequence to the second en- 
gineer's wife; but .what ^, the first engineer's 
wife did was of supreme importance. This 
illustrates human nature about as well as any- 
thing else. Not 'many of us know the name 
of the prime minister of Austria-Hungary, and 
probably a good many of us neither know nor 
care if there is such an individual. Thotigli 
he may have much to say as to the destiny of 
some forty millions of peojjle, and have great 
influence upon the peace of the w^orld, he is less 
important in tKe eyes of most of us than the 
alderman for our ward. The Tsar is a fornii- 
'dablc personage; but in the eyes of the small 
boy, with an unlicensed dog, he is not to be 
compared with the poundkeepcr. How many- 
people who read this have the least idea what 
the Ivohit Ikahniaputra is? in a recent maga- 
zine twenty pages are devoted .to it. Perhaps 
many of you know what the Brahmaputra is; 
but it is the Lohit Brahmaputra that is now 
referred to. Is it a man ; a place, a system of 
philosophy or a tribe? It must be something 
of importance or twenty pages of a magazine 
would not be devoted to it. Do you happen 
to know where Burgos is? The chances arc 
that you do not; yet Burg-os has its municii)al 
and social problems ; there arc ladies there 
who are in the swim and others -whii arc not. 
It is a distinction to be a Canadian Lieutenant- 
Governor; but how many of you who read 
this-can tell the names of them all? If the 
Secretary of the Tr,easury in P/esident Taft's 
cabinet should send in his personal card to you 
toniorrow morning, would you be quite sure 
whether he was a "statesman" or a book 
agent? Do you know who is the P.ritisli 
Home Secretary, and can you tell us with cer- 
tainty who Mr. Winston Churchill is, and 
how many there arc of him? 

When you have been on a railway journey 
and the train has stopped at some small city, 
and you looked out of the window and saw 
men and women moving through the streets, 
did it occur to you that they live in a world 
of their own and the doings of it are as great 
in their eyes as the doings of your world arc 
in yours? Perhaps you have felt — most of us 
have — a feeling that as you sit in your Pull- 
man you may appear to the people on the 
platform to be some one of consequence; but 
you don't. They look at you with the same 
indifference that you look upon the tourist 
sitting in an observation car. Perhaps you 
may be charged with weighty affairs, at least 
you think they are wfeighty; but even if the 
people on the platform knew all about them, 
the young miss who has slmllcd along to 
see the train pass, would be \-aslly more in- 
terested in knowing whether her |)arlictilar 
friend of the opposite sex was likely to lia\-e 
any business calling him down lo the station. 
AN'e measure ourscK-es and our affairs by one 
standard and those of other people by another, 
and we sujipose it is just as well, for after all 
we are really of more importance to ourselves 
than other people can be to us, and it is not 
selfishness to think so. 

Now possibly there is no moral to these 
riimlilings ; but it may be not amiss to say 
that if we would all cnlti\ate a sense of jii-o- 
portion we mi.ghl save ourselves a good deal 
of unlia])piness. Perha])s we would not ]nit 
so much of a strain upon our souls, as some 
of us do, in an effort to be like other people. 
To the second engineer's wife the first engin- 
eer's wife is of importance, and to the first 
engineer's wife some one else is in the same 
relative ])osilion, and this is because of an ab- 
sence of a sense of proportion. Did you e\'er 
climb a inountain? If you did, ymi must ba\-e 
observed how the dilferences in ele\-ation, 
which seemed ipiite marked, when you were 
among the foothills, sinlc into insigniiicance 
\sdien }0u stand upon the summit. To the bal- 
loonist, who ascends to a great height, the 
earth seems flat. There is a mental altitude 
attainable by all which will make what seem 
to be great differences matters fif no import- 
ance. Doubtless it is not well lo be too ex- 
clusive; but it is well to remember that onr 
minds may be our kingdoms, and that all true 
happiness comes from within. Perhaps this 
follows from what has been said above, and 
perhaps it does not. It is true anyway ; and 
if 'this article, which' was suggested by the 
paper on the Lohit Brahmaputra, suggests 
to some people, who may be worried over a 
little social difficult3^ thai a sense of propor- 
tion is worth cultivatiii"- and that combined 
with a sense of humor it will make life's path- 
way smoother than it otherwise mig'ht' be, ^it- 
will do some good. / rt'" ".'^?^^ 




A Centurg of Fiction 

Ouida's books are the. echo of her own per- 
sonality a personality that meant to its pos- 
sessor a life of deliberate self-sacrifice, and a 



death supremely pathetic. Nothing is moris'' 
\vortliy of pity than the existence of men and 
women, who, thinking they have weighed 
wickedness and virtue in the scale and' found 
wickedness far over-balancing the good, pro- 
ceed tq judge the world by their own standard, 
making no ;;allo\>^anc^!jfpr.*th^ deficiency 
in judgmeiif; The very" fact ~thatvsin-'shp,\vS;S^ 
black to us is due to the prepondcreiice oif. the 
good. The very fact that we "are hurt and 
astonished by evil doing,' Js because We ate ac- 
custonied lo the surroundings' . of light .and 
beauty and unselfishness. Else would sin not 
effect us as it does, else would we grow callous 
to it and indifferent. It is the fashion, and 
always has been, for a 'certain' .class of "men and 
women to speak with flippent bitterness, of 
what they call the prevalence of vanity ani'. 
jealous}', envy and malice and tin charitable- 
ness, bul their works are <;nly li]) phrases sure- 
ly. Tlie_\- look at the cpiestion from one narrow 
standpoint, adinitling, most of them, that they 
find exce])tions lo the general rule in their own 
famil}', exempting their own parents, their 
brothers and sisters, their husband and their 
children from the sweeping condemnation, but 
they sigh that the rest of the world is cruel and 
heartless, and that good deet'.s and virtuous 
living lia\-e nothing at all to do \\-itli success. 
But the man tlie\' condemn most, perhaps, is 
someone's adored father, \\-ho bus ]M-o\-e(l by a 
tlnmsand deeds of j)erson;iI heroism and self- 
denial his slerlin.g worth to his children. And 
the woman, who is designated as designing 
and callous to the welfare of others, stands to 
those who love her as self-sacrifice personified. 
We are not capable of judging one another, no 
matter lunv fair-minded vvc pride ourselves 
upon being, and whether we want to believe 
it or not, it is a fact, nevertlielcss, that good- 
ness is cvcryw-hcre, among the poorest, the 
richest, and among the most sinning. Of 
course, all this has been said o.ver- and oyer 
agiiin, and we forg^et it over and over- again. 
Ouida forgot it, if she ever really admitted' it; 
and her stories all tell the same pitiful tale of 
viituc trampled underfoot and passion en- 
throned ; of selfishness triumphant over sweet- 
ness and purity and charity. She had no faith 
in modern society. She hated intensely all 
that was artificial and superficial, and saw little 
else in the world but the innocent sufferjug for 
the guilty and virtue going unrewarded. ' All 
the same, she does not convince us of the im- 
practicability of noble ideals, nor the worth- 
lessncss of unselfish aspirations. But upon 
unformed minds her books cannot ha\-c a salu- 
tory effect ; and it is only those wdio arc capa- 
ble of forming- their own conclusions, \vI.io 
can read them without being impressed by 
their unwholesome bitterness.. One exception, 
must always be made; for her. children's;- 
stories are among the sweetest that have ever 
been written." ' 

Ouida was born in 1840 at Bury St. 'Ed^ 
munds. She was an English -woman ' of 
French extraction, and her real name was 
Louise de la I^.aniee, Ouida bcii-ig a contrac- 
tion of her Christian name used by her sister 
when a bady. She was brought up in London, 
and at an early age began to write for peri- 
odicals. Her first novel was Granville de 
Vigne. It is a romance dealing with people in 
high life ; indeed, the aristocratic element fig- 
ures largely in all her stories, an element 
\\'hich she affects to des])ise for its n-ianj- evil 
<|ualities, llioitgh she is not blind to its good 
ones. ]>til Ouida never mingled in society, 
high or l(3w, and her information must have 
been fouiuled to a great extent upon hear- 
say. During the last years of her life she 
lived in Italy and France, but always isolated 
more or less from her fellows. It is only a 
few months since she died, a little old lady, 
grown more sarcastic with ag;e, and followed 
to her lonely grave by one mourner, a serving 
woman. 

And yet Ouida had claims to genius; her 
hooks teem with W(Miderfnl desci-i])lions, and 
through them all i-iins a golden vein of poelr_\-. 
She clung tenaciously to the good, though she 
believed in the preponderance of evil. She 
was a remarkable writer, and yet she was not 
"great" in every respect, for genius is above 
prejudice. 

Her novels of Italian life are among her 
best ; they abound in almost magical descript- 
tion, for as we read we ;ire transported, as it 
w-ere, lo the scenes which she descriloes, and 
can see those ])laces, rich in ])oetic tradition, 
which Pctrticli, Dante and Raphael have im- 
mortalized. Someone has said that Ouida's 
stories are to grown-up people what fairy 
stories are to children,' qttite frankly exag- 
.gerated for the sake of effect or beauty, but 
appealing lo an element 'in our 'characters 
which many of us have never wholly out- 
grown. This accounts probably for her very 
large circle of readers. 

One of the most noted of her stories, and 
one which has been dramatized and played 
times without number, is "Moths." This story 
deaKs -with unscrupulous women of rank, who. 
have licen spoiled through a surfeit of luxury, 
i.^ady Doll}-, one of the worst exami^lcs, has 
a daughter who has been brought \\\) away 
frt)m her infliience, and who has grown to fie 
a beautiful, pure-minded, intth-loving girl. 
Her i-jathelic experiences when she returns to 
her mother ancl her mother's wicked worhl 
;,form the theme of the novel. As a story, it is. 
iiiferestinj)- to many, and as a play it never 
seems lo fail to attract. • .

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WHAT ENGLAND CAN TEACH US 
. ; : . ABOUT WALL GARDENING, ; ; ; 

Wc are bound to come to it! The clay will 
surely come when there will be thousands of 
miles of high, brick walls in America — too 
high for thieves to climb over. For in a few 
centuries America will be as crowded as Eng- ' 
land or, at least, the land will contain all the 
people it can support. There will be thieves 
then^jand v«t^^^^ •will', want the .fruiti : JCommon 
' ' ' fruit'fma^^^^ tReri' Be grown in. big orchards 
AvithbuivWall^^ the finest fruit, will be 
grovvn on dwarf trees, in private gardens, be- 
hind high w^ails of brick or stone. 

All this, is a shocking thing to say, and it 
has rcquire'd a whole year for mc to screw 
my courage up to the point of saying it. For 
. the expense of such a system of gardening is 
:^.v^enormous. But there are only two other altcr- 
''nativcs. One is to do without the best fruit; 
the other .js.^tp employ the high hedge. The 
latter certainly costs less than a wall' at the 
begiiining/vbut is it any cheaper in the end ? 
Consider the cost of trimming privet three 
times a year for a hundred years 1 Will privet 
last that long? Remember that it may take 
twenty years of your life to grow a perfect 
hemlock hedge eight feet high, And weigh 
this carefully: Walls do not steal plant food 
from the' soil J hedges do. You must either 
buy inore fertilizer than necessary every year 
or else make a partition of some kind below 
the surface of tlic earth in order to restrain 
the hedge roots. A hedge may be more beau- 
tiful than a wall but I doubt if it costs less 
in the long run. 

Is a wall ugly? No— not in England, and it 
need not be in America after the second year. 
^ For the quickest way to cover any big sur- 
Sfiice \vith living beauty is to use vines. And 
.'the beauty of English vine-clad walls is a 
' thing to haunt you in your dreams. 

I am "even hopeful that we can by the use 
of walls attain in three or four years mucli of 
the mellowness which age alone is popularly 
supposed to give. True, mosses and lichens 
Avill never flourish in our hot. dfy summers 
• .,as they dp in j^he.cool, moist climate of Eng- 
land.. Biit we can give the crowning touch 
to an otherwise perfect garden by growing in 
chinks of the wall, steps, and garden walks 
those precious littje flowers which captivate 
the heart of every American the moment he 
sets foot Avithin'the sacred enclosure of a vener- 
able English garden, Wc cannot establish 
wallflowers or snapdragons on our garden 
:•• walls, .bjut certainly we can have the red 
' valftriati which glorifies many a ruined castle 
and :,cathedral, the yello,\V fumitory, wit^i its 
fascinating ''foliage and six months of bloom, 
the-;,3/ellO\V wall pepper, the lavender Kenil- 
worth ivy, the quaint rosettes of houseleek, 
the fragrant wild pinks, and many other prec- 
ious little gems. We can do thi.s by not plast- 
ering even with the brick, but leavin.g a shallow 
space for soil and hy leaving out a brick, or 
half brick, at frequent intervals along the top 
of the wall. 

;.'g;'The English get mossy effects in two or 
three years by sowing the seeds of certain 
■yVohderful little plants like New Zealand burrs 
or acaenas, which make mossy carpets right 
in a gravel walk without a particle of soil in 
sight. Why can't we do this too? 

Just look for a moment at the flowers that 
grow on the roof of the little shelter house 
at the end of Afr. \\'illiam Robinson's bowling- 
green. It is natural to suppose that a roof 
would be about the hardest place'in the world 
for plants to .grow. Yet ori this one roof 
there are perhaps twenty species of flowers! 
I wish I could give a lifc-si/.c portrait of every 
different kind. Some of these miniature islands 
of bloom are perfect little ])ocms. .\ow, this 
sort of thing wc can do. True, wc cannot buy 
slates that ha\'c been on old barns for 300 
years, but we can have them specially quarried 
if necessary, and if we insist upon it we can 
get good, square, broad, flat, honest, red tile — 
the kind you see everywhere on old houses in 
England. These Ave can have laid in such a 
manner that plent\' of earth can be put in, 
without interfering with necessary cement or 
causing a leak. Tlicn we can get sheets of 
iiioss from the woods on A\'hicli somi' of the 
flowers will exeiituall}- self sow. Anrl in the 
pockets of soil we can put i)l,-ints of stone-crop 
or sedum (a fascinating genus of many colors 
and textures) which will live on your roof 
when it gets so hot that you cannot bear your 
liand upon it and so cold that the thermometer 
drops far below zero. 

Another enchanting featui'c of luiglish gar- 
dens is the crannied flower in the sle()S that 
lead to the garden and lietv.'een the flagstones 
of the i^ath. ^'ou ought to see the Keiiilworth 
i\-\' tilling t:\'ery chink in tlie stc])s, softening 
every sharp corner, obliterating the biui archi- 
tecture and caressing all the good. Jl you 
cannot go to England you can see the very 
thing I speak of in the frontispiece of that 
new classic, "The American Flower Garden," 
by Neltje Blanchan. Instead of> having solid 
stone steps the ICnglish often leave a crack an 
inch or two wide which runs the full length of 
each tread. Such spaces they till with earth 
and in them they ])lant rock-loving flowers. I 
should be afraid to liave such a strip of earth 
more than two inches wide because the heav- 
ing and cracking are so much greater here, 
where the mercury drops twenty degrees be- 
low zero. ; 

The finest chance of all, however, comes to 
every man who has any sloping ground to deal 
with. l"or then retaining walls are necessary 
and, though this particular treatment struck 
hie as bein.g \-cry beautiful, it may not suit 
^ your fancy — too form.al and too little variety'. 

If .so, I challenge you to go to your library and 
i/draAV out "Wall and Water Gardens" by Gcr- 
■ - trltde Jekyll. If that doesn't open your eyes .. 



to a wonder of beauty I miss my guess. For 
ithe treasures, of theialpifte;.Vregions of the . 
■'world seem to be "tifilocke'd' "by the process 
known as ' "dry-walling." A dry wall is one 
that is put together without mortar. And I 
will soon show you why you .ought .al^vays to 
make a dry wall whenever-it'is istrong- enough 
to do the work in hand. 

Plire an ordinary laborer — no need of a 
high-priced stonemason or expert gardener. 
Provide him.- with ^ lot^of alpine or rock-lov- 
ing plants." ' And as each stone is laid, lay in 
some of these'plants, sprinkling the roots with 
a little fine sandy soil — not enough to prevent 
the stones from setting firmly, but just enough 
to encourage the roots to run clear to the end 
of the wall in search of food. Back of the wall 
pack a layer of gritty earth. The plants will 
soon find this and revel in it, for there they 
will have that combination of perfect drainage 
and never-failii^^j moisture which they can get 
nowhere else on your pla:Ce, save in a well con- 
strticted rock garden. Thus you will be able to 
grow many choice flowers which would perish 
on level ground \bccausc of winter wetness. 
Famous examples of this in England are the 
Wall-flower, snapdragon and Cheddar pink. 

Even better than this scheme for .\merica 
is a kind of wall garden I saw at Waltham 
Cross, at the home of Sir Hugh Myddleton. 
Tlie lay of the kuul required a wall only two 
or three feet high to keep a bank of earth from 
tumbling into the driveway. When a wall is 
as low as this it is possible to use more earth 
than stone and thus get ?:nough soil in the wall 
itself 10 support a lu.xuriant growth of '.-incs. 
But, of course, it is a great advantage to have 
behind the wall an inexhaustible supply of 
moi-sture and plant food. The wall I speak of 
had just enough rocks in it to hold the bank 
together and these rocks were all but obscured 
by vines and flowers. It was pleasant, how- 
ever, to catch a glimpse of the rocks occa- 
sionally, as they gave a feeling of stability. 1 
should not expect so crude an arrangement to 
be effective for the rock roses or helianthenums 
which glorify English walls of the same char- 
acter, or any of the more ditTicult alpines, such 
as edelweiss, gentians or saxifrages. The 
proper thing for sucH is a scientifically co;i- 
structed rockery.- But I think this plan of 
having more earth than stone gives us a chance 
to paint long low walls with great stretches of 
easily grown perennial flowers — sheets of 
golden tuft in April, fragrant breadths of rock 
cress and woodruff in May, cool lines of 
Cerastium tomentostmi or "snow in summert" 
cascades of wild pinks in June, tender blue 
alpine forget-me-nots, dainty masses of Kenil- 
worth ivy, and hundreds of little blue spires of 
veronicas— all of Avhich have tlie! true Alpine 
feeling. (All these you can buy in the iform 
of plants next spring or raise from .seed which 
is best sown in a. coldframe in July.) 

If you will take a slow automobile ride this 
afternoon and examine the stone and brick 
retaining walls that line the road in city and 
country your eyes will be opened to a sicken- 
ing atnount of ostentation and stupidity. 

People who have to deal with sloping land 
generally do one of two foolish things. The 
stupid thing to do is to make steep banks of 
grass with sharp, formal edges. These ter-. 
races are difficult to mow and costly to main- 
lain in perfect condition. At best they are 
dull, compared with a real lawn or with the 
beauty that may be had by retaining natural 
contours and planting the banks witli flower- 
ing shrubs and vines. For these' have longer 
roots than grass and are therefore better adopt- 
ed for holding the soil and preventing wash- 
outs. And a border* of shrubbery makes a 
lawn more beautiful, because it acts like the 
frame of a picture. 

The ostentatious way to treat sloping land 
is to build a fancy stone wall and leave ail 
its sui'face exposed .so that [)Cople nia\' be im- 
jiressed by the amount of money spent thereon, 
if mortar is neccs.sary it is better to builct 
strongly but simply and partially cover the 
Avail with a variety of climbers and trailel"s. 
Even when avc do this how little imagination 
and taste we commonly employ! Wc use miles 
of J;ii)an.ese ivy as if it were the ou\y vine in 
the world! Yet if the wall is beautiftd it is 
a grea( niislalcc 10 hide it altogelluT. because 
wall and vine could each set off the other's 
beauty. MoreoN'cr, Boston ivy (or ampelopsis) 
clings so tightly that it emphasizes every arti- 
ficial line instead of softening it. Aofain, it 
rarely occurs to us -to plant vines above a 
wall and let them hang downi Yet our oavu 
Virginia creeper is far more beautiful as a 
trailer than as a cljmber. And every one who 
has to build retaining walls can transform 
them into veritable hanging gardens, simply 
by ])ianting in the earth above them wild 
grapes, Virginia creeper, wild clematis, multi- 
flora roses, Hall's honeysuckle, and bitter- 
sweet. A variety is better for the roadside than 
a monotonous expanse, and the combination 
just mentioned avIII give beauty the year 
round. 

Mind you, I do not advocate a high brick 
Avail around the whole estate, such as you see 
everywhere in ICngland ! It will be a lon.i.; 
time before evcr\' country roadAvay in .\nier- 
ica is .'iii iiid)rokcn \'ist;i of high walls ami 
hedges. I doubt if we shall ever come to that 
for it implies the aristocratic spirit, while 
garden and retaining AAalls do not. But Avhen- 
ever it is necessary to build a Avall- around any 
property and it is impo.ssiblc to plant vines 
above, my advice is this : Plant flowering vine's 
wherever there is plenty of sun, and on the 
shady Avails plant En.glish ivy and climbing 
euonymus — not the trifling varie.gated kinds of 
euonymus, which fall an easy prey to San Jose 
scale, but the common green-leaved kind, 
Avhich eventually is garlanded with red ber- 
ries that are. full of cheer'all Avintcr. Of. tjicse 
tW evergreens'' we can hardly get too much; 



for never in the North Avill they thrive as 
: , wantonly, as • in^ England, . and never,i>y.iU;^our:v" 
- ciiniate' deal 'as' lovingly with architectUfe' as ■ 
the English mosses, lichens and algae. We 
shall have to plant millions of climbing euony- 
mus and millions upon millions of English iyy_t 
before American roadsides may , attain tne'''"' 
classic dignity and beauty of old England. 

MeanAvhile e\'ery one of us Avho owns a bit 
of sloping land can make a retaining Avail that 
shall be. a .fiet'enrjial V'sio^- of ;JldcalJ* beauty. 
Everyone who wishes to soften the newness 
or, hardness of architecture may do so ,by 
platiting 'vines or by sowing the seeds of. ' 
cranny-loving flowers. ' And everyone who cAn 
a.'ford high brick Avails around his garden 
should have them for the following reasons. 
They Avill protect the fruit from thieves. They 
Avill enable you to groAv figs in the North, and 
the ncAv race of hardy citrus fruits that avIU 
soon be here. They will, make your , kitchen 
garden ;^ield from orte to three months longer. 
They' Avill shelter your children so that they 
may play outdoors in Avinter. On their north 
side you may groAV English ivy and probably 
many other cA'ergreen climbers from sub- 
tropical regions. They Avill make an effective 
background for hardy perennial flowers. And 
last but not least, they Avill surely give you 
some of the charm of an English garden, for 
without privacy, there can be no' charm — 
Wilhelm Miller, in "Country Life in America."

HANGING BASKETS 

There are nooks and corners around every 
home — indoors as Avell as out — Avherc hanging 
baskets Aviil give an added beauty, if the 
ba'skets are Avhat Ihcy should be in the Avay of 
thrifty growth. 

Any sort of receptacle may be made to 
serve as the basket, and may beifiUed with all 
.sorts 6f plants, or with a mass of one variety; 
and, more than this, more plants may be grOAvn 
to the square inch of soil than in any other 
Avay, Avithout having the appearance of being 
unduly crowded. 

Not so many years ago, the only hanging- 
baskets seen were smalLones inside the Avin- 
dow ; but noAvadays avc see them everyAvhere, 
and many of the' most beautiful ones are used 
as verandah ornaments. For this purpose the 
basket must be large to be effective, and Avire 
ba.skets lined Avith mo.ss furnish the greatest 
amount of space, with the least weight, of 
anything so far provided. ,, An ox-muzzle 
serves the purpose very satis factorilyi 

When filled, such a basket is too heavy to 
be lifted doAvn and up AAdien it needs attention 
(which is every day), and the best Avay of 
overcoming the dift'iciilty is by the use of small 
pulley-blocks. It would be useless to tell, in - 
detail, just how to rig the blocks, as any per-r 
son who puts them up Avill see how t6 adjust 
them to the needs of each location. 

Another good idea is a small tub used as a 
basket and filled Avith Boston ferns, Avhich 
hide the tub completely. The ^nethod of hang- 
ing is by iron rods bertt to a hook at each end. 
These rods are made from one-fourth inch iron, 
and cost but a trifle if made by a blacksmith. 
The writer has several, ranging from twelve 
to thirty inches in length, and hooks them to- 
gether, one onto another, to bring the baskets 
to any desired height. 

The statement that almost anything Avill 
serve as a "basket" is literally true, and tAvo 
of the most beautiful ones the writer ever 
owned Avere the heavy ash pans from discarded 
stoves. When painted green their origin Avas 
never suspected, and the heavy bails Avere 
just right for hanging them by. 

A neighbor made some fine baskets by cut- 
ting the large end from summer squashes, 
scooping out the meat, and letting the shells 
dry. Some were painted green and others left 
the natural color. Son-ietimes a pot of earth 
was set into the shell and sometimes the soil 
was filled into the shell, but many times they 
were filled with Avater and were, in fact, 
han.ging bouquet holders, though the trailing 
habit of the things Avhich Avere put into them 
gave every appearance of being grown in the 
usual way. This scheme is a good one, for the 
reason that plants and vines will keep in i)er- 
fect condition for weeks, Avith very little care 
given to them. 

In order to support the number of plants 
required to make a really effective basket, soil 
must be \-ery rich at first, and, ;is soon as the 
plants show, by a less thrifty growth, that the 
soil is exhausted, begin to give licpiid fertilizer 
of some kind, in preparing the soil, do not 
use raw manures. Have Avhatcver is used 
Avell rotted and thoroughly mixed through the 
soil. 

When feeding the plants if barnyard fer- 
tilizer is used, pour boiling water over it to 
kill insects and weeds. [.vCt it cool; dilute it, 
and use at least once a Aveek ; in this way there 
is no danger of burning the roots. If comnier- 
cial foods are used, folloAV directions found on 
the packages. 

When filling the baskets, be sure that a 
sjiace of an inch or more is left at the top, and 
have the soil lowest in the centre; both points 
l)eing observed for the sake of having the 
water which isf poured on held; until it can 
soak into the ^oil, instead of funning off as 
fast as ponrcd on. Another good plan is to 
put in tiic centre; of the basket a dish with 
the bottom broken out ('the plants will hide 
it) ; crowding the edge into the soil just far 
enough to hold the dish upright, and keeping' 
it full of Avatec to gradually .filtier down amdrig 
the roots. ' " ■ < • ' 

More baskets arc a failure because of a 
poor supply of moisture than from any other 
cause. Bein^ exposed to the air at every point, 
they lose moisture rapidly by evaporation, and. 



being s6 closely filled, the ropts quickly take 
up all the; moisture the soil holds. , Bpth these 
losses thtist bo made good or the plants shoW 
the effects very quickly. 

What plants to groAV in a hanging basket, 
•jSj a,' 'queistion. frequently heard. It seems to 
>WeVI have' seen almost everything made to 
serve the purpose from beautiful palms down 
to the commonest plants. Many Avhich are 
usually groAVn as climbers are equally line as 
trailers, and avcII suited to use in baskets and, 
in fact, almost any but the very rigid, stiff- 
vstalked plants will adapt themselves. to . bsisket 
lise:'! '.'-'^-'.- • ■ > " ' •■ •■ •''' ''V 

Whe'n the large baskets whifch have, grown 
outside i during the summer are in fine cdndi- 
vtion, one is sometimes puzzled to know what 
td'do Avith them Avhcn the Aveather makesHt 
necessary to take them inside. If there is a 
suitable place to hang them, Avith good light, 
that is all that is needed; but, if such a place is 
not available, place the basket on a small 
stand Avhere the drooping plants can trail 
downward. -Some baskets so placed were the 
most ornamental features of a larg-e. collection 
during several winters, i 

When the wife baskets are placed on a 
stand, a receptacle of some kind, in Avhiph the 
bottom of the basket can rest, should be placed 
under it, to catch the Avater that runs through 
the .soil and hold it Avhere the plants can make 
use of it, and to protect the stand. 

A plate Avill serve the purpose; but a 
round-bottom tin aamsIi basin is better,' because 
it,is;.deeper and more nearly tlie shape of the 
basket. A cheap tin one ansAver.s the purpose, 
and, if given. a coat of grfeen paint, is not 
noticeable. When the basket is to be hung, 
make a few holes close to the top of the basin 
(by driving a small nail through the tin) and 
fasten it to the basket. 

As usually hung, baskets are quite near the 
ceiling Avhere the air is hotter and dryer than 
loAver down, and it must never be forgotten 
that it requires plenty of water, both on the 
foliage and in the soil, to counteract such a 
condition. There are little "sprayers" which 
throw a fine mist made for spraying the fol- 
iage,' but if one is not available a "common 
perfume atomizer, used every day, will answer 
the purpose. It takes but a moment of time 
and makes no muss, as all the Avater' sprayed 
out Avill cling to the leaves. 

Another good plan is to set pans of hot 
Avater directly under the baskets, but not too 
close, and let the steam help supply the needed 
moisture; the thirsty leaves will drink it in 
as they Avould cIcav. 

Washing the foliage is another require- 
ment;" for the laws of cleanliness apply to 
plants' as well as to people; and a dirty plant 
can.no more be healthy or beautiful than cpuld 
a dirty person. 

If it is not desirable to keep the baskets 
during the winter, remove any fine plant that 
may be unadapted to "storage," and then 
place in the cellar, Avhcrc, if watered two or 
three times during the winter, the roots Avill 
keep in fine condition and be ready for vigor- 
ous groAvth the next season. 

Whatever else is, or is not done, don't leave 
the baskets hanging on the A'^crandahs, for their' 
Avinter appearance detracts as much from the 
appearance of the home as their summer 
beauty added to it — give them at least the care 
required to put them out of sight. 

While the foregoing comments seem to be 
specially directed toward baskets grown for 
outside decorations, they are just as applicable 
to the one planned for Avindow use, from the 
start. 

The laAv that applies to a hanging basket in . 
one place applies to it in other places, and Avhat 
applies to it in size applies to other sizes. So. 
whether your basket is large or small.- intended 
for outside or inside use, these rules applv ; 
Have as many plants as possible in them, keep 
them clean, give them liquid fertilizer Avhen 
they show signs of needing it, give them good 
light, and give them all the moisture they can 
Use on both soil and foliage. — Suburban Life. 



ROSES WITH YELLOW FLOWERS 

The question of emjjloying roses of distinct 
' coloring is one that frequently engages the 
attention of gardeners, and in this resjicct no 
group presents greater difi^iculties than that 
wherein the color is some shade of yellow. 
With tea roses this difficulty is not so mani- 
fest, but in all other sections this coloring is 
restricted to comparatively fcAV varieties. 
Within the last fcAV years some valuable addi- 
tions have been made to this color .grouj), par- 
ticularly among dwarf bedding roses. 

Hybrid teas — These ii-iclude i\]rs. Peter 
Blair and BettA", two varieties sent out bv 
Messrs. Alex. Dickson I't Sons, the former a 
lovely chrome yellow flower having a dcepei- 
colofed centre ; the latter Avith a coppery tinge 
suffusing the golden-yellow ground. Mdme. 
Philippe Rivoire was introduced by M. Pernet- 
Ducher. and in this variety the floAvers are 
globular, and of an apricot-yelloAV shade, the 
centre being generally paler, Instituteur 
Sirdcy, from the same source, has very deep 
golden floAvers. Florence Pemberton, also 
from Newtownards, is creamy-Avhite, flushed 
with a palelshade of nalmo'n-pink ; while from 
M,i Perhet-P.iichei- wa have such well-tried 
sorts -'as 'Gustave Regis,' creamy-yelloAv; Le 
Progres, nankeen-yellow, deeper in hud ; 
Mdme. .Fernet Ducher, buds canary-yellow, the 
petals tinted carinine outwardly; and Mdnie. 
Ravary, Avith golden-yellow buds, deepening to 
orange-yellow Avhen expanded. 

Tea roses exhibit a Avider variety of yellow 
flowers, but as they arc none too hardy their 
position should b6 carefully chosen and some 
protection be given, around the 'ba^e of the 



plants during Avinter. This section is char- 
acterized by having delicately colored and 
richly perfumed flowers. Mdme. Falcot, nan- 
keen-yellow; I\Idme. Margottin, lemon-yellow 
Avith flushed centre; and^ Mdine. Hoste, ycl- 
loAV-Avhite passing to a deeper shade, are three 
old varieties introduced by MM. Guillot and 
Sons. Isabelle Sprunt (sulphur-yelloAv) and 
Jaune d'Or (golden-yellow) were both raised 
about the n\iddle of last .century. Medea 
(lemon-yelloAv) and -Sulphurea • (sulphur-yel- 
low) were both raised by Mr. Wm. Paul ; 
..Avhile. Lady 'Mary Corry Avas raised by Messrs. 
A. 't)icksoh & Sons; Mdme. Chedane Guinois- 
seau produces long, pointed buds, Avhich open 
light canary-yellow ; and Mdme. Jeanne Phil- 
ippe is a beautiful variety with nankeen-yelloAv 
flowers. Perle de Lyon has dark yellow flo\y-- 
ers, often tinted apricot; Perle des Jardins- liaS , 
globular straw-yellow floweris .•and orahgc' 
centre; and Perle des Jaunes is 'a b'eautiful dcej^ 
goldcnryellovv floAver. 

Among new tea roses those that promise 
Avell include Azeline Morel, Avith long, taper- 
ing buds of creamy-yello^v, Avith a distinct 
carmine reverse on outside petals ; J. F. Giraud, 
a golden-yellow flower, the buds of Avhich are 
oval; and Lena, an Irish rose Avith apricot 
buds, which open primrose-yellow. Mdme. P. 
V. Bernier is a fine deep yclloAV flower, paler 
towards the edges of the petals. 

Noisette roses share Avith the hybrid teas 
a perpetual-flowering character, and they .gen- 
erally succeed Ijcst Avhcn lightlv trained to 
coA'cr Avails ; in nearly every instance the foli- 
age is extremely beautiful, often ruddy-purple 
on the young groAvths, and the flowers are 
highly perfumed Fortune's Yellow and Cloth 
of Gold are two lovely roses, somewhat tender, 
and both require a Avarm Avail to develop their 
beauty to the utmost. The former has pointed 
buds, often tinted Avith carmine ; the latter is 
of a chrome-yelloAv color. Rcvc ,d'Or is a 
vigorous subject, producing yclloAV floAvers in 
great freedom. Mdme. Pierre Cochct and W. 
A. Richardson are somcAvhat similar in color- 
ing and character of growth. Bouquet d'iDr 
is a large, free, yellow flower. 

A most distinct and gfraceful rose for' & 
house wall is the yellow Banksian, and where 
ever its requirements arc understood and pfcc^-,. 
vided, it forms a most charming feature in'- 
April and May, Avhen in flower. Kronprin- 
zessin Victoria is a splendid autumn-floAvcring 
Bourbon rose, Avith elon.gated buds, Avhich 
open sulphur-yellow. Soleil d'Or is a hybrid 
rose, suitable for pillars ; the color is variable, 
opening yello\y-orange and soon clianging to 
reddish-gold. ' . _ 
Of the hardiest climbing roses " yielditig 
yellow flowers, Electra is conspicuous by tba- 
son of its dense panicles of small cream-colored 
floAvers; Agldia, an effective variety, requires 
light training in order to thoroughly mature 
the Avood; the flowers are of good size, and of 
a bright canary color. Gardenia is a lovely 
rose in bud; these are of the brightest yelloAV, 
but soon fade to a pale cream shade. Alberic 
Barbier and Jersej' Beauty are Wichuraiana 
roses, with rich, glossy, riietalic leaves. The 
former produces semi-double, creamy-AAdiite 
floAvei^s, Avhich arc somewhat deeper towards 
the centre ; the latter has single flowers of a 
pale yelloAv, the shell-like petals being much 
enhanced by the deep colored stamens in thC' 
centre. 



KEEPING GERANIUMS OVER WINTER 

Not every housekeeper knows that the 
ordinary horseshoe geranium can be quite 
successfully kept over Avinter, by lifting the 
])lants carefully from the garden-beds, tying 
strings around the stalks just above the roots 
and hanging them from nails in the beattls of 
the cellar. 

I haAc kept on an average of eight out of 
ten plants put up in this Avay. Some years they 
will appear ahnost dead, but Avill come out 
beautifully as soon as they arc put into the 
ground and thoroughly soaked in Avarm Avater. 

Do not put them out too early, as the 
change from the cellar to the outside low tem- 
perature sometimes chills them and destroys 
the little vitality that remains. 

Where space is limited this is a good Avay 
to keep them, or if the plants are very large; 
indeed, the larger they arc the more likely they 
are to come through safely. 

.Small ]:)!ants may he potterl and placed on 
a shelf near enough to the cellar AvindoAv to 
get a lair amount of light. Give hut little 
Avater, none at all until the leaves begin to fall 
down upon the stalks, then the mer6st sprinkle 
to make them damp, not Avet. ^ 

Many plants will go safely through the 
Avinter in a light cellar if they are not given 
too much Avater, Avhich is the almost universal 
mistake of amateur florists.. 

Plants potted in sand or light loam arc 
n-iore likely to survive cellar Avintcring than 
those in hcavA' soils Avhich retain Avater for a 
considerably longer period. 

Heavy soils often grow sour and mildew 
and rot the plants, Avhile sandy soils are 
sweeter and more Avholesomc in such close 
confinement. 

The plants sh(^uld not be trimmed, even 
the dead leaves and stalks may remain. They, 
seem to do much better put up just as they 
are,' and if clods Of earth adhere to the roots, 
so much the better. 

Too much attention to plants is sometimes 
Avorse than a little Avholesome neglect. 
o — '■

"Do cunslriclors l)itc?" 

Tlic traveler, just back from a two years' 
trip throu>rli the wilderness of the Amazon 
Valley laid down his ci^ar and looked irrit:tt- 
cd at my question. When the smoke from his 
. bj[ack-j.cigair-;;;^had^^^ V^^^^^ .', its orderly :.^puifs,' 
liowciver,- T ye\U\i^ ^f"-V:v}t>iiW. like 

to know a- lot more about those big' fellows. 
How lony do they ever grow? T have read 
that it's all the 'way. from 'twelve to tvvciity- 
fivefeet." . ■ ■ .' 

, "To begin with, you must remember that 
if a .boa could not change his length, he could 
not be a constrictor, for the ability to do so 
enables him to crush his prey, 'i'hc largest" 
one that 1 saw measured had been captured 
and, brought .into Para by some Indians. 
Asleep oil the floor, it measured sixteen and a 
half feet, and looked about the size of ' a five- 
inch stove-pipe. 1 have no doubt it could ex- 
tend its length, or contract it, anywhere be- 
tween the figures }-ou mentioned. Before a 
constrictor can coil about its prey, it must 
obtain an anchorage, -'ind its slender, sharj) 
teeth, cur\'cd slightly backwards, are used for 
that purpose, and tliat only. 

"'Dangerous?' Yes, just as a bull'^is dan- 
gerous. 

" ''The anaconda?' It is a distinct species, 
even larger tlian llie boa; a specimen in the 
Uritisli Museum measures twenty-nine feet 
in length, and much larger sjiecimens have 
been killed. 'iMic naturalist Bates believes they 
attain at least forty feet. Though they spend 
part ofi the time on land,, their home is in the 
tepid waters of the rivers and lagoons, where 
they may sometimes be seen thrashing the 
water, cither at play, or in pursuit of a victim. 

"'J'hc boa constrictcu" lies in wait wherC' 
wild creatures come to drink; but the natives 
will sec one as quickly as you or I would see 
a bull in a pasture. Only one instance of a 
loss of a humail life by one of these creatures 
cariic under my personal observations; in- 
deed, I did not even hear of any others, save 
in vague rumors. 

"The victim in this instance wa.s a young 
Irish sailor, Jimmy O'Dowd, who had descri - 
ed his ship at Bara, and worked his way up 
river to the plantation I was visitmg. Here 
he worked in the cane fields for his board, 
until attacked with chills and fever. He had 
partially recovered, but at that time was not 
able to work in the hot sun of the open fields. 

"One day he went fishing in the mill pond. 
'A road ran along the siele ui)on which the 
house stootl. and he had gone to llie other, 
Avhich was heavily wooded to the very bank. 
In order to reach that side, one must either 
cross by boat, or walk a long way around the 
pond's end. Jimmy took, the boat, and had" 
tied it up in plain sight of the house, and sat 
Idowri near it to fjsh.

COCK AND SNIPE IN SOUTH WALES 

Pembrokeshire is an ideal country for 
rough shooting-, and it is wQnderful how many 
cartridges you may get through in a day when 
wandering amongst the glens, liright even in 
January with golden .gorse blooms and russet, 
red-brown tern, :\nd wooded lnwer down whcri- 
the stream whispers amongst the alder.-, and 
rose-lipped branches of the dogwood. .After 
a wet and stormy night three of us left a beau- 
tiful ojd., Welsh mansion not far from the 
Clydaiv River; well sheltered by beech woods, 
where;, W(ij',iised to take loll of the wood- 
pigeoiis on 'windy evenings as they came in 
to roost. We had waited for the rain to stop, 
so it was nearly noon when we reached a 



rough sedgv- pasture, with, a tiny broolc at the 
bottom overg rown -with, willows' and dog wood. 
With a shrill cry a snipe rose,' and fell be- 
yond the bro(ik to a second barrel, and was 
safely retrieved. One or two snipe rose wild, 
disturbed by the Sealjdiam terrier and the four, 
spaniels, which, together wi(h a stately rc- 
lrie\-er, formed the- pack: -Soon'.w'ev-'caine 'to 
a glen, deu.sely wooded at thc'"{)6tt'o'ii-[' with 
alder and willow,' with red-leaved brambles 
and coarse grass for undergrowth, whilst here 
and there a great beech or oak towered abo\ e 
all. (^reat moss-covered rocics peeped- out here 
and there, ami on the hillside above they lay 
scattered everywhere an-iongst the bracken. 
"Cock back I" came now from the lungs of the 
stalwart keeper,? and, .• dashing through the 
trees, the beautiful birds sped away, only to 
fall a victim to our host's {'unerring 20-borc. 
Soon several more woodcock* rose, but always 
managaxl to get away in the thick cover be-- 



fore anyone could get a shot. Presently the 
covert became thinner, ;uul consetpiently 
shooting easier, and a cock pheasant which 
tried to break back was neatly stopped. Sev- 
eral woodcock were added to the bag in quick 
succession, .'and another missed .before wc

Soon after the last great extension of gUi- 
ciers in luirope, during which nearly all of 
Ocat ISrilain and the North of France and 
Germany were buried with Scandinavia under 
one great ice-sheet — and when this ice-slieet 
had receded, and the climate was like that of 
the Russian "steppes," cold and dry^ — there 
were men iidiabitin.g the caverns on both sides 
of the I'vrenees. The tract of land which we 
call "Great Britain" was a |)art of the Contin- 
ent of Europe. Thei-e was no "iMiglish Chan- 
nel." The Thames and the Rhine opened by a 
common rrioiitli into the North Sea. The •mam- 
moth and the hairy rhinoceros still lingered on 
in France and the more central regions of Eur- 
ope, but wild horses, the great ox (Aurochs), 
the bison, ibex, chamois, were abundant, and 
the thick-nosed Saiga antelope, now confined 
to the Russian ami .-Ksiatic steppes, was pre- 
sent. The niost abundant and important ani- 
mal innuediately north of the Byrcnees was 
the f'ieiiuleer. The ca\ e-men (.>f b'raiice and 
Central luu'ope were a fine race — liviu.g by the 
chase, and fabricating flint knives and scrap- 
ers, fine bone spearheads and harpoons, as 
well as occupying themselves in carving ivory 
and reindeer antlers, so as to proditcc highly 
artistic representations of the animals around 
them. 

They rarelj' attempted' the human face or 
figure, and when they did were not so success- 
ful as livtheir arrimal Av'ork.' They also paint- 
ed on the walls of some of their caverns, with 
red' and \-cl!ow ochre, carbon and white chalk, 
representations — usuall_\' about one-third the 
size of nature — of some of the most iin])oriant 
animals of the chase. They nuist li.'i\-e used 
lamps, I'ed with animal fat, to illuminate the 
walls, both when they were at work on the 
pictures and also afterwards, when they exhi- 
bited the fi;iishcd pictures to the less gifted 
members of the tribe, as wonderful, even mag- 
ical appearances. 

'Bhis was probably not less than .50,000 
years ago, and may have been more. Earlier 
than the date of these reindeer men, in the 
preceding cold, humid period of the- glacial ex- 
tension (probably from 180,000 to 150,000 
vears a.go ) these and other caves were oc'cu- 
pied by an inferior race — the Neander men. 
They could not cai-ve beasts on i\-ory nor 
paiiU, but coidd m.-ilce \ ei-y .good and well- 
"dressed" llinl wca])ons, larger and heavier 
tlian those used by ih'j'r successcirs, and could 
make lai-ge fires in and about the ca\-es, both 
to cook their meat jy-id to keep off the wild 
beasts (lions, bears aiid hyienas) who con- 
tended with the strange, lovv-browed Neander 
men for the use of the caves as habitations. , 

On this side of the Pyrenees the reindeer 
men have left some wall-pictures, but the best 
preserved and most numerous are those of the 
cave of .\Uamira, near Santandar. These com- 
prise snnie p;u-tially preserxed representatifuis 
in vellow, red, white and black df the .ureal 
bison, the wild buer, ilie linrsL-. ,-\i:d otliei- ;uii 
mals. .\ group reprcsen ! Mime l\venty-li\e 
or more animals (each .-iImiui nne-lhii-d the si/.e 
of nature), irregularly arranged, exists on a 
]i;irt of the roof, and others are found in other 
l)arls of the cabin^ Amon.g these are numer- 
ous drawings of human bein.gs in ma,5ks, re- 
presenting animals beails — probably indicat- 
ing the "dressing-u()" in animal masks of 
priests or medicine-men in the way which wc 
l;now today is the custom among m;in\' sa\-age 
tribes. 'I'wenty-seven nl these "dennaied ea- 
\erns are now k'liown — eleven in S|iain, or.e in 
Italy, and fifteen in v^milli and Centi-;d l'r;n!ce 
— and others are contiiuuiUy being discovered. 
The most careful and critical examination by 
scientific men leaves no doubt as to the vast 
antiquity of these paintings, and as to their 
dating from such a time as when the animals 
painted (including in some cases uiammoth 
and rhinoceros, as well as bison reiiuleer, wild 
boar, ibex, i-ed deer, bo,-u- ;nid felines) were ex- 
isting in the locality. The cii\-ering up of 
.some of the drawings (which ai-e ])ai-tly eugr;i- 
vcd and |)artly jjainted ) by earthy deijosit.s, and 
Ijy eucruslations of lime, and the ])rescnce in 
the cave deposits of the \yorked flints - and 
bones characteristic of the reitideei^ men, leaves 
no doubt that.^ies'b picture's are of ll.iat im- 
mense aiitiqitity " which wc exi^i-cs,s by the 
words "Qiiatcrnary i)eriod," "Upper Pleisto- 
cet'ie" or "Reindeer epoch," , ; • • 



It is, of course, only in accordance with 
wdial one would expect that these pjcture arc 
of very varyin,g- degrees of artistic met'-it. But 
some (a consider:d)le numl.n'r) are (piitc re- 
markable for their true artistic quality. In 
this respect they tlilfer from the rock ])aint- 
ings ol' modern sava.ge races — the Ijushmen of 
v^outii Africa, the .Australians, ami the Califor- 
nian Indians — with which; howe\'er, it is in- 
structive to coiupare them. They agree in their 
esscnli;il ai-tistic character \\-ith the carving 
and en.graving of animals on bone and ivory 
so abundantly produced by the Reindeer men. 
It is abso the fact that these Franco-Spanish 
wall-paintings were executed at different peri- 
ods in the Reindeer epoch. Some are more 
primitive than others ; some arc very badly 
i)reser\-cd. mere scratched outlines with all 
the paint washed away b}' the moisture of 
ages; but others are l)ri.ght and shar|) in their 
coloring to a degree which is surprising when 
their ;ige ami long t^xposure ai-e considered. 
The French iH-ehistoriaus, AIM. Cartailac and 
the Abbe Breuil, have produced a sumptuous 
volume, containing an acount, with large col- 
iired plates, of the best preserved of the Alta- 
mira p.-iintings — a copy 6f which I owe to the 
kindness t)i 1 !,]?.] 1. the Prince of Monaco, who 
has ordered the publication of the work at bis 
own charges. It is not siu-prising that the 
connti-y folk who, in some of the Spanish lo- 
calities, have known the existence of tliese 
paintings from lime immemorial, should re- 
gard theiu as the work of the ancient Moors, 
all -.ancient work in Spain being popul.aHy at- 
tributed to the' Moors; 'as a sort orstarting- 
point in history. .It is, however, very remark- 
able that little damage appears to have' been . 
done by the iiopidation to the j-iainlings, even 
wlu'11 they exist in shallow caves or on over- 
hanging rocks. Xo doubt, weathering, aiul 
the oozing of moisture, and the flaking caused 
by it, has destroyed most ol" the Bleistoceue 
paintings which once existed, and it is an as- 
certained fact that some — for instance, tho.sc 
of Altamira — are breaking to pieces, owing to 
the opening up and frequentation of the ca- 
vern." 



It has been renuirketl iliat, although these 
paintings belong to wduu is called the "rein- 
deer epoch," yet in the Cave of Altamira there 
are no representations of reindeer, but chiefly 

of bison and the wild boar. It is also remark- 
able that in the case of the painted rock-shelt- 
ers ol Cala|iata ( Bower Ar:igou) ami of Cogul 
(near Barid.-i, in L\-itaIonia | , no reindeer are 
re])re^cnte(l ; but nn the I'driuer there 
are very admirable drawings (jf . the 
red deer, and on the latter silhouettes of 
the bull, of the red deer and the ibex. In fast, 
no representations of reindeer have been ob- 
served on cave-walls or rock-shelters south of 
the Pyrenees. It is possible that this may be 
due to the date of the Spanish paintings being 
a good deal later than thai of those French 
ca\-e-paiiuings, whieh show reindeer. m;ini- 
m.ith and rhindeei-ns. .\nd we hiive to bear in 
mind that in the .X.irth nf .Africa (l)r;in) en- 
:M-;iveil d|-awing.-; nn e.\p,i,sed nicks .-ire known, 
vvhieh ;u-e for godd reasons attrihuled to the 
.Xeolilhic period: thru is if) sav. mucli laler 
than. the Reindeer eijoch of the Balaelithic 
period. 

In any case we have to remember that there 
are two very different and possible explana- 
tions of the presence or absence cither of cer- 
tain animals' bones or of rein-csentations of 
cerl;iiii animals in diu' "decorated" cave and 
not m ;iiidiliei-. The one explanation i.-^ that 
,-inim;ds ha\e succeeded one another in time 
in W estei-ii l'.uro|)e— -changing as the climatic 
conditions ha\-e ch.-niged— and that when in 
two cave-decorations or ca\-e-dei)osits eoiupar- 
cd the animals are different the cause may he 
that the one deposit or cave-decoration is nnicli 
more recent than the other. The other explan- 
ation is that (as wc well know) at one and the 
same moment very different anim.als" occupy 
tracts of land which are only 'a hundred miles 
or .so apart, hut dilTer in clhmile and general 
coiuliliims. .-\t this moirient there are ' wild 
bears ;uid ;ilso woBes in iM-ance, Init none in 
Jinglaiul; Ihe elk occurs in Sweden .-nul Rus- 
.sia, but not in ihe West of (■'urope; the por- 
ciipine in Italy and in Spain, but not in Brauce. 
A's ,iatc as tli i, historic period the, African el'e- 
j)lufilt flourished oh thc' African shoi'c 6i'tW6 
Mediterranean, but not in Spain ; now it is not 
found north of the Sahara at all. So we have 



various possibilities to consider in coniparin.g 
the animal-^.ititures on the cave walls of Spain 
with those found in France, and may well sus- 
pend judgment till we have knowledge of a 
greatly extended area. 

.\t this moment I ;ini anxious to draw at- 
tention to the painted grouj) of ten. human 
figures lately cliscovered on a rock shelter at 
Cogul, near i^erida, in Catalonia, and just now 
figured and described in the admirable French 
journal called "L'Anthropologie." These figures 
are those of young women dressed in short 
skirts and curious sleeves, the hair done up in 
a conical mass rising from the sides to the top 

. of the head. Bach iigure is ;ibout seven inches 
hi,gh. The .great interest about tliese drawings 
is that they are probably tens of thousands of 
years old, and present to us the young women 
of the reindeer epoch. ' No other sitch paint- 
ing of the' women of. this period is known, and 
the astonishing thing i^ "that,, tliqugH . these are 
by no n-|eans fine specimeris of prehistoric art, 
.yet there is a dehnitely modern look about the 
figures and a freedom of touch about the draw- 
ing which makes one think at first that the 
picture is some hast}' but clever sketch in sil- 
houette of a number of short-skirted school- 
girls at play. The waist is extremely small and 
elongated, the skirt, or petticoat, bell-shaped, 
and the >yhole-figii,re^"sinupus.''-' One of the- 

. figures appears' to' jiave' a '"cloak or jacket, but 

■ the breasts and-^legs-,.||.rc bare. 

.Some three years a.go Dr. Arthur Kvaiis 
discovered in the palace of the ancient Kings 
of Crete cohered frescoes 5,000 or 6,000 years 
old, representing in .great detail elegant young 
women with greatly compressed waists, 
strongly-pronounced .bustles, and elaborately 
brnament(;d skirts. These Cretan iiaintings of 
prehistoric yoimg. women, both in costume and 
])ose, are like nothing so much as the portraits 
of distinguished ladies of the fashionable world 
of Paris exhibited by the joainter, Boldoni, in 
Ibis year's "Salon." It is remarkable that Dr. 
B,\'ans should have found contemporary paint- 
ings of young ladies who lived as long before 
Blomer or Homer lived before us And it is 
si ill more remarkable that those young ladies 
were "got up" in the same style, and appar- 
ently aimed at much the ^ame effects of line 
and movement as- those which have become the 
latest fashion in Paris, and may be desqribed 
as sinuous and serpentine. Not only is that 
the case, but il is evident that the painter of 
Ivnossos, the Alinoiaur city, and AB Boldoni, 
have experienced the same artistic iniuression, 
and lia\-c jiresented in their pictures the same 
signiticance of i)ose and the same foi-m, fr(.)ni 
the tip of llie nose to the ends of the lin.g'.''-s 
ami the points of the toes — thus revealing a 
symiialli}- reaching 'cross 7,000 years. It seems 
to me that tlu same artistic im])ression is to 
be detected in the still earlier paintings of the 
was(i-\vaiste(| little I;ulics of ihe Cogul i-ock- 
shelter of Catalonia. W'c lind here the same 
sintunis figure with exa.ggeraledly compressed 
waist, jirominent l)ost)in. ;ind cmpliasized 
haunches. But it is ten, perhaps forty, thou- 
.'-;and years earlier! Qne is led to wonder 
wlicther this type of human female — today ex- 
pressed with such masterly skill by Boldoni — 
may not be at the back of the mind of a por- 
tion of the human race — thai which popnlateil 
what are now the sliin-es of the Alcdilerraneaii, 
and pi-obably caine there ti-a\-elliii.g northward 
from the centre of .Africa. Bossibly tlu'} 
brcnight with them that tendeiK\v lo and ad- 
miralion for megalop}-.g\- which is e\-ii.lenced 
by the earliest known palaeolithic ca\-c sculp- 
tures, and has persisted in some degree ever 
since in Europe — a tendency and a taste which 
are on the one hand totall}' absent in the l",ast 
and Far East (Ja|)an), and on the other hand 
h.ixe a strong tlevelopment in the modern 
Bushmen (and the related 1 lotteulots), an 
African race, .-md, lik'c the Spanish cave-men, 
rock painters.

bank a bramble — tough and aggressive, as all

As I left 
the moor a covey of partridges rose with a 
whirr and disappeared towards the Clyddau 
Valley, Passing down a wooded glen towards 
the river some pigeons got up out of shot — as 
they generally do. As I t]iought of the Welsh 
hero, Owen Glyndwr, and of how often he had 
crossed and recrossed that river in his coun- 
try's service, a rabbit broke in on my medita- ■ 
lions by dashing from the bracken to his bole 
halfway down the glen, which he reached' in 
safety. 

As I neared the Clydau, a heron flapped 
slowly away and was not shot at. Every spot 
now recalled [deasant memories, "ilcre some 
years ago below the swirl of water I had kill- 
ed a trout, using a Marsh brown with blue 
body — a pattern I had never seen till I came 
to Wales— whilst there amongst the reed^ qnly 
a day or two before T had shot a 'teal.

A CURIOUS FISH 

The sea is always mysterious, always giv- 
ing up strange things for the eyes of men; 
some arc very beautiful, some hideously re- 
pulsive and still others that look like nothing 
we are familiar with ; indeed these last are 
more like the dreams of the artists avIio draw 
jDictures of what is supposed to be 011 j\Iars or : 
Saturn. To this last class belongs the strange 
wolf-fish that is occasionally^ caught on' Pu- v 
get Sound. Sometimes the deep water trawl- . 
cr who fishes in a hundred fathoms of water ? 
for cod and snapper hauls up one of these eel- * 
like sea wolves and has a good big fight be- ,;'.' 
fcM-e the catch is Icilled and hauled aboard, vv- 
and if he should by any mishap get a finger in 
the creature's mouth you may be sure he will 
lose that finger like a flash, for the wolf-fish 
has teeth as long and sharp as an afligator and 
his javys are a powerful crushing machine. In 
the liack of his mouth he has a beautiful set of 
extra molars, that work like a quartz mill, for v; 
111' feeds on shell fish, which he crushes to a ' 
pnlji, shells and all, before swallowing. They ■ 
are wicked looking creatures, repulsive in 
brown, mottled, leathery skin and probably^,;- 
live oidy in the deep waters, for they arc'^only,;^ 
caught. occasionally and then always, by some' V 
deep.. water trawler who fishes, for. rock cod 
and' 'like fish.. 

These fish find their way into the fish mar-^ 
kets occasionally, where they are exhibited; 
on, the counters as a cruio along , with, the'.: 
many-armed devil fish the mowrays/ and 'the" 
stran.ge. plant-like forms lhat come up en- 
lan.gled in the meshes of the nets it's all in- ' 
the day's work with the fisherman, and he has 
ceased to wonder at anything - the sea 'may 
give him, but to us who live ashore - these .

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' The grand nuuiocuvres of the Japanese 
army, whicli Avas cuncluded on Wednesday 
^vith a grand review before the Junperor, in the

A new held kitchen on two 
wheels, drawn ijy (jne horse — something learn- 
ed from Russia's army in Manchuria, was tried. 
The new infantry manual, which provides only 
for attack, was' also introdused for the first 
time. The new artillery, witii which the 
Japanese armv has been re-armed nwini,^ to 
the poor showini; made by those lont;-barrelled 
Arisaka field i;uus dtir'in.L,' the M anchiirian 
canl]^ai,^M^, were ,L;i\cii a preliniinary trial be- 
fore the I'.mpei-. ir last month, on the Rcippo 
Moor, at ilsnk;iido, in Shimosa. The new 
Japanese [ield-i)iece. which will be known as 
the 1905 pattern, is the perfection of the com- 
bined ideas of Japanese mechanicians, who 
iVaye been laboring since the war, when the 
Japanese were outranged in every action, w 
improve the weapon. The new field gun is ef- 
fective up to a range of five miles, and can fire 
6.000 rounds at the rate of 20 per :iiiniite. .\ 
great im])ro\ement has been in;ide in the sight- 
ing ai)paratus. and a ihoronghly efficient me- 
ihtjd of alisorbing the recoil has been invented 
That the re-arming of the Japanese field artil- 
lery was an absolute necessity, is known to 
those who observed this arm in service. 1 can 
remember how often it was necessary for the 
Japanese gtmners to leave their pieces and 
seek cover. The Japanese, as was proven, i.: 
quite ready to stand up to a hea\y tire, but 
the artillerymen realized that their weapons 
-were greatly outr.-u'.ged, ;ind that they could 
do more harm to the enemy by leaving their 
guns, when the (>p])osing artillery had made 
its bracket and ranged them. When the rafale 
of^shrapnel began, the pieces of the Japane.-5e 
were often left unserved, and when tlic bom- 
bardment subsided, the gunners moxed from 
cover, shifted their gups, and rccomnienced the 
unequal dupL If was the lesson of these things 
that made the* necessity of re-arming the field 
artillery one of the most in-gent of the post- 
bellum works of improvement. 



The artillery forces of Ja])an have been re- 
organized since the war. Hitherto the army 
corps have been divided into fortress artillery, 
and field artillery, which included the field and 
mountain corps. The name of the fortress 
artillery has now been changed to "heavy ar- 
tillery." and the mountain artillery corps have 
been discontinued. The lesson of the Man- 
churian campaign was considered as showing 
that there is not a necessity for many of these 
pieces. HiU foin- battalions will remain of the 
motniiain artiller_\'. one to be attached to each 
(jf the divisions in the mountaiiious districts ot 
Japan, and this number is considered sufficient 
for the whole of the nineteen divisions which 
constitute the new army of Japan. These four 
battalions will have eighty guns, and be enti-'c- 
ly independent of the field artillery. 

More aLieiition has been given to machine 
guns, and a special corps has been organiiced, 
known as the machine gun cor])s. It had been 
liroposed to arm this corps extensively, and 
plans arc under way for this purpose, but ne- 
cessary retrenchments. o\ving to financial 
conditions, have resulted in delay in arming 
the corps as eNtensi\-ely as the general staft 
wnidd lia\'e wished. It has also been decided 
to suii[)l_v two or three machine guns to all re- 
giments of infantry, and c\-en to cavalry. Dt 
heavy artillery, five brigades have been formed 
since the war with Manchuria. One brigade 
has been stationed at Yokosuka naval station, 
one at Shimono.seki, where the fortification.i 
line the hills that border the Shimonoseld 
Strait, which is the southern entrance to the 
Iidand Sea. and one brigade is div ided between 
\'vr;i and llii'oshima. and the others between 
.Maizura, Sasebo, and l lalcodatc. Of horse ar- 
tillery, one regiment is now attached to eaeli 
division, including the lm])crial (lUards divi- 
sions, making twcnt3'-onc regiments of Ihi.s 
force, and one balloon corps is now also attach- 
ed to each division. Consecpiently the new 
Japanese arnty wilt be heavily gunned. The 
Japanese artillery regiment musters thirty-six 
guns and a brigade is formed of three regi- 
ments. , 

The manoeuvres held last week- in 
the L'tsononiiya district, in thc presence of ihc-^ 
!'jni;eror and his guests, brought into play 
many of the new features of the new Jap,anese 
,-irniy. When the war began with Iviissia, there 
were but twelve divisions and the Imperial 
Guards. As a rcsidt of the les.sons learned 
in the war with Russia, though, the army has 



iiig workshops and factories; and their reports 
have been utilized to add to the knowledge of 
the mechanicians busily perfecting new inven- 
tions in field telegraphy and telephony, in avi- 
ation . etc The engineering corps have been 
trebled, and a similar addition has been made 
to transport corps, while still greater additions 
have been made to the field telephone and tcler 
graph corps. For the first time wireless tele- 
graphy was used ' at the- .mammoth . man- 
oeuvres. The Japanese , are,', hbweyer, not so 
reliant' upon wireless telegraphy ;as,. upon .tele- 
graphy and telephony for com'inu'nications. 
During the Manchurian campaignj the tele- 
phone service was most effective, working 
from a main exchange at headquarters even to 
the "furthest flung battle line." At the siege 
of Port Arthur captive balloons were found ef- 
fective, but at Utsonomiya experiments were 
to be made with dirigible' balloons- and aero- 
planes for reconnaisance.. 

A great dependence was made by the 
Japanese upon cavalry for reconnaissance. The 
cavalry establishment has been raised to eight 
divisions. The Japanese ami}' has been consid- 
ered eminently weak in cavalry, the whole 




been increased, and now has over a million 
men enrolled. The army of Japan holds chiet 
pl^cc in the government of Japan, in fact, its 
chiefs arc greater than the government. 
old niilitarv autocracv, Ironi Sat.-^nina, lb

The rule of 
the military oligarchy is not what U was, how- 
ever, for today there i.-^ a revolt in progress, a 
rebellion of the business men. 'iMiis revolt is 
not yet strong enough to cope witli the ,^atsu- 
ma warriors, tliongh. They niak'e the plans 
for the new army and the goveriiiiient domin- 
ated by them carries >>vA the i)laiis. W hen the 
fai)aiiese arm\' emerged from the war with 
Russia, four divisions stronger than it was at 
the outset, with an addition of a third of its ori- 
ginal strength, excluding the Imperial Guards, 
it was belTeved the gnnvih of militarism would 
stop. But the military rulers had even then 
begun a programme which was to make the 
Japanese army of tomorrow a power in the 
Orient, 

The greatest change is the gre,-il additions 
of infantry and artillery, but notable imi)rove- 
ment.s are in the field coiimuinicalions and in 
aviation. Wit it its usual secrecy. Jajjan has 
been busy, and unlike many 01 her ii;ilions lias 
not advertised. iMilitary officers have been 
busy abroad, searching the brains and ransack- 
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force of the army before the Manchurian cam- 
jKiign consisting of a brigade' or half a division. 
The increase in cavalry is therefore a big one, 
sixlecn-l'old in fact. The Japanese military 
leaders have recognized the inferiority of Jap- 
anese horses for massed cavalry work, and 
steps were begun a few years ago, to breed a 
better c\ais of cavalry horses, as well as to im- 
port many Australian walers. Japanese horses 
though hardy and full of courage, are, small, 
ill-shaped and degenerate, in consequence of 
indiscrintinatO' mating, now. stopped by .legisla- 
tion. Conversations Lhad during fhe 'war with 
Japanese cavalry officers convinced me th.'it no 
one ' -realized the inade(|uacy of the cavalry 
arm-more than they did, and that one of the 
first considerations after the w;ir would be to 
secure its improvement. The lesson <if the 
Russirin cavalry raid:^ on the lines of eoni- 
municalions were not. lost upon the military 
authorities of Japan. It was a matter of com- 



mon consent among military attaches and cor- , 
re.'.pondents that Japanese victQrics could have ^ 
been pressed home to a much greater extent 
had a sufficient amount of cavalry been used. 
It was considered that with regard to cavalry 
the foresight of the Japanese soldiers who had 
planned tile war had been at fault and for!t%.V ' 
mistake a heavy price was paid culminating . 
in 'the inability to reap the fulLfruiis.of the 
victory at Mukclcn. It is undef-stidod-tliat the 
lance may be abandoned. Opinion regarding 
its use, as I remernbcr, was divided. Not only 
was it considered weighty, but was also dif- 
ficult to dispose of for mounted work and _ 
was \ isiblc at too great a distance. The argu- 
ments brought to bear against it hayey j be- , 
lievc, resulted, in the general staff discon- 
tinuiiig its use. .' As" for the sabre, while the 
officers admit that tliey prefer the carbine for 
field service, sentiment will force the continu- 
ance of the use of sabres, for swordsmanship ■ 
is one of the ancient sentiments of Japan. 
The new cavalry brigades will each include de- 
tachments of horse artillery and machine guns 
and will be of a peace strength sufficient to 
take the field complete in every d^tail' after 
eliminating temporarily untrained or inefficient- 
horses aiid non-effective troopers. . 

.'\noihcr feature of the manoeuvres was .- 
the issue of a new rifle firing a bullet of a- 
larger calibre than that-- of the "Pattern of the 
Thirtieth year- of Mciji." The Japanese army 
was first armed with the Murata, invented — 
if an improved combination of Mau.ser and 
Mannlicher can be called an invention — by 
Captain Murata in 188,^. and after the war with 
China this rifle was superseded by the Pattern 
of the Thirtieth Year of i\Ieiji. practically an ' 
imiu-ovcment on the Murata, the distinctive 
feature being the loading of five cartridges in 
a clii). The calibre of the bullet used during • 
the Manchurian campaign was found to be 
insufficient and since the Treaty of Ports- 
mouth, experiments have been conducted with 
a view to the manufacttire of a rifle with bul- 
lets of larger calibre. The rifles have been 
since turned out in ihousands from the Jap- 
anese .-irsenals and the re-arming of the new 
army of Jajjan is just being com])leted. 

Ill the new army — the improved army re- 
modelled in consequence of the lessons of 
the Ru.sso-Japanese war — great changes have 
been made in the general eslablislimeiit. The 
system of service whereby the men served for 
three years Avilh the colors has been changed 
so that they ;ire now engaged for two years. 
This alteration was pro])osed before the war 
with Russia, but many Japanese officials ])ro- 
tested, and these arc now strong in support 
of the change. An obvious effect of the change 
is to greatly increase the potential war 
strength of the army. \Vhere;is under the old 
svstem but one third of the comiilemcnt of a 
division was drafted into the ranks each 3'ear, 
one-half will now be taken, and while .-^3 men 
passed into the reserve when the three year 
rule was in force 50 will now pass, which will 
have the effect of greatly increasing the re- 
serves. 

The conscription system of Japan was re-, 
cently set forth dearly by t,he;,KpkwtnimShim- 
bun of Tokyo as follows: ''Tlife conscription 
system' i.S;mdst satisfactorily enforced in Japan, 
>bnt some- authorities urge that it .should be 
more strictly,. en forced, in order to realize the 
])rineiple of .hatiohal service. They insist up- 
on the narrowing of exceptions in enrolling 
soldiers. Avith a \ iew to maintaining the prin- 
ci|)le up to the m.'irlc. ff exceptions arc al- 
lowed to the rich and learned classes, the 
soldiers enrolled will, chiefly belong to poor 
masses and they mfjy become like hirelings. 
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The complete returns of conscription, for agoS 
arc still tiiiavailable, biit 41,504 out of 551,967" 
men of conscript age were allowed the year 
before the postponement of conscript examina- 
tion. If they had been enlisted without post- 
ponement, they would form the flovyer of the 
army in respect to intellectual and. spiritual 
attainments, --If theyj,;, act;ually^.:enlist« . 
they are, in- schbolsj'^t" will rtot'^ b^ 
them, as military trainiiifj will certainly bene- 
fit them from the physical and other stand- 
points. Some private schools in Japan en- 
deavor to attract students by obtainin|^ favors 
for them in military conscription. ' It is there- 
fore advisable to revise the conscription, i law 
of Japan. . ^ 
,i >"i'hetr«stilt of conscription forms a pano- 
' rainic' view of the national life. The men of 
conscript age are steadily increasing, in pro- 
portion with an increase of the birth rate by 
about half a million per annum. For instance 
the men c.Vamincd for conscriptioii in^ 190S 
were 551.967 against' 425,777 in 1907, being an 
increase of :;i,i97(?). This dispenses with 
anxieties lest the complement of, different di- 
yisions may not be fiiledJn. consequence of an 
increase of divisiotfs. "The men enrolled in 
11908 are ovfer 161,000 for'the active service and 
149,000 for the replacement, besides over 2,000 
for the naval active service and ,■^00 for the 
naval replacement. It m.'ilcf"; - -'-il-of over 
254,000, but is less than one-lialf of the men of 
conscript age. Among those who were allowed 
the postponment of conscript examination last 
year are chiefly students in schools and those 
residing abroad, and those 'missing' come uext 
in order. 

"Those who pass the conscript examina- 
tion are 694 per 1,000 on an average throngh- 
out the country. Though still comparatively 
small in n.umhers, sufferers from trachoma 
and venereal diseases continue to increase. 
Education in Japan has greatly progressed of 
late, b^t 58 out of every 1,000 are still un-, 
educated. Country people nsuallv like to serve 
in the army, but some educated persons in 
cities hesitate to do so. It is thus insisted in 
some . influential sections that it is advisable 
to promote education on the patriotic prin- 
ciple." ■ 

One of the greatest problems with which 
the Japanese army officers have to deal today 
is with the changing morals of the .rank and 
hlc. In war time great consideratiDii. - was . 
given to keeping up the fighting spirit by vari- 
ous eflfects, notably by having talented story- 
tellers tell stirring talcs of oldtinie warriors jn 
the rests in various sections of Manchuria, as 
well as by various diversions. The spread of 
Socialism in the Japanese army is what is giv- 
ing the , military leaders cause for most 
thought. During the past year or two tiierc 
has been more insubordination than was ever 
known in the army of Japan, and the old; 
Spartan methods now causg murmwriings; 
whereas formerly there was patient submisVr 
sion. The deaths and illness causecL by t'life': 
trying conditions of the heavy marches under ' 
heavy marching order during the greatest heat 
of the summer caused insubordination and pro- 
test where formerly the thing would have 
been accepted as a matter of course. The, 
Toyo Kcicai, a Tokyo journal which recently.' . 
disScussed the question, attributed the growth' 
of insubordination on the one hand to the dif- 
fusion of education amongst the soldiers and 
the consequent growth of the spirit of indivi- 
dual rights and self-resiiecl, and, on the other 
hand, to the fact that, despite the growth of tliis 
idea among tiie men, the echication or concep- 
tion of the ofiicers has not quite kept pace witii 
it, so as to sufficiently ajipreciate tlic change 
and to adopt means to meet the needs of the 
situation. The Japan Chronicle in translating 
the Tokyo journal says: "It will be seen that 
while the Tokyo periodical declines to accept 
the view that Socialist ideas have permeated 
the army, it admits tiiat tiie spirit of indivithial 
liberty and personal rights has l)econie \'cry 
evident of late years... .Education and inchis- 
trialism do not consort well with militarism 
and compulsion. Measures such as the na- 
tionalization of the railways and the monopol - 
ization of industries give a lead to a more logi- 
cal Socialism, which can hardly fail to have its 
effect among masses of men with a good deal 
of time on their hands, and pos.sibly, in .=;omc 
cases embittered by harsh treatment. The au - 
thorities encourage the processioning and sake 
drinking, which occurs when men arc di-awn 
in the conscription, but it is well known that 
jirivate banquets and w;irni congratnl<-i- 
tions arc more common among those who es- 
cape. The notion .sedulously cultivated that 
the Japanese enjoys sacrificing two or three of 
the best years of his life at the shrine of mili- 
tary patriotism is now an exploded fiction. 

The army of Japan now ready to take the 
field numbers a million and a quarter of men. 
The twent\'-one divisions each have an cffec- 
li\'e ])eace force a\'craging 6,000 fully trained 
and ecpiipiied men : the first reser\'e includes 
135,000 effective soldiers, and the second, re- 
serve, which like the standing ami}' and first 
reserve, , is. fully armed and trained, totals 280,- 
000. fha supernumery reserve^ of partially 
trained men numbers 300,000, atid added to 
to these are 50,000 men who have served in the 
national army, veterans amenable to a call to 
-the colors, and 250,000 of the national army, 
making a total effective strength of 1,243,000 
men of all arms, the luicleus of a larger army • 
which could be found if needed. 

Under the new arrangement, the Japanese 
army is now divided into three main divisions 
--the active army with its reserves, the super- 
numery reserve and the national army. Every 
Japanese who has reached the age of twenty 
years — in effect, nineteen years, as the Occi-' 
dent measures a man's age— is liable to be 
taken by conscription, if necessary, to serve in 
one of these three branches. The choice is 
made by ballot. This is done every year. 
Young men who draw the lowest numbers 
arc taken for the active army, those v.dio draw 
the next 'owest join the supcrnumcary reserve 
and the rest go to the national army. Those 



who join the active army serve two — it was 
formerly three — years with the colors, and 
then pass into the first reserve for four and 
one-third years, and then go into the second 
reserve for ten years. On the completion ot 
this 0ryice,^Vthey ,go to the natiohaljartiivr^

The supernumerv 
reserVfe^st-^given three months' preliminary 
training on joining, and drilled once every se- 
cond year, and on mo])ilization of the troops 
for active service, this reserve is taken for gar- 
rison duty and depot service, and is drawn up- 
on to, relieve casualties in the fighting line. 
' ThC: .naUqnal i aririy, is composed of men., who 
have completediseryice in the reserves and arc 
liable to be calledmp^^sis a last resort. 

The conscriptiori". i5ervice was inaugurated 
in 1873. For seven centuries, extending from 
the abolition of feudalism in 1867, military ser- 
vice was an exclusive privilege of the samurai, 
and with the restoration of the Em[)eror, after 
. the defeat of the Shoguns, the privilege was 
, converted intp, a duty to which the young men 
had to attend on reaching their majority. Field 
Marslijil 'Oyama was sent'in 1884 to make an 
investigation of tlfe military systems of the 
nations of Europe, and he decided in favor of 
copying the German s\'stem, : The late Gen- 
eral Meckel was brought to Japan in 1885, as 
advisor and tutor to Japan's new army, remod- 
elled after the war with China, and again, now, 
in consequence of the lessons of the Manchuri- 
an campaign. General Meckel organized the 
conscpiption similarly to the German basis, but 
soon many amendments were made. The ex- 
emptions allowed by the Japanese government 
now are when parents are judged incompe- 
tent to supporc themselves without a son's 
help, and students and absentees are allowed 
postponement of service. Emigrants, who 
liavc gone to America, when they reach the 
age of thirty-seven arc immime, but those in 
Asiatic countries are called itpon when needed. 
Students are eni^olled, and their time at school 
counts, in .thei.event of ^ their being drawn in 
■conscription." TKe rich have another outlet. 
They can become one-year volunteers. After 
a year's service in barracksj at their own ex- 
pense, the}^ are placed in the reserves. Teach- 
ers at scltool arc given a privilege of passing 
six weeks in training, and arc then placed in 
thereserve. 

The army is now under the command of 
General Baron Oku, who succeeded the late 
General Baron JCodama, who died after the 
war with Russia. ! General. 0ku, as'chief of the 
general staff, reportsvto.-the supreme military 
cpuncily-consisting pfc^Mars'hal Marquis ; Yama- 
gata,"'-Marshai"Marquit Oyama, General/and 
Admiral Viscount Ito^- which council looks in 
turn to the supreme council of war, which is 
constituted of the following: ISIarshal iNIarqius 
Yamagata,-; Marshal Marquis Oy;una, Eieut.-, 
General Torauchi, minister of war; Vice-Ad-' 
miral Saito, minister of the navy; Admiral 
Togo, General Baron Kuroki, General Baron 
Oku, Admiral Baron Inouye, H.I.II.

The'! gferieral staff :"has. npt ii'een' idle since 
the war with Russia.-' 'Not bhly has the reor- 
ganization of the forces a:nd -the additions of 
various, branches, the re-arming and improve- 
ment of some arms been done,, but new arsen- 
als have been added, and several new schemes 
of home fortifications begun. The most im- 
portant of the new fortifications are those 
commanding the _Formqsan^^^^^ aiul pro- 
tecting the base established in South Formosa, 
at the Tsuritg'a Strait, the entrance to the Sta 
of Japan from the Pacific, and the improve- 
ment of Shimonoseki Strait defences. The 
Onngo Channel, where entry is, gained to the 
Inland Sea from the Pacific is also being forti- 
fied extensively, and forts are contemplated 
for Nasainpo, a strategical point on the south- 
ern coast of Korea, on the Tsushima Straits, 
where Admiral Toga made his base while 
awaiting the Baltic squadron. The improve- 
ment of the Tsuruga Strait fortifications were 
shown to be necessary during the war with 
Russia. It was shown that an enemy could 
negotiate the Strait, The defences prior to 
tile war consisted of batteries of heavy guns on 
Gagyu Mountain, near 1 lakodate, . .and the 
posting of a torpedo squariron at Omomato, 
h'or torpedo defences, particularly in narrow 
waterways, a newly invented torpedo, which 
has three times the speed of the ordinery tor- 
pedo, has been adopted. This torpedo, invent- 
ed by an engineer at the Kurc naval yard, was 
tried there in June, 1907, and accomplished 
3,000 metrc.s at a speed of thirty-eight knots 
an horn-. 'Phe .shore fortifications under the 
new scheme will be manned by the newly- 
formed brigades of iieavy artillery. 

-Many other imi)rovciiicnts arc' being made, 
sn J;q)ancsc iriends informed me, but the usual 
secrecy of the war department screens the de-

Kmger^s Ultimatum

Of all the. improbable occurrences that 
'could ever actually happen in the v/orld, the 
forthcoming openiiig by. the Prince of Wales of 
the first parliament of the Union' of South Afri- 
ca is probably the- least likely to have been 
foreseen ten years ago.';- It is on such an oc- 
casion as the anniversary, of the delivery of 
President Kruger's famous challenge, that the 
strangeness of our Imperial growth in South 
Africa is once more forced upon our notice, 
and it is perhaps worth while to retrace, in a 
iew brief paragraphs, the story of the ullima- 
tiifn launched by the Transvaal govcrmncnt, to 
which, in no indirect.. manner, is due the pre- 
sent Corifedera'tion of the Cape. Withbut go- 
ing as iir bac.k into the mists of history as is 
sometirhes- done by recent historians, it must 
be borne in mind that up to the year 1896, the 
cleavage between the two white races in South 
Africa had yearlj^ been becoming more pro- 
nounced. There was bitterness on both sides, 
and on both sides contempt. The Boer resist- 
ed the never-ending encroachment on the part 
of the Englishman, which year after year had 
driven the unsophisticated Dutch settler farth- 
er and yet farther north in his desire to find a 
permanent resting-place for the sole of his foot, 
lie yearned for some spacious grazing upland 
across which his flocks and herds might roam 
.and fatten in peace, and over which — at those 
ten-mile intervals so dear to the Boer race — 
there mi^ht rise beside some trickling stream 
or precarious dam, those poplar-guarcled farm- 
steads in which these sturdy exiles love to lead 
a lonely and patriarchial life. At last their 
ever-retreating wagons reached the Orange 
Free State and the Transvaal, and the Boers 
believed for a while that their desire had been 
attained. Safe both from the grasping world- 
liness and impetuous activity of the English- 
man, they could, they thought, here take up a 
nal habitation, and, free from the disturbances 
of civilization and modern life, relapse into that 
stern and semi-barbaric Puritan life which, in 
a curious and half-dpfined way, stood in thiPr 
minds for holiness. ■ 

Kaciai .Friction. 

Here and there, of course, some few of the 
English were to be found in their midst. But 
there was no attempt to coalesce with them. 
Ilospitalit)', indeed, awaited the traveller, but 
there was little countenance to the resident. 
Not without some reason, these stout and nar- 
row-minded Ironsides suspected the ungodli- 
ness of these wagrom Britishers in their coun- 
tryj who had, indeed, in some cases left Bri- 
taiii* because they had fiiade the Home Country 
too hot to hold them/jarid in nearly jevery in-/, 
stance had trekked' nbVth mere"lj!^ -'t&'' enriclr! 
themselves as speedily'as possible, at the cost ' 
of the Boers. The two races lived side by 
side ; the one ill-educated, bigoted and dour, 
but strong and permanent in blood; the other 
endowed with a far higher standard of intel- 
lectual and administrative power, but often 
largely wanting in the solid qualities which the 
Boers regarded, and probably ' still regard, as 
the only virtues that really count. The large- 
minded and responsible men for whom the fu- 
ture was waiting, had "hot yet taken part in 
the playing of the great game.' Year after year 
passed, but no rapprochement took place be- 
tween the two races. Then came Mauba." The 
Boers made good their i>osition, and drew a 
ring-fence of political cxclusiveness round their 
borders.^ The centre of South Africa was to 
be a semi-religious republic, composed of Dutch 
burghers. There was no room for the Eng- 
■ Hshraan, and no rights of any kind for him, un- 
less he renounced his allegiance to the Queen. 
He was not wanted, and he was made to feel 
it. 

The position was galling to the small Bri- 
tish population in the two republics, but the 
general attitude of the home authorities was 
indifferent. If a man chose to go where he was 
not wanted, he must expect such treatment: 
and perhaps this argument was reasonable in 
the old pastoral days. But the day of trouble 
was coming. Gold was found iti the Witwat- 
ersrand. Hot upon the news of the discovery 
followed the usual flood of quick-witted and of- 
ten unscrupulous adventurers. The issues 
suddenly became gigantic. The world's need 
for gold dominated the position. A huge in- 
dustrial centre grew n|), and the business of 
mining gradually organizer! itself. After a 
jeunesse oragcuse it settled down into a seri- 
ous, business. But the antagonism between 
Boer and Uitlander only deepened. At last it 
became a hand-to-hand stru.gglc, conducted at 
first by superstition and ignorance on the one 
hand, and too often by a dexterous use of 
money on the other, I'retoria the uidettered 
exacted — Johannesburg, the over-astute pro- 
tested and p;ii(l. Ke:d jDoliiical progress be- 
came impossible, and between the two, the .so- 
ber and patient workers of South Africa, upon 
whom the real future always rested, seemed 
little likely to realize the dream of that splen- 
did and fraternal Union which had never been 
entirely, absent from their minds. 

In a flash the situation changed. On the 
last night of 1895, Jameson flung himself across 
the Transvaal border with .|8o badly equijiped 
men. The irrui)lioii itself was (|nickly stamp- 
ed out, and would, perhaps, have been of no 
great importance had not the German Emper- 
or, in an imwatchful moment, set afire the fer- 
ments which ha\'e convulsed I'Uirope during 
the past decade by an incautious telegram to a 
semi-independent president in South Africa; 
Man does what he is ordained to do, and the 
Kaiser, though he would willingly have recal- ; 
led, and actually did his best to c.Kplain awa}--, 
his tactless congratulations, set moving new 
and mighty forces, the ultimate effect of which 
our grandsons may still be watching when they 
die. 



On Sept. 21, 1899, the real intentions of the 
g^ovcrnments of the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State Free State were revealed in a des- 
patch from Mr. Reitz, in which, among other . 
conditions precedent of further nego- 
tiations as to the franchise, there was^ inserted, 
with apparent carelessness, one explicitly de- 
manding that Great Britain should insist no 
ftn-ther on her suzerainty. The phrase actu- 
ally used was "on her assertion, of the existence 
of suzerainty," The phrasing of the condition 
and the spirit that underla_y that phrasing, were 
eminentl}^ characteristic of 'the spirit in which 
the Boers conducted these negotiations. Of 
course, the inser|i.qn 'of thi$ clavi^e.-made it Im- 
possible for the '■•British' 'ancl'"Soiith -African 
.governments to come to terms. On Aug. 26, 
Mr. Chandjcrlain'took the opportunity, offered 
by the presence of some hundreds of Birming- 
ham people in his .gardens at Highbury, to ut- 
ter a last solemn warning to the Transvaal 
government. To those who knew the Boers 
this meant war, and it could niean, nothing 
else, "The.. sands are;r/unning "clown in the 
glass." The writer,\vh6 was staying at High- 
bur}^ for the week-end, well remenibcrs the 
scene. Mr. Chamberhiin's audience was curi- 
ously composed, and scarcely that which might 
have been expected from the gravity of the oc- 
casfon. There were present none of the influ- 
ential inhabitants of Birmingham. Mr. Cham- 
berlain had opened his grounds to the old men 
"and elderly women of the poorer class in one 
of the adjacent wards of Birmingham, The 
latter had brought with them their children, or 
rathei^' their grandchildren, and while Mr. 
Chamberlain si)oke from a grassy slope at one 
end of the tennis lawn, children were playing 
and prattling on the grass at his feet. 

The clouds were massing heavily in the 
South African sky, but still President Kruger, 
an unconscious instrument of Providence, 
hardened his heart and refused, except on terms 
that were inadmissable, to let the sojourners in 
his country enjoy even a vestige of the parlia- 
mentary representation that modern, constitu- 
tionalism demanded as their barest right. Now 
and again some specious promise was, indeed, 
made by the Boer Government in order to 
gain time, but war was from the first a fore- 
gone conclusion, though up to the very last 
moment hopes of a pacific issue were enter- 
tained even b}^ so shrewd a judge as Cecil 
Rhodes. At last Sir Alfred Milner, the High 
Commissioner of South .Africa, after exhaust- 
ing every possible mean^ of conciliaton, 
warned the Government'.at home that further., 
•dilatoriness would spell ruin for the Cape in, 
almost as large characters as open war, and 
ultimately one last despatch from London 
practically left the final decision in the hands 
of the Dutch Republics. While it was being 
considered, Mr. Hofmeyr, the head of the Afri- 
kanders in Cape Colony, sent a famous tele- 
gram to the Transvaal, urging submission. Its 
terms were at once a confession and a \varniiig. 
"Mind, wai- will probably have a fatal' effect 
on Transvaal, Free State and. Cipe" Afrikander 
parly." it is curious to 'look tiack'upon this 
period of suspense. Everyone concerned real- 
ized that tremendous issues depended upon 
the aiiswcr to be given by the Republics. 
Causes of the War 

The dispute was entirel}' a matter between 
the South African Republic and ourselves. 
The Orange Free State merely joined their 
kinsmen out of loyalty. The claims of the 
Uitlandcrs to some share in the administra- 
tion of (he Transvaal revenue — of which, it 
must be remembered, they provided some 
four-fifths — was the opportunity, if it was not 
the deepest cause. Future historians will 
probaldy regard as tlie spark that fired the 
train the andjitious dream of a few hot-headed 
yonng Boers and Hollanders in the service of 
the Transvaal to found a Dutch confederation 
of South Africa. But the train had been laid 
by others. The relations between England 
and the Transvaal were bound eventually to 
result in disaster. Entirely exempt from our 
interference jn purely internal affairs, the 
South African Republic had surrendered the 
ultimate control of her foreign affairs to Great 
Britain. But, unless the unusual relations that 
exist between, say. Canada and England are 
present, it is practically impossible to obtain 
perfect freedom for internal development, 
without having at the same time a free hand 
in foreign relations also. This the South Afri- 
can Dutchman saw well enough. . But in his 
wildest dream no man, cither on the side of 
the Republics, or, indeed, on that of Great 
r.ritain, could have foreseen the s|)leiulid .goal 
that awaited both condxilants in the stru.gglc. 
By war and by war alone could there have been 
secured, ntit, indeed, the mere temporarv 
claims put forward on either side, but the 
widest aspirations of all those whu looked for- 
ward to a full, free, and federated South 
Africa. 

The Ultimatum 
Before the final despatch was sent from 
Pretoria, President Kruger, in a private tele- 
.gram, characterized the requests of the^ Brit- 
ish Govenmient as "extravagant and brutal." 
Tl.ere was evidently to be no yielding on the 
side of the Dutch. ()n Se])tendier 26 an ulti- 
mrituni was framed by the Transvaal Govern- 
ment, ;isscrting in tlie crudest manner that war 
would be presumed to exist unless the British 
Government would undertake, within forty- 
eight hours, to withdraw troops on the border."; 
of the Republic and return all reinforcements 
which mi.ght have landed in South Africa since 
June I. The B(3er commandos were called out, 
and positions on the Natal frontier were oc- 
cuiMed. The President of the Orange Free 
State at the same time intimated to the British 
Government that his State would act with the 
Transvaal \>^haie.ver -the jssue of the negotia- 
tion's might be. Protests from Cape Town 
were useless to modify the temper that was 
shown in Pretoria. With one or two conspic- 
uous exceptions Cape Colony awaited the is- 
sue in dubious silence. There was a general 
feeling among the Afrikander party in the Old 
Colony that, however great their uneasiness 



now, and however seriously they questioned 
Kruger's wisdom in forcing the situation, they 
had conmiittcd themselves tpo' deeply to the ; 
Dutjh South Africa polity'rfo counsel the Re- 
.publics very strongly against 'the very step2_ 
Which, of course, had been postulated as even- ' 
tiially necessary by every movement in the' 
common game. During these last momentous 
days, mobiliz.ition of the forces of both Re- 
publics was ordered. Ten thousand men, un- 
der General Joubert, the hero of Majuba Hill 
in 1881, awaited orders to carry war into 
Natal, ami elsewhere there was equally , bitsyj 
preparation for a' stubborn fight. The famous^ 
ultimatum, though -;lpng;: i^^ and long- 

threatened, was delayed' day after day. Per- 
haps the Boers' were glad of a fev/ extra days 
for completing their somewhat nebulous mili- 
tar}' or.gainzation, and an excuse for delay was 
offered by the alleged non-appearance of a 
further and quite unnecessary despatch from 
the British Government, ^ 

But the delay proved to be of even greater 
importance to ourseh'es. just as on another' 
occasion a famous politician "forgot Goschen," 
so Kru.gcr and hi§ advisers on this • occasion ^ 
"forgot India." There' is not in the world: ant 
or.ganization of its. Size SO instantly rcady^and^ 
so perennially complete for aggressive of 'de- ' 
fensivc nnlitar.y purposes as the Indian army. 
.Strange as it may seem, the possibility of re- 
inforcing the troojjs in Natal from Bombay 
had not occurred to the Boers. But Lord Cur- 
zon, acting with characteristic promptitude 
and strength, threw a division a^once across 
the Indian Ocean, and.,by October 8 the men 
who were destined to become the defenders of 
Ladysrnith and — though as yet they hardly 
understood their all-important role — the sav- 
iours of the future of South Africa, were 
crowding down the gangways of the Indian 
marine vesels on to Durban quays fit for war, 
splendidly disciplined and perfectlj' ef]uippcd. 
Ladysmith was^ entered next day, and some 
of the new troops were -at once pushed for- 
.ward: towards the threateiied northern frontier 
^fNatal. ^ ■ , 

^ .Outbreak oif 'War^ 

At five o'clock on the 'afternoon of October 
9 the long-delayed ultimatum 'of President 
Kruger was formally received by Mr, Greene, 
the British A.gent in ]*retoria. There was no 
possible question as to the reply. Mr. Greene 
asked at once for his passports, and war in 
fact, if not in theory, began as his train 
steamed out southwards towards Cape Town, 

iFpr President Steyn did not even wait for the 
conclusion .of the time demanded by his broth- 
er President. The officer of an Orange Free 
State commando' seized a train belonging to 

•the Natal Government on'the afternoon of the 
loth. But the actual moment when the fort} - 
eight hours of "grace" expired English both 
at home and in South Africa awaited. Few 

■ then realized the tremendous strain that would 
he placed upon our resources by this appar- 
ently insignificant little war. High . and low 
alike expected that four pr-fiye months would 
see the sfi-uggle finished, and" the' detefniina- 
tion of the Government to vindicate our Im-- 
perial rights was hailed by every one, with- 
out distiriction of party. At five o'clock on 
the afternoon of the nth the scene in the 
Stock Exchange in London as the clock hand 
made its way slowly to the fateful point rather 
resembled pandemonium than a gathering ol 
shrewd and worldly financiers.. Fiye o'clock 
struck, and, with a curious sense of awe mjii- 
gled with relief. Great Britain realized that 
what had for long been inevitable had aptually 
come to pass, and that therair in SouthrAfrlca 
was at last to be cleared by the stern drbitra- 
ment of war. 

Looking back to those troubled days the 
thought that inti-udes itself is that both Brit- 
ish and Boer were always unconsciously work- 
ing out the best of all possible issues for South 
Africa. It may be said that no other country 
than ourselves would have, or perhaps could 
have, dared to give to a conquered country the 
supreme gift of autonomy within- the space of 
ten years from the date of its conquest. But 
herein our intuitive wisdom — blind and un- 
imaginative perhaps, but none the less unerr- 
ing — showed itself. ^Ve are not afraid to trust 
the new peoples committed to our charge. All 
through the long months of warfare we were 
one with them in .sympathy, though we in- 
tended still to direct the methods and the di- 
rection of their growth, so that South Africa 
should in. due time take her destined place as 
a noble addition to the Five Nations of fhe 
Empire. Other nations have conquered but 
have annexed the soil only. We have won 
and we have annexed the very souls nad spirits 
(if our late Iocs, it is a secret that wc possess 
and that no other I'ower that has ever lived 
has ever entirel\- shared with ns. And not the 
least quality of its puisance is that in some 
dark way that vve can , neither describe" 'hor 
even wholly realize ourselves we -make of a 
bitter and stnl)born war a matter of which the 
memory is cherished as keenly by the van- 
quished as by the victors,

MISCBLiLANYi-- 

"Swank" is really a good old F'nglish coun- 
try word of whose accjuaintance nobody need 
'be ashamed, although it also happens to have 
sprung quite lately into tcMnporary ])0))ularily 
as slang. It exists as a dialect word in the 
.Midl.ands and South and the West Country, 
in all its modern slang meanings. These are, 
as defined in the Dialect Dictionary, first,_ to 
strut conseqiienti'ally, to swagger, and, sec- 
ondly, to work in a slow, lazy fashion, to idle. 
One of the instances cited is dated i8oy, but 
we may be sure "that a dialect wnrd so wide- 
spread is about as old as the language. Tlie 
w-ord may he said to have a third meaning in 
])resenl-d;i\- slang — something Ijctwecn "rot- 
tin.g" and "ragging," as a public schoolbo)' 
would say. "Swanking" in this sense is de- 
fined by the Dialect Dictionary as "pretence, 
shamming, fooling," and is illustrated by a 
quotation from the "Manchester Guardian" of 
l^eceniher 5, 1900, page column 8: "Smith 
picked i\p a piece of ]-)aper and attempted to 
light il, but did not do so. The deceased said, 
'.Xoiie of }-oiir sw^aiikiiig, Siiiilh, you can light 
it well enou.gli.' ' One wonders •\vl)al the rest 
of the story was— tra.gedy, it would seem. 

"Huffy," another word used in the evi- 
dence in the same case (wdiich seems to have 
run lo slang a good deal) is also a word of 
respectable antecedents. .B.unyan ased it in 
excictly its modern ' serisep-"His nafufal" tem- 
I'er was to be surly ^•■huffy, and rugged, and 
worse." "Huff," •vvith'its derivatives, seems to 
have made its appearance in the language late 
in the si.xleenih ce^itiiry. so that when Munyaii 
used it it was already at least 100 years old. 
The word is evidently, as the .Xew ICnglish 
Dictionary rather elaborately expresses it, 
■'.'imitative of the soimdjof <• a blast of, 'air 
through- an .orifice,'''* and'" the .meaning fottiid 
its.Avay.'from puffing and blowing, as it were, 
through bliist^ritig',''- to -its i final ■ aiid modern 
meaning, "a suddeti gust of angv^r!" '.'Nowt,'' 
of course, is just the Lancashire form of 
"naught" or "naughty," and means bad-teni- 
jK'red. "Masher." to clear up the slang in this 
'\i-vy slan.gy case, is an .Americanism of un- 
known history, which got into English about a 
quarter of a century ago, and is now happily 
disappearing from pity In-; public-qschpplbpy's 
.^larig, b'y' the way^;'the word "swank?' ;.iias':,br 
had a very different meanin.g from that' given 
above. It meant lo work hard, and a "swan- 
ker,"' or "swinkcr," was a hard-working stu- 
dent. This is obviously the old haiglish "swin- 
caii," to labour, which still survives as 
"swiiik'' in Scotland, Yorkshire and some other 
districts. In both senses it is equally an in- 
stance of the antiquity of most slang. 



The "strange will" proved in London the 
other day, of the Comtessc d'.Augigny d'.Assy, 
who left directions that her heart should be 
buried separately from her body, is not really 
so \ cry eccentric, even by modern standards. 
Though not common, this custom has never 
quite died out. Only a few years a,go the 
heart of the late Lord ]^)Ute was buried in the 
llolv Land. Daniel CVConners body was 
1,-dcen to Ireland from Genoa, where he died, 
and buried in Cdasne\-in Cemetery, Dublin, 
r.ut his embalmed heart, by !iis own dircc- 
t-.ons. was buried with iini)osiug solemnities 
in the Cluircli of St. .Agatha at Rome. 

Heart burial is said to have originated at 
the time of the Crusades, when the difficulty 
of bringing the Imdy of a dead Crusader to his 
own country was too great to be feasilile ex- 
cept in the rarest cases. The boily of Louis 
IX. of France, for instance, who died at Car- 
Iha.ge, is said to lie at .Monreale, in Sicily, but 
liis heart was finally talceii to Paris. The be.st 
kiKjwn inediaexal instance of this cusUmi i> 
that 01 Riibert liruce, who entrusted his heart 
to his companion, the Black Douglas, for bur- 
ial in ihe Holy Land. Douglas died on his 
Avay there fighting against the Moors in 
Spain, and Bruce's heart was brought back to 
Scotland with the body of Douglas and inter- 
red with it in Melrose .Abbey. Henri Ouatre 
of I'Tance. too, directed that his heart should 
be buried sejiaratel.N- from his body, hecpieath- 
ing it to the Church of the Jesuit College of 
La Flechc.

The bronzed wanderers of the tropics tell 
yptv that the, San Bias natives are- the.^vipnlyji 
uiicotiqitered tribe of red men in moi:lern 'his-i 
tory. Ncverj'have they bent the knee of 
homage to a fpe.'^ Only a dozen miles from 
civilizatioii, never have they ackno\vledged the 
yok-e of 'the white man, maintaining alvvays a . 
bnllct-empliasixctl defiance. 

Skirling that wilderness territor}' which 
they call their own, the San Bias braves early 
in. the days of the Spaniards drew a deadyliiie> 
Armed sentries were po.sted through its win^-" 
ings to halt the invader with a warning or a. 
bullet. Never have they been'withdriawn. • It , 
is a tradition of the isthmus that a white man 
has never remained alive in the San Bias ter- ' 
ritory without an Iiulian escort. 

In appearance, the San Bias nati\'e is the 
absurd opposite of his martial reputation. He ■ 
is seldrnn over a squat live feet in height, 
wooden-faced, wooden-jointed, slow of speech, 
slow of action, with stolid eyes dropped va- 
cantly, to the pust.

Later, T found that the effort is always so. The 
.San Bias Indian has never broken the rule of 
silence. 

In the smok-ing-room comradeship of the 
steamer, I chanced to meet the white man wdio 
has probed deepest into the secrets of the vSan 
Bias wilderness — who has the name of having 
rubbed elbows Avith death in" nioi*e disguises . 
and from closer angles than any.other man in 
bullec-humming Panama. 

.And yet for days my shipboard di.gest of 
him placed him as a harmless botanist or mis- 
sionary. There was nothing in the man or in 
the name to show that he had wrested a dozen 
fortunes from the jun.gle. 'or that he had 
tramped daily and bunked nightly with death 
in doing so. Can you ])icture Joe Black— niiit- ' 
ing engineer, gold prospector, Indian fighter — 
in the slibrt, soft-voiced, diffident man, with a 
slow, shy smile, 111 uch given to corner dream- 
ing, a hesitating, retiring figiire in his felt hat. 
of Quaker breadth, precisely litting suit, and 
low-cut, lay-down collar? 

AVhilc the gray twilight shadows were 
sli|jpin,g over the deck one evening, he wisl- 
fiill\' unrolled a crumpled, long-packed Con-,.; 
federate flag. Rather thatj lower it. after ^Ap;-{,;' 
pomattox, his 'father had gathered his war-, 
thinned family and made a new home on.V. 
- Mexican soil. _ Caressed by the silken folds';^ 
was the much-thummcd photograph of a young ' 
woman. The smiling features were those of ' 
an Aztec princess, descendant of the conquered 
Alonlezuma, who rules today the jun.glc-stir- 
vivors of the iierishcd nation, huddled in the 
eastern mountain fringe of .Mexico. It \vas 
not until our last evening that I found she was 
his wife. What story throbs behind that 
strangely mated union I never knew,; "Vyiieit; 
I left him in the Jamaican moonlight, he -was , 
buried with his thoughts and his romance, star- 
in,g silenll.x^ out over the silver waves. 

It was Black who told mc of the wilderness 
.gold of the San Bias country, less than a score, 
of miles from the canal, which for centuries has;,' 
mocked the white- man's greed. '; ,,f. 

"Six months" ago, I sent an exploring party', 
into the San Bias gold, belt," said' Black, iab-; 
ruptly, as his restless hands; lpcke;d,th ehisielve 
over his knee. "Six weeks ago, 'my "ineii came 
back to me, ragged skeletons. Two of them 
were liminii.g with bullet wounds. Twice they 
had fallen into the hands of the Indians. On 
the first occasion they were marched out of the 
country at the ]ioint of a rille. On the second 
they were bundled into a canoe and set adrift 
in the Atlantic — without oars. If they had 
been caught a third time it would have meant 
death. 

"Did they go back?" ' 

l:!!ack looked at mc wonderingly. "Of 
course; they were American engineers — and , 
their work wasn't done. 

He si])ped his cola thou,glilfully. 

The little man across the table nodded 
siinpl}-. "The richest placer gold found in 
Central .America lor years. Millions in it, 
probably — just beyqud our reach." 

"You mean — " 

"On the map, two inches will take you from . 
Panama to Yeiiezuela.. As a matter of dis- 
agreeable fact; 40b 'or 500 miles of unknown 
jungle lie between the canal zone and South 
Americ.'i. The .San lilas natives live at the 
ed.ge. If they are attacked, they would retreat 
into a -svilderness which a white rnan has never 
traversed. To conquer them would mean the 
loss of 4,000 or 5,000 lives — on the part of the 
coiujucrors. In the meantime the Indians are 
master.s of the gold sujiply." 

When Black spoke again, it was to utter a 
prophecy in that curiously grave voice of his: 
".Some day. one of the greatest gold fields on' 
tlui. globe will be found in the Central .Ameri- 
can jungle" — he ])aused with a strange smiie; 
"but the man Avho finds it will i)robably leave 
his hones on the spot ! If I were free — " 

But he didn't iiiiisli the sentence. The 
blank was more eloquent than words. .| 
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Tlic gulls were drifting' up the main wiicu 
wc crcisscd ilic wot sands towards the lieacon- 
crownod islet, the smallest of tiie three 
islands of Hilhre, but the tide had not yet 
begun to fill tiie two shallow gutters which 
are 'seldoiTi; enipti.cd of ; water. Away seaward 
. a -nhe of' fdarii Jiiarke'd tli'e advancing waters 
,«,,\yhi'cli were hrcak-ing on the l^ast I foyle, and 
.'■'it the'rcd and black buoys began to lean over 
towards the land in Milbrc Swash; the big 
tide was coming, Init there was time to cross 
comfortabl}' from the mainlaiul. Borcfooted 
■•imateur cocklers trudged back to West 
Kirby, and two visitors to the little colony on 
'.Hilbre;. raced, knee-deep, through the rapidly 
'fillirir^ gutter between the two larger islands, 
'.;aiid Ave were left in sole possesion of the turf- 
^fowh 'sandstone rock of the Eye. Then tlie 
sport began. 

Our weapons, no deadlier than field-glass 
and telesco]3e were at hand : our coats, for- 
tunately nnnecessar}-, were spread i)eki\v a 
sandy rampart. Then we peeped over the 
bank -and levelled glasses on the nois}' crowds 
which, were lining the ever-swelling Swash. 
The.' oyster-catcher, better known to Dec fish- 
ermen as the sea-pie, has a single note de- 
scribed as "jicep" or "keep" in books, which 
is shortened to a sharp angry "pic" when the 
bird is disturbed on its breeding-ground. When 
twenty or thirty of these beautiful black and 
white birds fl}- ])ast, calling in hannou)', the 
comiiincd peeps are ver}- musical, l)nt feelile 
and of little interest compared with 
); -thc' concert of three or four hundred 
"individuals singing together over their 
meal on the etlge of the tide. No word-picture 
can adec|uately describe the thrilling music of 
, the sand-banks; the curlew's wild, clear call, 
the triple note of the whimljrel, the shai-p 
bark of the godwit, the lifpiid whistle of the 
grey ])lover, the purr of the dunlin, and the 
call of the redshank were mingled continually 
ffAyith the music of the sea-pies, whilst the 
' laugh of herring gulls and the rook-like com- 
]ilaints of black-heads introduced liarslier 
though not discordant notes, lloui" after hour 
the sounds swelled or died down, but the 
birds were never silent; the difficulty was to 
]jick out the cries of individuals 

High tides in October are perhaps the best 
of the year from the bird watcher's jjoint of 
view, for the hosts from the iioi'tli ha\-e ar- 
rived, and the majority of the birds, though 
inany come for the winter, are of double pas- 
"sgp'e^ here for a few weeks in aulunin and 
spring, but in winter far away to the south, 
aiid'in summer on remote breeding .grounds in 
the far north. Many of the various species — 
countless thousands of individuals-- only ar- 
rived late in Scptendier, and some had not 
been noticed before in Ihe di-^trict. but a 
greater tide llt;iu that which was fast sur- 
rounding US was steadily flowing vsouth ; the 
tide of migrants sweejjs along our shores, 
narked by a marvelous increase in October of 
birds' which seldom or never nest within the 
liniits of our islands. 

A few yards away, on the red rock, a sin- 
gle knot, grey-liacked. black-billed, and olivc- 
h'ggcd. was dozing unci )ucerncdly. and siiortly 
fift\- or si.\l\- iif these birds, which puz/Ied 
the ziiologisl fn r.-(i uiaiiv _vears. swept past, a 
grev ])art)-. Then a small army, how many 
hundreds who can tell? alighted' on 'the sand 
and ran in a close grey little cloud along the 
edge of the waiter, calling their sharp little 
note. "knut. knuf." Fanciful writers connect- 
ed the bird which wades and runs back from 
the advancing waves, with the tradition of 
Camite. but the longshoremen who first gave 
tlie Ivuol its name knew nu.'re .about its note 
th«n Camden or l-)r;iylon. and perhaps h;id 
never heard of King Canute. The knots, fresh 
from the north, were in great force, tiiough 
not so plentiful as the pies. Curlews, easily ' 
- distinguished by their note and size from the 
Avhimbrels constant!)'' passed in little parties, 
Mheir long, surved bills outlined against the 
skies; as the water covered banic after banic 
tbcy gathered on the grass of Little llilhre, 
until at high water the to]) of the isl.and was 
grev with their crowded r.iasses. Im-mih the 
f^_\'e it look-ed ;is if the grass was occupied by 
a flock of diiiiinutivc brown sheep, or as if 
some \ tdcanic ui)heaval had strewn the island 
Avith brown stones. 

When the .'^and-brovvncd water lapped the 
red ' rocks below us the sea-pies began to 
settle: first ;i single bird and then ;t score, 
then a biundred or more would aliglii upon 
the rock's, crowding the others into the inflow- 
ing waves. Then nearl\- ;!!!. !!ervous because 
of our i)reseiue, woind take wing and wheel 
round and round the islet, only to alight again 
with much clamor a few iTioments later, or 
be joined by a fresh lot which had been swept 
of tlie fast-vanishing Red Xoses. With them 
came the bar-tailed godwits. barking as they 
flew, looking lik'C straight billed whimbrcls 
until ihev passed near by. Then one could see 
the slig!itl\' nptin'ued bills of those which 
came near or settled with the pies, and note 
how they jump out of the waves on to the 
dry rock; the sea-pics often allowed them- 
seivcs to be washed off and swam easily, 
though we read that the bird only swims when 
wounded. Party after party of these north- 
ern-birds, which though common iast autumn 
and \vinter were h.irdly seen tw'o years agij, 
s<"> capricious are their \-isits, sv.um.g roimd the 
]'.\-e and j)assed on up the ri\'ei- or ci'ossed to 
J.ittle llilbre. With one lut came fi\e much 
r,arer birds, whiidi by their Larger si/e and 
longer, ilarker legs, as well as by their note 
.-ni(i the colour of their tails, were fasily dis- 
tingui.sliablc 'as tlie ver}' occasional visitors, 
black-tailed godwits. This is one of .the spe- 
cies which, is known as a lost British bird, for 



little more than fifty years ago it nested in 
small numbers in the eastern counties: now it 
is only known as a rare visitor on migration. 
The five birds separated from their more 
abundant relatives, and swung round and 
round us, but unfortunately did not settle. On 
the same day, I learhf later,- 'a keen 'observer 
was watching one feeding on the beach at 
Hbylake. ■ 

Fcu^ wader notes are more beautiful than 
the liquid "tluieh" of the grey ploVcr.'known 
to the coastwise gunners b}' the more expres- 
sive name of silver plover, distinguishing it 
from the golden plover and the lapwing, wliich 
to them is always the green plover. Far up 
on the marshes green and golden plovers are 
abundant, but here tbe silver plover is the 
representative of this group. One or two small 
"wings" passed, but no bird s.ettled; the silver 
plover, even in winter dress, is one of the 
most beautiful of our many waders, 

'/\way over l.,ittle Hilbre great flocks of 
dimlins and other small waders— "little birds" 
the shooters call them— -flashed in the sun as 
they wheeled and e.xposcd their silvery breasts, 
but only a few dunlins and no sanderlings, 
though there are many in the river, came near

tlie F.ye. .\ow and then a cormorant, going as 
if on business bent, flew by on strong wing, 
and when the Red Noses were lapped hy the 
full tide the gulls, si.x different species left the 
flooded rocks and flew u]) the river or took 
refuge amongst the pics and curlews on Little 
Hilbre. 

At high tide there was a lull; the last l)ank 
of i-mply cockle shells was covered in the tiin- 
mud inlets between the red rocks; the last sea- 
pie deserted the refuge below us, and we were 
left birdless except for one active little rock 
pipit which was engaged in fly-catching al- 
most at our feet. Then wc rose and locjked 
seaward. The tide had turned, and with it 
common, herring, l.dack'-backcd, and black- 
he.-ided gulls were drifting seaward, and the 
iLlescope revealed in the main a scoter and a 
guillemot, birds of the open sea wdiicli had 
come up with the tide. As the water fell, 
leaving patches of mud, full of animal life 
that had been stirred to activity or left by the 
tide, a few noisy iedshaid<s came to feed, and 
stood bowing in little jerks with bi'ight eyes 
upon us. Then the gulls came down the ri\-er 
ami settled on the wet sand to lutnl for coclcles 
or lob-worms, and little jiartics of dunlins 
spread themselves over each drying bank, 
wading until the water lapped their breasts 
in their pursuit of crustaceans. . But the sea- 
pies, curlews, wli iriilirels, godwits, knots, and 
many other w.aders distributed themselves 
t)\-er the freshly exposed baid^s in the estuary 
and lell the isl.ands until the next tide should 
drive them once more to seek refuge on the 
rocks. — T. A. C, in" the IManchester Guardian.

The report recently published of the com- 
mittee on the Organization of Oriental Studies 
in London, and the discussion thereon in the 
House of Loi;d§;i.p;ip.j September 27, have again 
drawn emphatic* attehtidn ' to the imperative 
need of a much better knowledge, on the part 
ot all concerned with'Oricntal races, of the lan- 
guages, the literatures, the history, the reli- 
gions, manners and customs of the East, if our 
administrative, commercial, and social rela- 
tions with our fcllovz-stibjects in those coun-- 
tries are to be successful and hold their own 
against foreign competition. Lord Morley I of 
Blackburri touched the real pdirit when'he said 
that sympathy — much talked about — wiin the 
people of India, to be effective and genuine, 
meant a knowledge and comprehension of their 
ideals and traditions. For this purpose noth- 
ing could be more timely and signilicant than 
the publication of Mr. Macauliffe's elaborate, 
erudite, and sympathetic work on the Sikh re- 
ligion, to which he has devoted sixteen years 
since he retired from the Indian Civil Service, 
after thirty years spent entirely in the Panjab, 
the home of the Sikhs, l ie ha.s resided chiefly 
in India in order to collaborate with the few 
surviving gyanis "those who know," the inter- 
preters of the Sikh scriptures, at their head- 
quarters at Araritsar and Lahore ; and has sub- 
mitted his tran.slation of the "Granth Sahib," 
as the Sikh scriptures are reverentially desig- 
nated, to learned Sikhs, by whom its literal ac- 
curacy has been acknowdedged, with their 
authoritative remark: "The greatest care has 
been taken in making the translation conform- 
able to the religious tenets of the Sikhs." His 
sympathy has thus been manifested thorough- 
ly, he has gone to the fountain-head' and has 
spared no pains to arrive at the truth of the 
facts and traditions, which he has now pub- 
lished in readable narrative form. 

A few words Avill suffice to explain who 
the Sikhs are. Sir Alfred- Lyall has written, 
"The rapid expansion of the power of the 
Sikhs, who are Hindu sectaries, illustrates the 
almost invariable process by. which in Asia 
cverv great proselytizing movement, tends to 
acquire political and niilitant character." Na- 
nak (1469-1538), one of the great reformers 
of the world, the founder of Sikhism, was pre- 
ceded by a number of Ghagats, saints and 
thinkers' who were dissatis/ied with the su- 
perstitions and religious vagaries of the M In- 
dus. The belief in one God was gradually 
evolved, and culminated in Nanak,.who pro- 
claimed his creed -and' formed a band of fol- 
Jowe'rs. He was their first Guru or spiritual 
teacher; they Avcre his Sikhs, his disciples 
(from the Sanskrit word sishya). He taught 
the unity of God and the necessity of general 
toleration, lie made no distinction between 
Hindus and Muhammadans. There were ten 
Gurus, including Nanak, the first, to the last 
and greatest. Guru Gobind Singh, who died 
in 1708. The fourth, GurU'-Ram Das, founded 
Amritsar, wdicrc the Golden Temple, con- 
structed in the middle of a tank, provides a 
holy place for the Granth vSahib. The fifth 
Guru xlrjan compiled the Adi, or first, Granth, 
made Amritsar the religious centre and ac- 
cumulated wealth. In his time commenced the 
Muhammadan persecution of the rising power 
of the Sikhs. Har Gobind, the sixth Guru, was 
a warrior. The ninth Guru, Teg Bahadur, was 
captured by Aurangzeb and. executed. TJnder 
Guru Gobind Singh the character of the Sikhs, 
who had arisen as a quietist sect of a purely 
religious nature, entirely changed. He estab- 
lished the Khalsa "the ])urc," "the elect," re- 
peated the attack on the institution of caste, 
and taught the equality of all men. He or- 
dained the Pahul. or ceremony of initiation, 
through which all Sikh recruits for military 
service have still to pass. He instituted five 
outward signs of the faith (including their 
unshorn hair) ; to denote their military call- 
ing he named his ba])tized followers Singhs, 
or lions, and he preached undying hatred 
against the Muhammadan persecutors, at 
whose hands he and his family and predeces- 
sors had grievously suffered. This hostility 
still prevails. 

When Gobind Singh felt himself dyin^ he 
()])ened the Granth Sahib, and, placing five 
cojiper coins and a cocoanut before it, solemn- 
ly bowed to it as his successor, and acUlrcssed 
his disciples as follows: "O beloved Khalsa, 
let him who desireth to behold me, behold 
the Guru Granth. Oljcy the Granth .Sahib. 
It is the visible body of the Guru. y\nd let 
him who desireth to meet me diligently 
search its hymns." So there is no longer a 
personal Guru; the Granth Sahib is now the 
Guru. The Sikhs, therefore, resented with 
great warmth the alleged translation which 
Dr. Trumpp, a German missionary, made at 
the iiistanci' of the Secretary of Sta.te. of about 
an eighth of the Granth, i)ublisbed at Mu- 
nich in 1877. They declared it to be_ alto- 
gether inaccurate, full of slanders and insults,- 
and ])rompted by religious bigotry. Pro- 
fessor Max Mullcr has recorded that "Dr. 
Trumpp was by no means a trustworthy 
translator." I\Ir. Macauliffe's work is 'tliene- 
fore a tardy reparation. 

The vSikhs became the ruling power in 
L'pijcr India, after the Afghans had crushed 
the Marath.'is at Panipat in 1761 and retired 
to Kahid. There is no need to dwell ui)on 
the later history of the Sikh nation, which 
Ranj it Singh ( 1780-1339) . ..eonsolidated as a, 
monarchy and raised to eminence. Pie never 
failed in maintaining terms of friendship with 
the English, whose power he had gauged, 
But after his death and the English disasters 
in Kahid (1841-42) the Sikh Army revolted, 
becoming uncontrollable, like the I'ractorian 
Guards of old. The Sikh wars of 1845-46 and 
]848-8(j resulted in the annexation of the Pan- 
jab to the British Crown." Since then, the 
Sikhs have been amongst the bravest and- 



most loyal soldiers of the Indian Army, as the 
Mutiny, the Tirah Campaign, and Somaliland 
have testified. In the present day an injunc- 
tion is added v^.the ..;tinie -.of .tlieir baptism to 

' be loyal to the dBfitish Gbvernmerit, which the 
neophytes solemidy promise. Lord Kitchener 
himself stated at Simla in 1903 that they num- 
bered thirty-four thousand in the Burma Mil- 
itary Police, and other detachments. There 
arc more than two million Sikhs . in India, 
three-quarters of them being in the; Punjab, 
and half a million in ,the Sikh Native States.' 

. The tende:ncy ,bfj^Sikhisj[^ to .re^ into Hin- 
duism has not 'pfei'veiiited their nominal in- 
crease by some 342,000 in .twenty years. It 
is clearly desirable to foster the loyalty of so 
important a race. There is documentary evi- 
dence to prove that seditious attempts have 
been made by Hindus and others to tamper 
with the loyalty of. the Sikh regiments, but; 
Lord Kitchener proclaimed that' siich at- 
tempts had failed. 

i\Ir. M. A. Macauliffe in a recent work has 
compiled from recognized sources exhaustive 
lives of the Gurus and Bhagats, and inter- 
spersed many of their sacred hymns in suit- 
al:>le places. He has avoided repetitions, and, 
with the advice of Sikh scholars, selected pas- 
sages for translation. "They have decided 
that there is no omission of anything neces- 
sary to faith or morals, but that the whole 
substance of the Sikh sacred writings is here 
presented, .'ind that, if any sikh shapes his con- 
duct accordingly, he will be in no danger of 
failing to secure absorption in the Creator or 
a dwelling in the Creator's heaven." This is 
important, as in the hymns (which are a^l in 
metre and verse) , Nirvan, or absorption in 
God, is proposed qs the. supreme object of 
human attainment,. 'but a. paradise called Sach 
;-han(l is also promised to the blest. Mr. 
Macauliffe sums up some of the moral and 
political merits of the Sikh religion thus: "It 
prohibits idolatry, hypocrisy, caste cxclusivc- 
ness, tlie concremation of widows, the im- 
murement of women, the use of -wine and 
other intoxicants, tobacco-smoking,- .infanti- 
cide, slander, pilgrimages to thfc sacred riv'ers 
and tanks of the liindus, and it inculdates' loy- 
alty, gratitude for all favors received, pKil- 
anthropy, justice, impartiality, truth, honesty, 
and all the moral and domestic virtues known 
to the holiest citizens of any country." He 
has ;dso reproduced, in thirty-three pages of 
print, the analysis of the Sikh religion record- 
ed, by. Bhai Gur Das, who was a contempor- 
ary of the fourth, fifth and sixth Gurus (1574- 
1645). One or two precepts only can be quot- 
ed : "The Supreme Being, the All-pervading 
God. is the divine Nanak's Guru." "The Su- 
])rcme God, the J-'erfect God, the Primal Be- 
ing, is the True Guru." "Take not arms 
against th_\' So\'ereign." "From a' temporal 
and spiritual point of view woman is half 

.man's body and assisteth to sdlVatinn'."

The -composi- 
tions of each Guru are distinguished by mal- 
lolas, or w-ards. Guru Gobind Singh's Granth, 
compiled after his death, contains a large 
variety of his hymms on a number of subjects. 
All these Mr. .\lacauliffe has translated from 
various difficult dialects \vith enormous la- 
bor. His work will be highly appreciated by 
all students of Indian theology and history, 
Avill be most valuable to the officials connect- 
ed Avith the Sikhs in military or civil life, and 
will, it is hoped, help to produce sympathy be- 
tween the Sikhs and the English.

expressed this view in private conversation, 
and of recent years there has been an increas- 
ing- tendency to put it forward in a formal and 
diplomatic manner. Until the winning of the 
blue ribbon of geographical research hrought 
the/maiter to cyeryt)Ody,'s attention it was 
•^' little in^;the .p"ubli6 itiiri it may become 

the subje'ct of.viiitlernatiorial discus Nor 
need bur interest ' be \vhoily sentimental. A 
decade ago these explorations would have been 
purely a matter of scientific and acaderriic in- 
terest. One of (he singular aspects of the al- 
leged double discovery is that it occurs at a 
moment when the coming science of aviation 
promises to supercede the toilsome methods 
by which the triumph was won. In another 
.decade^ if- the progress of the past few years 
is -sustained, the exploration, perhaps the ex- 
ploitation of the frozen. sea and ice-capped is- 
lands of the Arctic will simply be a matter of 
inclination and energy. Canada's northern 
frontiers in that day will be of such serious 
importance to her that it is well to devote a 
moment's attention to some of the problems 
which arc bound up in them. 

The Far North 
Alaska is a closed case, it was acquired 
by the United States in ignorance of its intrin- 
sic value, and avowedly for the purpose of 
hemming us in. As an expedient for hamper- 
ing us. the measure has proved a great suc- 
. .cesST-r-witness the Arbitration of 1903. In the 
Arctic Archipelago there have been sundry 
flag-hoistings by explorers and discoverers of 
various nationalities, the latest example of tliis 
bring the assertion, not as yet made officially, 
that the Pole now is ".American territory." So 
far, in the absence of economic value, these 
proceedings have- lacked political importance; 
but there is word of deposits of coal and per- 
haps pther> minerals ; :he case of the Klondike 
stands to prove ai once what riches may un- 
derlie- frozen wastes, and how man may be 
tiltsted to explore even the most inhospitable 
regions if the chance of wealth affords a spur; 
and- new means of visiting the Arctic regions 
are offering themselves. What if in 1920 a 
new Klondike is discovered in one of the Arc- 
tic Islands and aerial navigation is as far 
ahead of the flutterings of today as the motor 
car of 1909 st<rpasses the car of 1899? The 
ownership of Greenland by Denmark has re- 
sulted in no inconvenience to us, but it is a 
fact that once in a while voices are heard in 
the United States suggesting its acquisition by 
the Great Republic; and at the back of these 
suggestions, which, of course, come from 
private and irresponsible- parties, are one or 
two serious, if remote, considerations. One 
is the disposition of the Ari-ierican people to 
read into the Monroe Doctrine the principle 
that the United States is the reversionary 
legatee of all American territory now held by 
European Powers. Another is the possibility 
of the extinction of Denmark as an independ- 
ent country. We occasionally see apprehen- 
sion" expressed lest the little kingdom follow 
the road of Schleswig-Holstein to absorption 
by a great neighbor. It is* not our business to 
pronounce upon the likelihood or unlikelihood 
of such an event ; but if it should occur, what 
about the Danish possessions in .America? 
We know this — that when sonic years ago 
there was talk of a cession of the Danish West 
Indian Islands to Germany American dis- 
pleasure was sharply manifested. Supposing 
the catastrophe of the political extinction of 
Denmark to occur, might not the United 
'States take the ground that they and they 
alone must be the recipients of St. Croix, .St. 
Thomas, St. John — and Greenland? If that 
were to happen, and if our neighbors were to 
carry their point, they would have a north- 
eastern counterpart to Alaska. Apart from 
the mere pleasure of hoisting a flag over ter- 
ritory which may or may not have economic 
possibilities, the American possession of 
Greenland might have a bearing upon another 
question of more immediate importance, the 
status of Hudson Bay. 

In the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
Newfoundland of course is British alrcady- 
It is worth while to chronicle, as matter for 
great respect that the prevailing sentiment in 
the oldest colony of the Empire apparently r' - 
mains far from friendly to Canada. This un- 
friendliness doubtless is of the nature of pro- 
rincial patriotism. We have only to look at 
the position of the island athwart the mouth 
of our Gulf of St. Lawrence to realize its vast 
importance to us. To take only '.me cxamjilc, 
our Gulf trade must skirt its dangerous coasts, 
and it is the concern of onr c.xporlL-rs from the 
wheat fields of Alberta to the warehouses of 
Quebec, that those coasts sb.ould be lighted 
and .guarded. In . this case the need is so im- 
perious that ■ despite Ncv/foundl'and's inde- 
pendence' of our political sA'stem our .Marine 
and Fisheries Department spends a consider- 
able sum yearly in maintaining lights iijion her 
coast Again, Ni-wfoundland has a dependency 
of its own in the Labrador coast, the eastern 
face, and outlet upon the Atlantic, of a great 
region which belongs to Canada, and which 
proriiisies 'to be • very rich. ' ' ' 

'• St.: Pierre and Miquelon are impbrfarit to 
France. because of their value as a local ba-se 
for the'mtich prized deep sea fishing industry. 
:They are "somewhat of a nuisance to Canada, 
as being the seat, of an active smuggling trade 



in Spirits. Of late the vigilance of the Can- 
adian Customs has greatly lessened tKc 
amount of smuggling- done; possibly as a re- 
sult of this it is understood that the islands are 
not prosperous at present. The operation of 
the new French law_ against the teaching of 
religion in schools seems also to have caused 
discontent.--. At all;!^^^^ had a vig,orous 

little 'ribii there a few.lnqnths ago, and an' in- 
cident of the disturliahce' -j/vag the,,l^^^ of 
the Stars and Stripes by the4nhabitants.'Popu- 
lar ebullitions do not necessarily mean much, 
and a European Power usually stag's a long- 
time in a colony after notice to quit has been 
served by street mobs. Still, the incident pro- 
vokes reflection. Suppose that a combination 
occurred of . the slackening , of French interest 
in the islands and of increasing discontent on 
the p;irt of the inhabitants; suppose that the 
islanders made a tender of their allegiance to 
the United States; suppose that the project 
was niooted of a transfer of the islands to Can- 
ada ; suppose that the further combination oc- 
curred of the islanders showing a disposition 
to hoist the Stars and Stripes and of France 
agreeing to cede them to Canada; whaj: then? 
Would the Monroe Doctrine take the form of 
denying to Canada the right to acquire an 
.Amovicaii island now held by a European 
Power? 'i'lie contingency is confessedly re- 
iiuHo, but if it shoultl arise one has onl}' to 
look at the map to see how serious a thing 
to Canada would be the annexation of these 
islands by the United States! They He in 
Cabot Strait, our principal entry into the At- 
lantic: our principal trade route passes almost 
within sight of them ; our incomings and., our 
outgoings would be under American surveil- 
lance. Should this contingency ever come to 
pass, jMr. Seward's old idea of hemming Can- 
ada in would be carried to an extreme point. 
Remote as th,es,e possibilities are, they .sug- 
gest' the desirability of a species of Monroe 
Doctrine to,., be put forth by Canada, that 
iiorth'^of the latitude of Halifax she must be 
the reversionary legatee of the European pos- 
sessions wljich change hands. 
~ Hudson Bay 

The case of Hudson Bay is present 'and 
pressing, whereas the foregoing are more or 
less remote speculations. While Canada was 
talking of her ownership, citizens of the Unit- 
ed States were doing actual exploitation there. 
American whalers 'have long plied their call- 
ing in Hudson Bay. Of recent years they 
have added to the pursuit of the whale an ac- 
tive trade with the natives. They have taken 
cargoes of goods to the North, have equipped 
parties of Indian and Eskimo hunters, and 
have gone home laden with ruch furs captured 
on Canadian soil, as well as with whalebone 
and oil taken in the waters of the Bay. Until 
recently the goods which were bartered for 
these furs were landed without payment of 
Customs duties, and the whalers carried on 
their operations without any supervision. It 
would not require many years of unchallenged 
operations of this sort to establish claims at 
oiH- back door which in future might become 
embarrassing, especially when the claimants 
belong to a Power so insistent. and persistent 
as the United States. Of late years; accord- 
ingly, the Canadian Government has been tak- 
ing steps to assert its rights in these northern 
waters. These proceedings have been aloiig 
two lines. Ships have been sent fi-om the St. 
Lawrence to patrol tlie northern waters and 
assert British sovereignty; simultaneously the 
Koyal Northwest Mountec|, Police, working 
froiii the interior, have been pushing their 
posts farther and farther north . The seafar- 
ing operations w-ere well conceived, and in 
part were badly operated One voyage, that 
of the Neptune, was creditable. The seaman 
who was put in charge of another ship^ ih*^ 
Arctic, was a man who had persistently urged 
the Government to embark upon an attcmpr 
to discover the North Pole, and when he was 
sent into the northern waters such public at- 
tention was aroused which directed to tliesc 
rather absurd Polar aspirations, whereas the 
real intention was diplomatic rather than 
scientific. For the ])urpose of asserting Can- 
adian owncrsiiip she carried on her first voy- 
age a detachment of the Royal Northwest 
IMounted I^^licc, who thus lay under the im- 
putation of becoming a species of Plorse Ma- 
rines. Unfortunately the naval part of this 
expedition had fallen to the control of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries, the weak- 
est and most careless branch of our adminis- 
trative services, and then under the control 
of a particularly reckless and extravagant min- 
ister. An unsuitable old tub of a steamer was 
boujiht, and supplies were purchased on a 
scale which arouscxl a shout of laughter when 
investigation disclosed their nature and quan- 
tity. It was computed, for example, that suf- 
ficient chocolate was taken to last the crew for 
Ijctwcen two and three ccnturic;; When the 
ship did get into the northern waters the evil 
of dual control naturally asserted itself, the 
])olicc and the sea-captain differed over the 
<lirection of the voyage and the first excursion 
of the yVrctic was decidedly inglorious. Since 
then dual control has been . avpided, and the 
Arctic has done' a certain amount of work in ' 
patrolling and flng-hoisting wUhout the aid. 
of the police, and recently figures as having 
given assistance to Dr. Cook in his Polar Ex- 
pedition. The Jilounted I'oiice on their side 
have pushed up fmm the interior and have cs^ 
tablished two pusis on the western shore of 
Hudson Bay, one at the riouth of the Chur- 
chill riv.di',; and the^-Oth^ liorth 
at Cape 'FtUferton!, on the sixty-fourth paral- 
lel of latitude, to the north of Hudson Bay 
proper, and close to the entrance to Roes Wel- 
come, the body of water between Southamp- 
ton Island and\the mainland where the Ameri- 



can whalers usually, winter. They also have a 
post on Herschel Island in tht Arctic Ocean, 
neKr the moutli of the Mackenzie River, which 
has done excelient work on' the western end of 
the Arctic coast. 

Between the operations of the . Arctic and 
of the Mounted Police operating on land and 
by means of small boats in summer time, the 
American \vhalers have been brought under .v 
substantial measure of control. In particular, 
they have been obliged to pay duty on all 
goods which have been landed hi the course of 
their trade with the natives, and the sale of 
liquor to the aborigines has been subjected 
to the same checks as are universal tliroughout 
• Canada. At first the Americans were reluc- 
tant to. pay .the duty, but in the end they-,acqui- 
esced, aiid now show a decidedly accqirirno- 
datiiig spirit. In thc^ further matter of the. cpnr, 
trol of the open waters of the Hudson Bay the 
question so far has not arisen ; at any moment 
it may conic up — for example, if a murder 
were to occur on a ship beyond the tliree-niile 
limit but within the confines of the bay the 
Mounted Police unquestionably would assert 
their jurisdiction if at all able to reach the ves- 
sel. One iiiferesting- development is the de- 
cision of the Canadian Government to estidj- 
lish a Customs Station close to Cape Chidley, 
at the /Atlantic end of Hudson Strait and to 
treat that as the port of entry for the whole 
Bay. The Order in Council has been passed 
and effect will be given to it as soon as con- 
venient means present themselves. In one 
way this will be a convenience, as American 
whaling captains have offered to pay their 
Customs dues before beginning, their voyage, 
but the Customs' Department has not I'elt it- 
self at liberty to accept payment in ach-ance of 
the actual landing of the good.s. In this con- 
nection the importance of Greenland is ob- 
vious. It would be far less easy to assert and 
establish our ownership of Hudson Bay if a 
iPower interested in disputing it had a terri- 
torial footing across Baffin Bay and Davis 
Strait. However this may develop, it is part 
of a fixed Canadian policy to work the Mount- 
ed Police farther and farther north. They are 
acquiring skill as Arctic travellers, their rela- 
tions with the Eskimos arc excellent, they arc 
placing .one. post after another upon a "firm 
basis, and before long we may expect to see 
Canadian administration established very far 
north indeed. Indeed, how that tlie organiza- 
tion of the prairies into settled communities is 
pushing them northward, they might do worse 
than change their style and describe them- 
selves as the Royal. Arctic Police. Their ac- 
tivities, and the work of the patrol steamers, 
constitute the practical and immediate side of 
a problem which projects sonic of its aspects 
very far into fhe future. — Ottawa Correspon- 
dence Londoti :Paily Telegraph. 
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AFTER COAL, what? 

Pessimistic as it may seem, the conclusion 
that man's downfall will begin with the ex- 
haustion of our coal i.s strongl}'- suggested. 
Geologists find that since the beginning of the 
Paleozoic 'era various, leading animals have' 
appeared, reached their culmination, and de- 
clined. Sothe thousands, or tens of thousands 
of years ago, the Human epoch began. Since 
then man has become the dominant animal, oc- 
cupying the place held by gigantic reptiles in 
the Mesozoi'c era and has been approaching the 

, culminating stage of existence. When his re- 
sources have been fully utilized — some cen- 
turies hence— rcaii development go further? It 
is confi<Iently but vaguely asserted that be- 
fore the coal is gone something to take its 
place will be found, but an inquiry' by Sir W. 
Ramsay into the known sources of energy are 
discouraging for Great Britain and not reas- 
suring for other lands. These possible sources 

^ are — (i) water power from rivers and reser- 
voirs; (2) water power from tides; (3) wind 
power; (4) the earth's internal heat, to be 
reached by shafts eight or ten miles deep; (5) 
th.; discovery of a catalytic agent that may ac- 
celerate the loss of energy by substances" like 
radium; (6) solar heat. Of these the first will 
;-eplace coal to a limited extent, though not in 
Great IBritain. The sccotKl and third arc not 
economical, the expense and dilTiculties of the 
fourth are prohibitive, the lifth'-is hypothetical 
and not likely to give important results, and 
the sixth is available only in warm climates.

SEAT OF THE SIXTH SENSE 

.'\n attempt to locate the distance sense of 
the blind has been made by Dr. W'ocllTlin, a 
German investigator, who linds from his own 
and other experiments that this sense is prob- 
ably a function of the sensory fibers of the Jirst 
of the three branches of the trifacial nerve or 
trigeminus. This nerve, ramifying through 
the face, has been credited "with the three-fold 
function of a nerve of motion, of common sen- , 
sation, and of the special sense of taste. It 
has been long known that some persons among 
the blind can move about with remarkable 
certainty v/ithout coming into contact with 
any large object, and half a century ago Spel- 
lanzani showed that bats fly about confidently 
and safely in darkness and even when blind. 
The idea that reflected sound waves act as a 
guide throughout the hearing has been dis- 
proved by stopping the ears of a blind man, 
when the distance sense Remained, although 
diminished. In the few Mind persons who have 
the sense it exists in greatly varying degree, 
^nd the possessors locate it in the forehead, 
saying that it is vague and somewdiat resembles 
a light touch.

The storm clouds which appeared a few 
days ago to be passing away seem now to -be 
gathering again, and more thfeatening than 
ever over the horizon at Athens. The tele- 
grams show that the relations between the 
chamber and the military party are becoming 
dangerously strained, and that the government 
themselves, though practically the nominees of 
the military party, are losing whatever re- 

, straining influence it was hoped they might 
•exerci.se upon the more turbulent spirits ije- 
liirid.them. On Tuesday the Prime Minister 
introduced.,spm(B of^the .military, reforms.,in- 
tended' to give satisfaction to the army, knd 
these include the abolition of the supreme 
command hitherto held by the crown prince 
and the substitution for it of a council of 
divisional generals under the minister of war. 
Painful as measures affecting in this nuumer 
the position of the princes of the royal house 
must have been to the .King, his majpsty has 
sanctioned them in principle with a magna- 
nimity to which M. Mavromichalis himself 
bore public testimony. The general accord 
thus arrived at on the most delicate point of 
all between tiie crown and the cabinet, and the 
harmonious co-operation of the parliamentary 
majority with the new government, seemed to 
promise a peaceful solution of grave difficul- 
ties for which, as the i)rime minister rightly 
and generously admitted, all parties must 

• share the blame. Even then, however, there 
• n-i onn discordant notcr and it was none the 
less ominous because it v/as struck, not in 
l)ar!iament, but outside of the regular political 
!)artics, by the organ of the advanced military 
reformers. 'J'lic Chronos contemptuously dis- 
missed the efforts of the Chamber, which it 
declared to be already "condemned by public 
opinion." 

WlTen the charftber 'niet on Wednesday to 

consider the question of procedure, afi'inqle- 
pendciit depiity, M. Dragoumis, pointed otit 
that as the ministerial proposals had only been 
distributed a few hoiir.s previously no imnje- 
diate discussion could be profitably conducted, 
and he therefore mo\»ed that they should be 
referred to a committee. This motion, which 
was supported amongst others by tlie late 
prime minister, M. Theotokis, who still com- 
mands the large majority of the house,- .met 
with general approval; and the government 
themselves doubtless felt that no other course 
could be adopted without sacrificing the last 
shreds of parliamentary independence .and 
cHgnity to the pressure of military clamor. 
They therefore consented to refer the question 
of procedure to a committee, which was in- 
structed to report to the house within forty- 
eight hours. Meanwhile, however, the temper 
of the military party is evidently rising fast, 
and their impatience to assert their . rnastery 
of the situation scarcely brooks' 'even the 
short delay imposed by the merest outward 
respect for constitutional forms. Meetings of 
the Military league and of various confederated 
societies have been held for the purpose of 
accelerating legislative action by threats of 
forcible intervention on the part of the army; 
and, though a few more days of grace arc 
apparently to ,be granted to the chamber, 
there seems tO be only too much ground for 
the pessimism which has suddenly succeeded 
to the more hopeful spirit that prevailed a few 
days ago. Even if the chamber yields to this 
n-ienace, reforms introduced under such revo- 
lutionary auspices must be robbed of all real 
efficacy for the restoration of public confi- 
dence. 

In the light of these disquieting- events 
one cannot read without genuine .sympathy 
the remarkable communication which our cor- 
respondent transmits to us with regard to 
King George's attitude during this deplorable 
crisis. \\ hen \vc remember how much Greece 
has owed to the prestige and influence of the 
sovereign during liis long reign, we can' hardly 
affect surprise at the bitterness of his feelings 
in the presence of the ingratitude and indif- 
ference of so many of his subjects. How far 
his majesty is justified in laying so large a 
share of the responsibility for his present posi- 
tion on the failure of the Powers to promote 
the union of Crete with the Hellenic Kingdom 
we are not in a position to say. The state- 
ments contained in this communication with 
regard to promises made to King George dur- 
ing the crisis in the Near East last year are 
undoubtedly of a grave character and cannot 
be li.ghlly dismissed. The European situation 
a year ago was highly critical; and even those 
Powers most friendly to Greece were bound to 
bid her look patiently to the future for the ful- 
filment of her hopes, since they could not have 
been realized at the time without increasing 
the danger of a general conflagration. It is pos- 
sible that, in their anx'cty to avert fresh 
causes of conflict, they may have given greater 
encouragement to those future hoi)cs than 
subsec|ucnt developments justified ; l.Mit we 
cannot believe that, in dissuading Greece from 
immediate action wtih regard to Crete, the 
Powers did her at any time a disservice, for 
the Turks Avould have fohght Greece rather 
than to have acquiesced tamely in the annexa- 
tion of Crete, and the present crisis in Greece 
affords convincing proof that in her present 
state of natioiKjl demoralization a conflict 
■with Tni-k-ey would ha\-e been at least as 
dis.'istrcins now >-is it was in iScjcS. That during 
King- George's reign the good will entertained 
towards, him; by the Powers h.a.s yiclde4 . sub- 
stantial fruits his majesty himself acknowl- 
edges, since he very properly quotes the 
incorporation of the Ionian Lslands and Thes- 
saly into his dominions as evidence of the con- 
fidence reposed in him by Europe, and not 
least by Great Britain. How far his subjects 
have justified the confidence extended to their 



spvcrcign we leave it to King George himself 
' to judge. Certainly nowhere has fuller recog- 
nition been given than in this country to the 
.courage and skill with which he has hitherto 
steered the Hellenic Kingdom through many 
rocks and shoals in home waters, or to the 
zeal and devotion with wdiich he has served 
the interests of Greece in the field of interna- 
tional diplomacy. Nowhere, also, will greater 
sympathy be extended to him in his present 
hour of trial We cannptvyqt-ab^ 
that the Greek people wili tealize feefbre it is 
.^too late air that they owe to him, and a.tl 
that they staqd to lose if they drive King 
George to abdication. Plis majesty would, at 
any rate, have the supreme consolation of 
looking back on forty-six years of strenuous 
labour and patriotic endeavour, but to what 
future could Greece' look forward without the 
pilot who has stood by her in storm and 
stress?
